rowing up in small 

towns in the Mid- 

west, I paid little 

mind to the ordi- 
nary virtues of small-town 
life—the instinctive neigh- 
borliness, the security of 
knowing every face, the 
deep sense of belonging. I 
took it all for granted. In- 
stead, filled with young am- 
bition and _ wide-eyed 
wonder, my head was 
turned by the glamour of 
the big city. 

As I look back I have to 
smile, because now I know 
that the small-town values 
instilled in me so long ago 
are the ones that really count the most. 
What so many of us long for today is not 
the bright glare of the city but the soft, 
warm glow of a small town. 

My husband and I have discovered that 
despite the comfort and warmth we gave 
our city apartment, it was not enough. We 
wanted to belong again to a larger family 
of familiar faces, good neighbors, new and 
old friends—to be part of a real town. 
That sense of community isn’t always easy 
to get in a city like New York, where 
being a good neighbor means turning 
down the music in your apartment after 9 
at night. Here, relationships are mostly 
kept impersonal—heaven forbid you 
should look a stranger in the eye and nod 
good morning. 

Yes, I will always find this city extraor- 
dinarily exciting and a constant source of 
design inspiration, but come the weekend, 
I long to escape. 

Every Friday, we join a long line of 
other city-weary souls and ritually exit. 
For many years, our weekly exodus was 
to a home near the ocean, where our over- 
loaded senses were recharged by long 
walks on the beach and bike rides on 
winding country roads. By the time we 
left on Sunday evening, we were ready to

was like a minivacation. Each Friday the 
ocean-side community inhaled and ab- 
sorbed us, and then, come Sunday, ex- 
haled us with an almost audible sigh of 
relief, and let us go. 

As idyllic as it was, the atmosphere was 
that of a seasonal resort, and we always 
had a nagging feeling that something was 
missing. We felt as if we were only tempo- 
rary residents of the town and would nev- 
er be an essential, contributing part. 
Every once in a while, while battling the 
traffic on the drive home, we’d think back 
to the simple pleasures, rituals and tradi- 
tions of the towns of our childhoods. We 
wondered whether life could ever be so 
blissfully easy again. 

We weren’t sure there were any old- 
fashioned towns left anymore, until 
friends introduced us to their town—a 
tiny village in Connecticut. Ill never for- 
get that bright June day when I first saw 
our 1780 parsonage nestled among the 
ancient gnarled trees of this picturesque 
New England town. All I could say was, 
“TY think ’'ve come home.”’ 

But more than just our house, whose 
Colonial style makes its own simple state- 
ment, it is the people here who have made 
us feel we’ve found home. Our town (I’m 
already possessive about it) is a harmony 
of personalities. 





There are the descen- 
dants of the town’s original 
settlers, along with recent 
arrivals who’ve traded in 
successful city careers to 
find a different kind of ful- 
fillment. There are profes- 
sionals and artists, dairy 
farmers and tradesmen, 
teachers and historians. As 
weekenders we feel no dif- 
ferent from anyone else— 
it’s our town, too. 

At gatherings, dinner 
parties and even chance 
meetings on the street, peo- 
ple take the time to talk and 
to listen. 

Conversation involves 
much more than the usual city banter of 
careers and business. It goes beyond su- 
perficial niceties and shallow chitchat— 
there’s genuine caring here, and it comes 
out in many different ways. We get offers 
to help with the right plantings for the 
garden, invitations to show us the best 
secret spots for gathering wild blueberries. 
We're invited to join a class in ceramics, 
to sing in the church choir, to visit an ad- 
mired artist in her studio. 

People reach out and draw us into the 
life of the town with every gesture. In the 
short time we have been here, we have 
found ourselves being woven right into 
the fabric of the community in a pattern 
that is strikingly similiar to that of our 
small-town upbringings. 

As I sit in the living room of our old 
parsonage I’m reminded of one of my fa- 
vorite plays, Thornton Wiider’s Our 
Town. Wilder’s message was the most pro- 
found: Life at its best is no more than be- 
longing. Now I know how right he was. @ 
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Living up to a higher standard.

hen my friend Catherine 
heard we were building a new 
summer house, she said, 
“Dee, now you can have what 
you’ve always missed in your old house.” 
Somehow, I never thought of it that way. I 
love Thornhill just the way it is. Its warts, 
its warmth—it’s ours. 

But there is one area at Thornhill that 
has given me years of extra duty: the kitch- 
en floor. Large black and white squares do 
have a certain style, and I’d probably miss 
them if I covered them over. But keeping 
them tidy is a daily ritual. Since visitors 
almost always enter by the kitchen door, 
this floor is the first thing they see. (First 
impressions are important.) And I am, 
quite frankly, house proud. 

But for our new summer house in Ver- 
mont I wanted something more carefree. 
And I knew exactly what I wanted. Only a 
few months before, I had seen this kitchen 
floor, in the house of the director of Ken- 
more, the splendid Virginia home of Mrs. 
Fielding Lewis, George Washington’s 
younger sister. 

Although vinyl, the flooring looked like 
a sisal rug, and I loved it. It was my very 
first idea for our new house, the nucleus of 
my dreams. I didn’t know what other 
rooms would be like, but I felt I already 
had a kitchen. There would be the sisallike 
floor, white cupboards with glass as in a 
pantry, wooden countertops, lots of bas- 
kets. Beige and white with touches of red. I 
felt secure. 

Once everything else was organized for 
the kitchen, I called to order the flooring. 
“Sorry, Mrs. Hardie,” I heard, “that pat- 
tern was discontinued three weeks ago.” I 
couldn’t believe it. I was absolutely devas-

tated. The first step planned for our new 
house turned out to be the last straw. 

I looked and I looked and couldn’t find 
another floor that pleased me. But on a 
trip to New York City, I went to Country 
Floors, not to find a floor, but a tile to use 
as a back trim for the wooden countertops. 
I saw the tile immediately! A blue-and- 
white checkerboard, the blue the color of 
summer delphiniums. I was ecstatic! I had 
a Born Again kitchen. Now, rather than 
planning a kitchen from the floor up, I was 
planning it from the tile down. 

With the blue-and-white tile in hand, I 
went to Vermont where Charlie Proutt, 
our builder, and I searched for a floor to 
complement this tile. Nothing had the 
right accent, nothing equaled this simple 
but perfect tile. So Charlie took his pencil 
in hand and decided to design the floor 
himself, putting together a familiar pattern 
of individual squares of vinyl, a checker- 
board of blue and white. 

I’m not really so surprised. My husband, 
Tom, says I’ve always seemed to have a 
checkered past. And he’s right. There’s the 
black-and-white kitchen floor at Thornhill 
in Maryland, and [| have a treasury of 
checkered tablecloths and napkins of all 
colors. Checks are country, and country is 
where I’ve been most of my life. 

But I think it started in Paris. When we 
were first married I would make weekly 
excursions to the Galeries Lafayette, the 
Bloomingdale’s of Paris, to buy kitchen 
china. Some of it, somehow, has survived 
these 39 years. Yes, it’s blue-and-white 
check! And those Parisian bowls that once 
held café au lait will soon be used for 
homemade soup in a Vermont kitchen, 
very American, and all true blue and 
white. Happy Fourth of July!

SCOTLAND'S FATR GARDENS 


FAMOUS FOR MAKING RUGGED TERRAIN BLOOM, THE 
SCOTS OFFER CANNY LESSONS IN JOYFUL GARDENING

aking a trip to Scot- 
land and skipping the 
gardens is like land- 
ing there and refus- 

ing the whiskey—unthink- 

able. No one should miss out 
on two of the country’s great- 
est assets. But while whiskey 
is world renowned, the gar- 
dens don’t always show up on 

a list of must-sees. 

On this side of the Atlantic 
we admire Scotland for its 
wild and natural beauty, but 
we tend to think England’s 
cultivated landscapes are best. 
The English themselves know better, of 
course. Scots gardeners have been in de- 
mand south of the River Tweed since the 
mid-1{8th century, when head gardeners on 
many of England’s great estates were 
Scots. A tour of Scots gardens reveals what 
the English have long known: These gar- 
dens are among the most varied and beau- 
tiful in the world. The Scots have a knack 
for making things grow in rugged terrain, 
and at a latitude where summers are short. 

In fact, the reason may be the challeng- 
ing terrain and climate. Scots learned early 
on to plant in sheltered places and to turn 
the topography to their advantage. One 
outstanding characteristic of Scots gardens 
is that they so often work with nature 
rather than against it. 

True gardening in Scotland didn’t really 
take off until the days of Europe’s foreign 
plant exploration around the mid-1600s, 
mostly because Scotland’s best plant mate- 
rial came from everywhere but its home 
turf. Despite that slow start, the Scots 
made up for lost time by producing some 
of the most adventurous and knowledge- 
able plant collectors ever known. Even 
those unfamiliar with Scotland’s gardening 
history will recognize the names of some 
collectors, because so many plants have 
been named for them—Thomas Drum- 
mond (Dryas drummondii), George For-

rest (Pieris forrestii) and Robert Fortune 
(Rhododendron fortunei) are just a few ex- 
amples. These and other collectors traveled 
to China, North America and other exotic 
places in the 19th and early 20th centuries 
to bring back plants that are a recurring 
theme in the gardens worth touring today. 

The firs. four gardens to see are in or 
near Edinburgh. The next three are in east- 
ern Scotland, in and north of Perth. We 
chose these for variety, to offer something 
for everyone. Malleny House has a superb 
collection of shrub roses. Inveresk will in- 
terest beginning gardeners. Dawyck offers 
exotic plants on a grand scale, and Brank- 
lyn has exotic plants on a small scale. 
Crathes is romantic, and Balmoral still has 
a Victorian air about it. 

Two days in Edinburgh and two days on 
the road give you only a glimpse of Scot- 
land’s gardening history, but this tour is 
designed to whet your appetite. 


Edinburgh Exotic Plants 

In any country, a large botanic garden 
provides a good starting point for a garden 
tour, but that’s especially true of the Royal 
Botanic Garden Edinburgh. This is where 
you can learn first-hand about the accom- 
plishments of Scotland’s famous plant col- 
lectors. Robert Fortune trained here before 
leaving for China in 1843, where he dis- 










































guised himself as a Chinese in 
order to collect plants. In the 
early 20th century, George 
Forrest increased the garden’s 
collections by 40,000 speci- 
mens. Because the garden is 
an institution for education 
and research, each plant is 
meticulously labeled, and 
each label tells you everything 
you might want to know—in- 
cluding country of origin. Af- - 
ter reading a few, you realize 
just how many plants in Scot-- 
land come from abroad. 

However oriented to pro- 
viding a research ground, the 
garden looks like a glorious park designed 
for pleasure. On a 70-acre site, just two 
miles north of Princes Street, there are 
several good views of Edinburgh Castle. 
Any visit should include the Heath Gar- 
den, the rhododendron collection (400 spe- 
cies) and the herbaceous borders, those 
wide, lush beds of flowering plants so typi- 
cal of gardens in the British Isles. Don’t 
miss the huge hedge that separates the 
borders from the rest of the garden. Made 
of beech trees planted only six feet apart 
and clipped so they hardly look like trees 
at all, the hedge is 20 feet high and 200 
yards long. 

The piece de résistance of Edinburgh is 
the rock garden. With alpine and rock 
plants from all over the world, the garden 
is thought to be the best in the world. 
Home to the largest concentration of na- 
tive species in Great Britain, the rock gar- 
den was designed according to notes from 
George Forrest’s diaries, and it simulates 
the Sino-Himalayan mountainside from 
which many of the exotic species came. 


Shrub Roses in a Walled Garden 
The four-acre walled garden at Malleny 
House has a collection of bonsai plants and 
pretty borders with good color combina- 
tions, like purple sage mixed with clouds of

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London Pride and tall stems of alliums. 
But the real draw is the collection of old- 
fashioned 19th-century shrub roses and the 
four large yew trees, beautifully trimmed, 
that serve as a quirky centerpiece for the 
lawn and the radiating beds. Thought to 
have been planted in 1610, the yews are a 
good 300 years older than the present gar- 
den, which was started in 1960. In that 
year, when Commander and Mrs. Gore- 
Browne Henderson began their garden, 
three of its walls were standing, as well as 
some shrub roses, but the Hendersons en- 
larged the collection during their eight 
years at Malleny House. 


Idea Garden at Inveresk 

A trip to the village of Inveresk (seven 
miles east of Edinburgh) is worthwhile just 
for the large manor houses and charming 
cottages, all built from the same ocher- 
colored stone. But a visit to the garden at 
Inveresk Lodge might well be the highlight 
of a garden tour—especially for Ameri- 
cans. Unlike many Scottish gardens dedi- 
cated to collections of rare and exotic 
plants, Inveresk Lodge was planned and 
planted to offer ideas to owners of small 
suburban gardens. When the lodge became 
part of the National Trust for Scotland in 
1959, it was in total disrepair. The trust 
took that opportunity to redesign it with 
easy-to-find, easy-to-maintain plants. Two 
gravel paths form a central axis around 
which beds are laid out, and the beds 
themselves are filled with familiar favor- 
ites—rocket, peonies, delphiniums, fox- 
gloves, rock roses and columbines. Almost 
every plant in the garden is easy to grow, 
even in the colder climates of the U.S. 

Try to see the Inveresk garden early in 
the day, when the colors of the garden are 
at their best. And don’t miss the old stone 
wall, where climbing roses are underplant- 
ed with nepeta (catmint). 


Dawyck Extensive Collections 

Although Dawyck is one of three annexes 
of the Royal Botanic Garden Edinburgh, it 
still retains the intensely personal flavor of 
a garden owned by avid plant collectors— 
which it was until 1978. Beginning around 
1800, the owners of Dawyck supported 
plant explorations abroad, so many speci- 
mens in the arboretum come from these 
expeditions. Later owners who took over 
the estate in 1897 were also avid plant 
collectors, and one member of the family, 
F.R.S. Balfour, brought back plants and 
seeds from his journeys in North America. 
For Americans the garden is an eye-open- 
ing combination of the familiar—pink 


bleeding hearts, Oregon spruce trees and 
seven species of northwest American coni- 
fers in the American collection—and the 
truly exotic, like waist-high, sky-blue pop- 
pies from the Sino-Himalayas. 


Rare Plants in a Suburban Garden 
Compared with the 1830 manor house at 
Dawyck and the romantic lodge at Inver- 
esk, the house at Branklyn, just outside 
Perth, looks distinctly suburban. But if the 
house (built in 1922) is somewhat ordi- 
nary, the garden is not. It’s a garden for 
dedicated plantsmen. John and Dorothy 
Renton lived and gardened here for 40 
years, and Mrs. Renton was one of Scot- 
land’s most knowledgeable plantswomen. 
Although the Rentons didn’t travel, their 
friends did (George Sherriff and Frank 
Ludlow, for example), and the Rentons 
benefitted from their plant explorations. 

The couple began gardening in 1922 as 
amateurs, and as Mrs. Renton stated, ““We 
stepped into the pitfalls of many amateur 
gardeners by making all the orthodox 
things a garden should have.’”’ But the 
Rentons quickly embraced rare plantings 
when they became interested in alpine and 
ericaceous plants; and today there is a 
splendid collection of dwarf rhododen- 
drons, as well as Primula and Meconopsis 

To describe the garden as Mrs. Renton 
did—‘‘there was no preconceived rule of 
design about the garden’’—does it an injus- 
tice. The two acres are delightful almost 
any time of year from May to September, 
but perhaps the most enchanting spot (for 
Americans, in any case) is the trough gar- 
den. These planters look picturesque when 
overgrown with moss, but they were origi- 
nally simply large stone blocks chipped out 
and filled with water for cattle. They make 
ideal planters for alpines. 


A Castle’s Colorful Borders 

Crathes Castle is every bit as romantic as 
we expect all of Scotland to be. The earliest 
part of the castle was built around 1553, 
and, although it was added to over the 
centuries, it still looks very much like a 
late-medieval stronghold. 

The garden, equally romantic, is divided 
into upper and lower halves, each half di- 
vided into yet more areas, totaling nine 
gardens. By far, the most exciting are the 
Blue Garden, the Rose Garden and the 
Color, or Pool, Garden with its bright col- 
ors of red, yellow and bronze. 

While the upper garden (nearest the cas- 
tle) is divided into sections by enormous, 
eccentrically pruned yew hedges planted in 
1702, the lower garden is divided by shrubs 
and herbaceous borders—the glory of 
Crathes. Designed and planted by Lady 
Burnett, who with her husband began

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work on the garden in the early 1900s, the 
borders show Lady Burnett’s remarkable 
gift for color combinations. This is most 
noticeable in the blue borders, the white 
borders and the west borders, which are 
planted in shades of pink and blue. The 
June borders, a mass of mixed colors, re- 
semble a cottage garden. 


Balmoral’s Royal Woods 
No tour of Scots gardens would be com- 
plete without a visit to Balmoral Castle, a 
favorite retreat of the British royal family 
ever since Queen Victoria and Prince Al- 
bert began going there in 1848. The castle, 
built of light-gray granite and completed in 
1856, is surrounded by gardens laid out by 
the queen and her consort. Those gardens 
have been expanded by subsequent mon- 
archs, but they are somewhat formal and 
grand. The informal, or woodland, areas 
are a great deal more interesting, especially 
the Ballochbuie Forest—once part of the 
old Caledonian Forest—which Queen Vic- 
toria bought in 1878. With trees 200 and 
300 years old, it is one of the few places on 
this tour where native plants predominate. 
The road back to Edinburgh (west, then 
south on A93) is perhaps one of Scotland’s 
most scenic routes. Steep mountains, rock- 
filled streams, and hills covered in nothing 
but wild heather serve as a reminder of the 
true, natural state of Scotland. That her 
people managed to make such wonderful 
gardens in such a wilderness is certainly a 
tribute to the unyielding perseverance of 
the Scots soul. To miss what these collec- 
tors and gardeners have created is to miss 
a great part of Scotland.@

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NOW Saihe tTiME TO FEED THE FLOWERS, 
HARVEST YOUR VEGETABLES—AND SAVE WATER 


By KEN DRUSE ———— 
As we start the summer 
of 89, one issue is on the 
minds of most American 
gardeners: water conser- 
vation. It behooves us all 
to find new water-con- 
scious approaches to 
landscaping. Lavish 
plantings that require 
constant irrigation are 
probably out of the ques- 
tion, and you may have 
to forget those vast pe- 
rennial borders you ad- 
mire in English gardens. 
Even so, it’s still possible 
to have a garden that’s 
bountiful and beautiful. 

If you’re thinking of adding plants to an 
established border, or planning a whole 
new garden, select plants that can tolerate 
some dryness: purple coneflower (Echina- 
cea purpurea), Adam’s needle (Yucca /fila- 
mentosa), lamb’s ears (Stachys byzantina) 
and goldenrod (Solidago spp.), for exam- 
ple. There are even cacti and succulents, 
such as opuntias, sedums and sempervivum, 
that thrive—and bloom—in the North. 

If you live in a dry area, I suggest plant 
foods low in nitrogen content—the first 
number in the element ratio you see on fer- 
tilizer packages. Nitrogen encourages 
abundant leaf growth, which takes a lot of 
moisture to sustain. Wherever you live, be 
sure to mulch the ground around your 
plants. That’s one way to keep moisture in. 
A two- to four-inch layer of mulch is nec- 
essary in dry times. 

I continue to experiment with soil addi- 
tives that store water. Products such as

Water Grabber, Broad- 
leaf P-4 and Viterra 
Planta-Gel are granules 
that absorb 200 to 400 
times their weight in 
moisture and supply it on 
demand to plants’ roots. 
These products are non- 
toxic and easy to use. 
They are designed to mix 
with the soil when you 
plant—in gardens, pots or 
containers—but use them 
sparingly. When you wa- 
ter, the granules expand, 
and much of the medium 
gets pushed up and out. I 
recommend mixing the 
medium, adding water 
and letting it stand a full day before using it. 
By then it will have already expanded. 

To avoid wasting water in your garden, 
make sure it is delivered slowly and direct- 
ly to the soil, so precious little is lost 
through evaporation. Watering with sprin- 
klers or a hose spray is not effective. Rath- 
er, a long soaking is best, as it also 
encourages the growth of deep roots that 
are less vulnerable to surface drying from 
wind and sun. 

Soaker hoses do the trick. They’re made 
of materials so porous that running water 
seeps out slowly, as if through pores. For 
the environmental-minded, there’s a new 
soaker hose made from recycled tire rub- 
ber. Though’ highly effective, it’s harder to 
install than the manufacturers indicate. 
Sold under such names as Hydro-Grow and 
Aquapore, the product comes coiled. As 
the rubber 1s stiff, two people are needed to 
zigzag the hose through a planting bed.@ 



















® Keep up with your vegetable harvest. 
Picking will encourage a greater yield. 

© Leaf-lettuce varieties (shown above) end 
in early July.

® Roses and flowering shrubs respond 
well to foliar feedings—spraying fertilizer 
directly on plant leaves for an instant 
boost. Be sure to use a product such as 
RA-PID-GRO or Miracle-Gro that 
won’t leave a white mineral residue.

@ Remove suckers and water sprouts 
(vertical stalks that emerge from the base 
of ornamental shrubs such as lilacs). 

@ To encourage your clematis to multi- 
ply, bend a vine to the ground, cover with 
soil anda large flat rock. Next spring, sep- 
arate the new plant from its parent. 

e Semi-dormant iris plants can be divid- 
ed. Cut or break rhizomes, and trim back 
foliage into a shortened fan. Discard old 
sections; replant those with new growth.

or 20 years Murray Douglas 
has been pursuing her own per- 
sonal country dreams on a six- 
acre upstate New York 
property within weekending 
distance of Manhattan, where 
she is senior vice-president of the distin- 
guished fabric house Brunschwig & Fils. 
With her husband, Albert “Doug” Douglas, 
a Wall Street executive, she began to live out 
her vision in 1969 by remodeling an aban- 
doned Greek Revival schoolhouse built in 
1890. To convince the “bottom-line country 
bankers” that the project was worthwhile, 
Douglas painted a watercolor showing rede- 
signed windows and shutters. She won.

he Douglases divided the 
1890 schoolhouse into a liv- 
ing room and kitchen on the 
ground floor and found that 
the building height permitted 
a second and even an attic 
story for bedrooms. The windows had been 
high off the ground to keep pupils focused. 
Lowering the original windows permitted 
Murray Douglas to top them with eyebrow 
windows that light the upper spaces. 

The living room is 12 feet high, and as it is 
an unheated space used only during the 
warm months, Douglas reinforced the look 
of airy sunshine with cream walls and white 
trim. But she wanted rich detail, too. Al- 
though Douglas is surrounded at Brunsch- 
wig & Fils every workday by the colors and 
patterns of thousands of fabrics and wallpa- 
pers, she didn’t follow the easy route of so 
many others in her field who deliberately 
make their homes bland and neutral. “I had 
a problem,” she confesses. “T can always tell 
my friends exactly what to do, but I find it 
hard to pick patterns for myself.” For help, 
she calls upon decorator Nan Heminway, of 
nearby Litchfield, Conn., who narrows the 
field into manageable choices and who 
shares Douglas’s philosophy about country 
decorating. ‘We want timelessness, not fads, 
objects that are used for living, not for 
show,” Heminway explains. >

a barnlike structure that is a garage below and a “honeymoon 
cottage” above, with year-round heating and a pond view. That 
suited them for a few winters, but as Murray Douglas learned, 
“cooking for eight on a hot plate is possible but it takes hours, and 
we missed having friends stay overnight.” 

In addition, she was dreaming more domestic dreams: a big all- 
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season porch, a master bedroom with a fireplace and French doors 
that lead into a private garden, an English country-house hall with 
an umbrella stand, hat rack and boot box—all those homey conve- 
niences—and most of all, because the Douglases are enthusiastic 
hosts, a true dining room. Three years ago the couple commis- 
sioned W. Tjark Reiss, architect of the original conversion and the 
barn house, to create an addition including all those dream rooms 
plus a basement, which he had to blast out of the rock. 

The new rooms echo the Greek Revival detailing of the original 
schoolhouse: fluted window and door frames with carved corner 
blocks, paneled wood doors, small-paned double-hung sash. One 
feature the architect gave them was a trade-off. Murray Douglas 
had asked for a Palladian window in the dining room (although 
not seen here, that window is the source of daylight, at left, in the 
picture on the preceding pages). Reiss told Douglas, “You can 
have your Palladian window if I can have a barrel-vaulted ceiling 





over it.”” The deal was made and everyone feels a winner. 

How do they like their new rooms, which triple the size of the 
house? Douglas cheerfully speaks of her continuing delight. “‘It’s 
just wonderful in summer to walk out in the morning into your 
own private garden. It’s just wonderful in winter to take a good- 
night look across the foot of your bed into the glowing embers of 
a wood fire.’’ As for the most-wished-for dining room, she can 
simply recali a chilly weekend in the spring when the Douglases 
and another couple breakfasted at the table pulled into the morn- 
ing sun at the Palladian window. “Then we moved to chairs by 
the fire to read the Sunday papers. After that I made lunch for 
four more guests, and we gathered around the table back in its 
central position. The uses grow and grow. Like all our other new 
rooms, it is more than we expected.”

or as long as he can re- 
member, New Yorker 
George Constant want- 
ed to be a designer. 
“When I was five years 
old, I was sketching in- 
teriors—a skirted table 
or a pile of books with a 
decorative object on 
top.”’ Later, just out of 
New York’s Fashion Institute of Technol- 
ogy (where he now teaches), Constant 
honed his eye by studying wide-ranging 
designs—the table settings at Tiffany’s, the 
choices of hotels and restaurants, the pic- 
tures in design magazines. He learned to 
appreciate beautiful things from many pe- 
riods and countries—and developed a 
striking style, showcased in his weekend 
house in Southampton, New York. 

Three years ago, when Constant and his 
firm’s public relations director Jim Lowe 
bought the shingled house, it was a sorry 
sight. Just three years old, the house had 
been used for rentals and had never really 
been cared for. ““The yard was overgrown,” 
recalls Constant, “and inside was an ugly 
red-brick fireplace, floors so shiny they 
looked like a basketball court, and furnish- 
ings that could have been prizes on Wheel 
of Fortune.” Lowe was aghast. But Con- 
stant was sold on the generous rooms—and 
knew just how to rescue them. 

For character, Constant replaced sliding 
glass doors with French doors and added a 
wall to create a separate dining room. Then, 
he painted the walls, bleached the floors 
and whitewashed the fireplace. In the clean 
space, unusual antiques, bold pattern and 
Constant’s custom furniture stand out. (For 
how it all works, see style points, /eft.) 

Although every piece is carefully ar- 
ranged like sculpture, there is nothing 
studied about the look. Rather, the rooms 
have a “casual, party feeling,” says Con- 
stant, who, along with Lowe, has enter- 
tained as many as 50 happy guests.

Nye tends to have 
pretty hectic weekdays. Weekends, 
however, are a different story. 
That’s when Hethea and husband 
Richard head for their Long Island 
beach house to unwind. 

But Hethea Nye’s notion of re- 
laxation is slightly different from 
the norm. To her, it means filling 
the spacious 1920s house with 
friends, children and dogs. 

The house reflects Nye’s easygo- 
ing summertime style. “In the city, 
I worry about the children and dogs 
getting into things,” she says. 
“Here I didn’t want to think about 
it. This place is really indestructi- 
ble, but it’s also very calming.” 

The result is a home tailor-made 
for summer, with deeply welcoming 
chairs and sofas, soothing colors 
and a mix of informal antiques. Nye 
also adds personal treasures—blue- 
and-white porcelain, celadon pot- 
tery and a much-loved collection of 
Georgian tortoiseshell tea caddies, 
all of which she gathered while on 
buying trips. 

For inspiration, Nye drew on the 
colors of the sea—visible from al- 
most every window. “The real star 
of this house is the ocean,” she 
says. “In order not to compete 
with it, I took my colors from the 
outside—sand, sky-blue, deep 
green. I wanted a natural transi- 
tion from inside to out.”

ethea Nye didn’t 
dream of be- 
coming a 
decorator or 
antiques dealer, 
while growing up

ny furniture, and I bought all of 
it,”’ she recalls. “‘As I wrote the

the windows, she cut about a foot from the 
flat sheets, made a heading and gathered it 
onto a rod. For a generous effect Sullivan 
suggests using a length of sheet at least two 
times the width of the window. 

More decorating tips: 

@ Take advantage of ‘“‘sheet ensembles” 
like these—patterns that sheet manufac- 
turers put together for you. It’s like having 
a decorator tell you which large-scale pat- 
tern to use with which small-scale ones. 

@ Sullivan chose the richly colored, dense- 
ly patterned sheets for large areas, the light 
floral sheets for accents. ““When the archi- 
tecture—or background—of a room is 
strong, you need color and pattern that can 
hold their own,”’ she says.

to the house he built there near a towering 
bluff at the edge of the ocean: “It has a 
spirit—it’s not highbrow. It’s remote and 
self-reliant and simple.” 

Russell and his wife, Carol Nugent, are 
well matched in their zest for living, and 
they were clear about the experiences they 
wanted from weekends on Block Island—a 
location they chose for its “windswept 
landscapes, storm and fogs.” After pres- 
sured weekdays in town, where he is an ur- 
ban planner for the city of Boston and she 
is a fund-raiser for New England muse- 
ums, they wanted to be close to nature and 
to the island’s rural tradition. 

The two-and-a-half-story tower evolved 
through a dozen previous schemes the ar- 
chitect devised. From the start he was in- 
spired by the island’s small local farm 
buildings with their tacked-on porches. UI- 
timately, he stacked up such forms to gar- 
ner views without cutting down the 
luxuriant bayberry bushes.

We didn’t want a cute cottage” 


omer Russell designed 

a small house for sev- 

eral reasons. “Fitting

Budget was a con- 

cern. Russell estimates that the cost per 

foot between 1982 and 1983 was about 

$40, a feat accomplished partly by do-it- 

yourself labor. The couple married on June 

5, 1982, and the next day moved into a tent 

to begin a year of construction with a sum- 

mer crew of three. Russell says, “It was the 

quirks of doing it ourseives that really gave 

the place character. Carol proved to be a 
demon sheetrocker and color expert.” 

He decided not to “chicken out again 

and paint everything white the way archi- 


tects used to.’ So they ended up, after 
much experimentation, with 20 different 
interior colors, most of them quite soft. In 
the master bedroom, which is placed at the 
top for privacy, the color is boldest. 

Other budget measures: inexpensive ap- 
pliances plus exterior doors from a salvage 
yard, and kitchen lighting fixtures from an 
old brewery in New Hampshire.

The hand-lettered ceiling border 
adds old-world charm. Wanamaker 
borrowed the idea from Swedish artist 
Carl Larsson—but adapted it.

For more warmth, the designer 
chose a few well-worn antiques. For

ost of us prefer cool, refreshing wines during warm 
weather and thus opt for whites and roses. As 

delightful as these wines can be, many of them lack the 
flavor, character and texture of reds, and some of them 
are overwhelmed by spicy barbecued dishes, composed

Lavender grows profusely in Provence and is tasty 
in a variety of dishes, from jams and vinegars to 
desserts, such as the ice cream here.

3 tablespoons dried or fresh lavender 
flowers; plus 1 teaspoon to garnish 
(available through mail order from 
Aphrodisia; 212-989-6440. Make sure to 
ask for edible, not perfumed, flowers.)

L] My grandfather clock is signed “Peter 
Poignand, Jersey.” It is almost 8 feet 
high and is made of mahogany. Part of 
the dial moves and the moon appears. I 
have tried to trace the maker but have 
had no luck. How old is the clock? 
—E.B., Johnstown, Pa. 


Pierre Poignand was a clockmaker who 
worked in Jersey, England, about 1807. 
He came from a family of clockmakers 
and worked with his brother for several 
years. Another listed clockmaker was 
Louis Poignand. Perhaps you are mis- 
reading the name, or perhaps he angli- 
cized his name. The clock is in the 
Georgian style that was popular in the 
early 1800s. If it is in original condition, 
with the old dial and works, it would sell 
for about $2,500. 





| ]Can you tell me anything about my dark oak table? It is about 
'9 inches high. —E.K., Lakehurst, N.J. 


\ table like yours with a spade cutout and tenoned stretcher is 
victured in “Limberts Holland-Dutch Arts and Crafts Furniture” 
| atalog and is from about 1910. The cataloged table with the cut- 
suts is 30 inches high, with a 45-by-45-inch octagonal top. Charles 
Ambert made several types of mission furniture in Grand Rapids 
nd Holland, Mich., where he worked from 1902 to 1944. Many of 
he company employees were of Dutch descent, and the best line 
vas referred to as Holland-Dutch. The furniture was made of solid 
white oak, with a spe- 
cial finish ranging in 
color from golden to 
dark. It was usually 
waxed or _ stained. 
Pieces were often 
marked with a brand 
giving the name. Mis- 
sion is very much in 
style and is being repro- 
duced for sale in stores 
today. Your table is 
worth about $2,000. 








L] When was this type of iron candleholder used? The base is a 
horseshoe, and the stand is 28 inches high. 
—H.M., Hopkinsville, Ky. 


Your candleholder is similar to one pictured 
in a 1928 book by Wallace Nutting. The exact 
origin is unknown, but wrought-iron candle- 
stands have been used in Europe and the 
United States since the 17th century. Candles 
were often placed in holders that raised them 
as high as possible for better light in a larger 
area. Stands were made by the local black- 
smith or colonist. Your stand was made to set 
on a table or to be hung from a beam. The up- 
right ratchet made it possible to adjust the 
height of the candle. The horseshoe is unusu- 
al. Because this form has been pictured, how- 
ever, it could easily have been copied by any competent 
ironworker. Antique wrought-iron lighting devices are rare, and, if 
original, your candleholder should be worth over $1,000.

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_] What was this metal figure used for? It is on a wooden base. 
Could it be an old weather vane? I have seen vanes shaped only 
like roosters or horses. —J.C.F., Green Mountain Falls, Colo. 


Weather vanes were impor- 
tant to the early American 
farmer, for the direction of 
the wind was an indication of 
coming storms. Vanes were 
often found on the highest 
building in a town. Grasshop- 
pers, angels, fire engines, car- 
riages, Indians and other 
figures were depicted. Farm- 
ers preferred figures that in- 
cluded horses, cows, sheep, birds, deer or dogs. The weather vanes 
in seacoast towns were shaped like fish or ships. Your ram was 
probably made about 1870, when several different types of sheep 
were pictured as weather vanes by a Massachusetts maker. The 
vanes, often gilded, were made of copper or zinc. All old weather 
vanes are popular with collectors, and yours is worth over $5,000.

Art Deco-style rattan furniture 
is back in style. A reproduction 
of your chair is currently being 
offered for sale.

Full sets were made, in- 
cluding side chairs, sofas, 
hassocks, tables and wastebas-

flowers. Although original pieces were considered suitable only for 
the porch, the style became more popular in the 50s, when the fur- 
niture was also used indoors. It was less in style by the 60s, when 
many rattan sets were thrown away. An old chair in good condi-

ecently, at a meeting to plan 
one of our fall issues, a writ- 
er brought up a bit of Billy 
Baldwin's inimitable advice: 
“Every decorating scheme,” she said, 
“needs what Billy Baldwin called ‘the 
wrong note.” ” | sat up straighter, 
struck by a phrase I hadn’t heard in 
years. And had that click of recognition. 

Around my house, the wrong note Is 
about three feet tall, weighs 32 pounds and 
moves with the speed of discovery. My 3- 
year-old daughter. It’s taken me a long time 
to relinquish authority and bow to my 
daughter’s overriding design role in our 
lives—mostly because I’ve had the hubris to 
assume that | made such decisions. Maybe 
you've been there. 

About three and a half years ago—back in 
the Before Birth era—we were in the market 
for a new sofa. After shopping around, we 
chose an off-white, cushy three-seater and 
felt rather pleased with ourselves. I envi- 
sioned soft, altogether buttery colors in the 
living room—creamy neutrals with some 





strong shapes and accents, all warm and 
tasty. Mom—because there’s always a Mom 
when you're buying a sofa, whether it’s a 
voice in your head or, as in my case, actual- 
ly on the other end of the telephone— 
seemed to think this wasn’t such a hot idea. 
“What about the baby?” She had that trying- 
to-be-diplomatic tone. “A light sofa can get 
pretty dirty with a baby around.” 

I puffed up with design righteousness. 

“We'll just get it cleaned or washed or 
something,” I said, confident. “I’m not go- 
ing to change my taste or live with stuff I 
don’t like simply because I'm a parent.” 
Ah, yes. Daughters know best. 

Each generation has grown a few years 
older and wiser now. The toddler, puzzled 
by the function of certain things on clothing 
and buildings and furniture, has learned the 
word “decoration.” My lesson is a daily 








is always kept under wraps, and one of my 
strictest housekeeping rules is to avert my 
eyes from the mess of my convictions every 
time I remove the sailcloth throw for yet 
another washing. Mom has figured out that 
sometimes design wins and sometimes prac- 
ticality does. It’s a trade-off. 

Because that’s the best compromise I can 
find. Kids, of course, live all over the 
house, not just in the rooms we set aside and 
lovingly fill with security blankets and kid- 
care colors. Despite every ounce of received 
wisdom about kid design and (what’s irritat- 
ingly called) “childproofing,” each house- 
hold, I’m convinced, sets its own standards 
and makes its own exceptions. We've swept 
the surfaces of our home for those favorite, 
fragile and frightening objects that merely to 
see in the hands of a toddler causes one’s 
heart to plummet. Yet I can’t and won't live 
without treasures or grace. So, sure, I lock 
away the potentially scary items, but I let 
her see and handle the others. If some objet 
gets chipped or banged up, well, I’ve 
learned to accept it as a notch of life. 

On the other hand, the kid herself will 
determine what works and what doesn’t, 
regardless of careful plans. We have not one 
but two perfectly scaled, just-right Goldi- 
locks chairs, one of molded red plastic and 
the other wood and red enameled. As cute as 
cute can be. Does my daughter sit in either 
one? Not a chance. Her favorite perch is the 
wide, right-angled corner of our L-shaped 


reminder. That cushy sofa, needless to say, 





kitchen counter. “I want to get up,” 
she says, tugging at my skirt. I scoop 
her up and sit her down. She chatters 
while I move around the kitchen, cook- 
ing, puttering, putting away groceries. 
She gets to help make muffins and 
scramble eggs. Who wants a red chair 
when you can be where the action is? 

There has been the voice of the ex- 
perts on kid design. And it’s good ad- 
vice, too. On page SO of this issue you 
can be inspired by the New Orleans 
team of Ann Dupuy and Ann Holden. 
That living room—home to a young 
family—has creamy-white and _ light 
furnishings. When I first saw it, images 
of my poor sofa inevitably went 
through my mind. 

We asked the Anns about the two - 
kids, aged 2 and 7, and how the family 
manages in the realm of sticky fingers. 
“There’s no point in designing a living room 
around children’s needs,” responded Ann 
Holden, “because in a few years the kids 
have grown beyond the age of worry and 
you're stuck with a room you don’t like.” I 
couldn’t agree more. And yet, that Missis- 
sipp! house offers a second living room 
where the kids can hang out in comfort for 
the requisite few years. My New York apart- 
ment won’t accommodate such an option. 
Which brings me back to temporary trade- 
offs—and sailcloth throws. 

In truth, there are no rules about design 
and kids except those you make yourself and 
then shrug off when they no longer apply. 
Every six months or so, my daughter leaps 
onto a new plateau of development and all 
the rules change—design and otherwise. In 
the dim outline of the future I’m beginning 
to make out the shape of a new light sofa. 

In the meantime, | think of wise Billy 
Baldwin and his wonderful wrong note: 
When design edits out people, when it’s too 
perfect or too untouchable, the life goes 
right out of a room.

SLEUTHING OUT THE BED- 
AND-BREAKFAST INNS THAT 
REALLY DELIVER ROMANCE 
MEANS A FEW SIMPLE 
STRATEGIES. HERE’S HOW.

ntique four-poster beds, freshly baked scones smoth- 
ered with homemade jam, rocking chairs on the veran- 
da—this is the romantic vision most of us have of bed- 
and-breakfast inns. The reality, however, can mean 

bedrooms facing a truck route, six people sharing a bathroom, 

intrusive hosts—or worse. Our dreams of romance and security 
often turn into a John Candy vacation farce. 

Take the case of one friend who thought she was headed for a 
quiet weekend in the country. She reserved a room in a 100- 
year-old Rhode Island inn described in a guidebook as having a 
big wraparound porch and 10 guest rooms. When she and her 
husband pulled into the inn’s parking lot, however, they were 
greeted by bumper-to-bumper cars and a sign that said “Wel- 
come Rotary Club members.” What the guidebook had omitted 
was that the inn had dining for 250. “There were people hanging 
out in the bar,” the friend recalls, “and a packed dining room. 
Overnight guests were just an afterthought.” 

Such casual planning—and the disappointment that fol- 
lowed—is hardly unusual. With 5,000 to 6,000 B-and-B inns in 
the United States, and the thousands of private homes that bill 
themselves as B and Bs, it’s not easy to find places with the 
right ambience: beautifully furnished bedrooms, five-star break- 
fasts, and innkeepers on a par with Sam Shepard and Jessica 
Lange. Memorable B and Bs do exist, but with no comprehen- 
sive rating books to lead B-and-B sleuths through the maze, 
finding the perfect one has become more challenging than ever. 
Here’s how to find the best possible B and B and to make sure 
you leave the local Rotarian convention behind. 





What Guidebooks Don’t Tell You 

However useful guidebooks can be, you need to read between 
the lines. A skilled travel writer can make even Psycho’s Bates 
Motel sound warm and inviting: “Quirky young innkeeper Nor- 
man Bates has cleverly decorated this handsome roadside ranch- 
er with campy 50s bric-a-brac. Don’t miss his stuffed fowl 
collection in the homey parlor.” 

“People writing about inns should be more critical,” says Bill 
Oates, a country inn consultant from Brattleboro, Vt. Oates 
thinks guides should tell readers when a place may be nice to 
sleep in but a lousy place at which to eat. “They should also tell 
you that trucks go by at three AM,” he adds. There’s an obvious 
reason why so few guidebooks ever include anything negative 
about the B and Bs and inns they describe: Many writers charge 
the owners a fee in order to be featured—typically, anywhere

from $25 to $100. But even B-and-B guides 
that do not charge a fee would find it diffi- 
cult to do an annual evaluation of all the 
small operations opening each year. 


B-and-B Newsletters 

A far better way to learn about B and Bs is 
from newsletters—some of the best sources 
of unbiased current information on B and 
Bs. A fairly recent innovation, such newslet- 
ters are more expensive than guidebooks, 
but are updated several times a year and 
provide details on a wide range of services 
offered in B-and-B-filled towns. “The Dis- 
cerning Traveler,” for example, is published 
eight times a year, costs $50 for a subscrip- 
tion, and provides information on the histo- 
ry, crafts, shops, walks and fishing in B- 
and-B-laden towns. Because the newsletter 
does not charge innkeepers to be listed, it 
describes only quality B and Bs, and “not 
the kind of places where the kids have re- 
cently gone and the closets are still filled 
with their clothes,” says Linda Glickstein, 
who with her husband, David, has been pub- 
lishing the newsletter for three years. The 
Glicksteins travel to the towns they write 
about, stay overnight at the inns and inter- 
view prospective innkeepers. They have 
covered B and Bs throughout the Northeast 
and mid-Atlantic states, and as far south as 
Kentucky. Another discerning B-and-B 
newsletter is “Yellow Brick Road,” started 


five years ago by California writer Bobbie 
Zane. She covers B-and-B inns in 10 states, 
from the Rocky Mountains to the West 
Coast, including Hawaii. The monthly 
newsletter, which costs $36 a year, provides 
frank, often critical reviews of established 
inns. “I tell it like it is,” says Zane. Other 
newsletters include “Uncommon Lodging,”

a new monthly that covers B-and-B inns 
throughout the United States, and “Inn Re- 
view,” which comes out 10 times a year and 
is based in Kankakee, III. 


Doing Your Own Research 
Asking friends and neighbors for B-and-B 
suggestions seems a reasonable approach, 


but is almost always a gamble. Couple A’s 
idea of B-and-B bliss may be privacy and 
romance—white terry-cloth robes, coffee 
and cinnamon croissants in bed, and a Ja- 
cuzzi for two. Couple B, on the other hand, 
may value chatting with an engaging inn- 
keeper or sharing a few room-temperature 
Guinness Stouts with newfound friends. 

A more reliable resource is to play 20 
questions with B-and-B hosts. Former B-and- 
B owner Shepley Metcalf, of Cambridge, 
Mass., suggests calling prospective innkeep- 
ers to make reservations “and asking really 
specific questions, like how many rooms 
there are, how many people share a bath, 
how large the dining room is, whether it is 
open only to guests, and how long the inn- 
keepers have been running their business.” 

The greatest advantage to the 20-ques- 
tions game, Metcalf says, is that it will get 
innkeepers talking, and you can really learn 
what you need to know. “By asking ques- 
tions, you'll learn if someone’s friendly and 
whether you’re compatible.” 

Vermont caterer Sharon Myers knows 
from experience to screen prospective inn 
owners on the telephone before making a 
reservation. She calls ahead to probe inn- 
keepers about their cooking habits, a subject 
near and dear to the cholesterol-conscious 
Brattleboro chef. “I ask them what they 
prepare for breakfast,” says Myers. “If they

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Sooner or later, 
every gardener 
develops a 
signature—one 
special plant to 
grow and to share. 
What's yours? 


By KEN DRUSE —-—— 
There are certain plants that I invariably 
associate with special people. For, sooner or 
later, everyone develops a favorite botani- 
“gardener’s signature” to cultivate 
with pride year after year. Three exceptional 
plants in my garden unfailingly attract visi- 


cal, a 


tors’ attention. Two are signature plants of 


gardeners I know; the third is my own. 
Alice Barnhart’s New Jersey garden has 
always been filled with familiar forsythia, 
peonies, hydrangeas and wisteria. But along 
the eaves of her stone and white-stucco cot- 
tage scrambles a botanical wonder I’d never 
seen before: porcelain vine. Here’s a plant 
that would not be distinguished if it didn’t 
have exquisite fruits: blue, turquoise, pur- 
ple, white and black berries—all at once— 
on the very same plant! In some areas it’s 
considered a weed, because of the grapelike 
leaves and vigorous tendrils. However, Mrs. 


Barnhart’s vine variety is nothing short of 


spectacular. Ampelopsis brevipedunculata 
‘Elegans’ has pink stems, and its variegated 
leaves have geometric patches of white, 
gray-green and very dark green. From a 
distance it looks as if it’s been sprinkled 
with snow. All of us who know this plant 
and know Alice Barnhart will always re- 
member how she trained it—and shared di- 
visions of it with those of us fortunate 
enough to be her friends. 

Bill Brumback, propagator for Garden in 
the Woods, in Framingham, Mass., 1s 
known for the work he’s done with a vast 
number of native American plants. But 
whenever I think of Bill, I think specifically 
of “Summer Sky,’ a small Siberian iris that 
now thrives in my garden. In flower it ap- 
pears covered with fluttering butterflies: 
sky-blue with white tails and spots of prim- 
rose-yellow. If you find a plant in the cata- 
logs or through local growers, you can think 





of Bill Brumback—as I do—each year when 
this marvelous hybrid blooms to announce 
spring’s passing into glorious summer. 

With over 30,000 named varieties of day 
lily (ve even bred a few myself), how did / 
choose a favorite? Actually, one chose me. 
‘Catherine Woodbury’ (above) is delicate, 
as Hemerocallis plants go, but the flower is 
what attracted me. It has a soft peaches-and- 
cream complexicn—in contrast with the day 
lily’s usual orange shades—with a dusting of 
pink and lavender glitter. And there’s a halo 
of lemon-yellow surrounding a chartreuse 
throat. It took me years to find a source for 
this unique flower after glimpsing her briefly 
in a collector's garden. Today, friends of 
mine who have enjoyed her subtle beauty 
think of ‘Catherine Woodbury’ and me as 
inseparably linked in horticulture. Once a 
rare find, this plant is now available in all 
the fall catalogs. 

What’s your signature plant? I’m sure you 
have one. You may be able to propagate it 
now to share with gardening friends. They’ll 
cherish it always—and think of you. 


THE SIGNATURE SEARCH 

If you haven’t settled on a special plant, 
be patient. Someday, one will call out to 
you, though you may be far from know- 
ing exactly what to call it. A new book 
offers help: Perennials for American 
Gardens (Random House, $35) is a guide 
to thousands of plants—both familiar and 
rare, all destined to become favorites. 
Ruth Rogers Clausen and Nicholas H. 
Ekstrom spent years collecting data and 
photographing species. At 640 pages, 
their book is in-depth and sometimes 
technical, but by no means off-putting. 
It’s a perfect beginning to start your sig- 
nature treasure hunt.

A SMART PLAN ANSWERS YOUR LIGHTING 
NEEDS AND LETS YOU MAKE SOME CHANGES YOURSELF 
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REMODELING

ike many other 
Americans in recent 
years, you’ ve proba- 
bly added sophisti- 

cated new hardware to your 

home’s technological assets. 

The VCR, CD player, micro- 

wave, personal computer and 

electronic security system 
have all increased your 
home’s_ efficiency—and_en- 
joyment. But one element in 
need of improvement may 
have been overlooked: the 
quality of your lighting. 
Good lighting has emotion- 
al as well as physical re- 
wards. It not only brings 
whole areas to life and lights 
up specific work spaces, but 
can strongly affect the mood 
of every room. Depending on 
the age of your home and its

electrical capacity, a number 

of lighting improvements may be made with 
little fuss or expense. More demanding 
changes require help from a licensed electri- 
cian. But before doing anything, it’s impor- 
tant to develop a lighting plan that will satis- 
fy all your family’s needs. For help, you 
may want to consult an experienced lighting 
designer. Then, plan in hand, you can ask 
your electrician which ligh'ing solutions re- 
quire a professional hand and which you can 
handle yourself. Here’s a room-by-room 
house “tour.” 


End Shadows in Your Kitchen 

If kitchen lighting is not directly over work 
surfaces, you’re probably standing in your 
own shadow. And if the room has one cen- 
tral ceiling fixture, you probably never have 
sufficient light on any work or cooking area. 
Track lighting may be the easiest remedy, 
and you can install it yourself, as it doesn’t 
require massive rewiring. You remove the 
existing fixture and feed the track from this 
point. Track lighting placed directly over the 


edge of counters will provide essential task 
light for cooking and cutting surfaces. If you 
have an island work center, you can connect 
adapters to the track and mount hanging 
fixtures directly overhead. Other ideas: 

@ Install under-cabinet lighting, either in- 
candescent or fluorescent. Incandescent is 
preferred, because it can be easily and inex- 
pensively dimmed. Always mount under- 
cabinet lighting as far forward as possible— 
away from the back wall—so light is fo- 
cused directly on your work rather than be- 
hind it. To conceal the fixtures, cabinet 
manufacturers commonly offer valances, 
which can be special-made from wood, lam- 
inate or any other material you wish. 

@ Consider over-cabinet lighting. In high- 
ceilinged kitchens there is usually a signifi- 
cant gap between cabinet tops and ceiling— 
a good spot for beefing up the room's gener- 
al illumination. You can install individual 
fixtures or continuous-lighting strips—call- 
ing for incandescent, fluorescent or halogen 
bulbs. Halogens have the advantage of very 
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y, overall 





white light, longer bulb life 
and 40 percent less electric 
consumption than incandes- 
cents, though this low-voltage 
bulb will usually require a 
transformer for household use. 
@ Build a simple cove or sof- 
fit around the upper reaches 
of your room and _ install 
smali continuous-lighting 
sources that will provide up- 
light, which bounces off the 
ceiling. Here, too, your choices 
are incandescent, fluorescent ° 
and halogen. The fixtures ' 
may be channels with many * 
sockets spaced along their 
length for bulbs, or small 
low-voltage lighting strips. 

@ Standard recessed fixtures 
are available that don’t re- 
quire ceiling demolition or 
special installation. These are 
commonly called “install 
from below” or “old-work 
housing” fixtures. The only problem may be 
feeding in the necessary wiring—ask your 
electrician how big this job is in your home. 
@ Some exhaust hoods include built-in 
lighting as a special option—a good way to 
get a concealed task light over your range or 
cooktop. Small cabinets mounted over a 
kitchen window create another spot where 
recessed downlights or small surface-mount- 
ed fixtures can be installed. 


Flexibility in Your Dining Room 
If your dining room is like most others, it’s 
lit by a single chandelier. When your house 
was built, the contractor probably had that 
fixture installed dead center, not taking into 
account that the room might someday house 
a china cabinet or a sideboard that would 
push the dining table off center. You may 
have moved your table to compensate for 
that fixture’s poor placement, but now might 
be a good time to move the light source, too. 
If you ever serve buffet-style, with the table

ne of the virtues of 
wallpaper is the 
way it fills in a 
room’s empty 
spaces, minimizing 
the furniture, ac- 
cessories and pic- 
tures you need. For 
this sitting room, 
designer Dennis 
Rolland chose a 
simple trellis pattern by Sanderson for the 
background so he could use a few choice 
paintings and wall accessories. “A small 
pattern like this is a wonderful backdrop for 
pictures and wall objects,” he explains. “It 
complements without being overpowering.” 
Rolland’s vision for the space was a gar- 
den room. One plus: He’d worked with 
homeowner Agneta Gruss before and knew 
what she needed. “There’s a formal living 
room elsewhere in the house,” he says. 
“Agneta wanted a room where she could 
just relax.” Informal fabric and wallcover- 
ings were the answer—giving the space its 
soft, friendly feeling. “It’s a very fresh and 
crisp room,” says Gruss. “It reminds me of 
a charming tearoom.” Rolland offers more 
wallcovering secrets: 
@ Wallpaper can lighten a dark room. “This 
room doesn’t get a lot of light,” says Rol- 
land. “I wanted to give it a bright, fresh 
look.”” The green-and-white paper and 
cheery fabric do the trick—making the space 
feel warmer and more sunny. 
@ Borders add interest. Here, Rolland bor- 
rows a trick from English country houses by 
framing the mantel with the ivy border. 
Even furniture can benefit from a little bor- 
der treatment. Rolland uses the ivy border in 
fabric form to dress up the sofa hem. 
e Emphasizing the garden theme, Rolland 
stenciled the floor with a rose-colored lat- 
tice. See Close-ups, page 75. ®

“If 
you're spending money to have cur- 
tains lined, make both sides work, 
rather than lining them in the ordi- 
nary way,” says Ceppos. 

@ Duvet cover is also reversible, 
with ribbon-patterned fabric in rose 
on the underside. Bows of eight- 
inch-wide dressmaker ribbon in 
green moiré punctuate the corners. 
e@ Adding graphic punch to the pret- 
ty pastel patterns, Ceppos chose 
green-and-white -striped ribbons to 
tie curtains to rods (above left). 

@ Double dust ruffles on the bed— 
in two different patterns—have a 
wonderfully generous look. Make 
each one from a double layer of fab- 
ric rather than simply hemming it. 

@ “I don’t like rooms to look too 
thought out,” says Ceppos, who 
hung a small gilt mirror on one side 
of the headboard to offset the sym- 
metry of the centered bed with the 
flower print above it. >

pacious rooms are a juxury, but sometimes large 
bedrooms present their own decorating prob- 
lems—namely, how to make them feel intimate.

makes a Mississipp1

fter satisfying their wander- 

lust—two years in Dallas, a 

year in Madrid, then travel all 

over Europe—Paula and Roger 
Parkes returned to native ground in Jackson, 
Miss. It was time to settle down. Four years 
later, the thirtysomething couple found the 
perfect family house—lots of space and a 
big romping yard. While Roger got his peri- 
odontics practice under way, Paula turned 
her attention to making this 1967 brick 
house a home. 

Life on the move meant the Parkeses had 
hardly a stick of furniture. “It was starting 
from scratch,” says Paula, who enlisted the 
New Orleans design team Ann Holden and 
Ann Dupuy. A canny choice. Paula wanted 
comfortable, uncluttered rooms but with a 
slightly formal feeling—a touch of gilt. And 
creating airy spaces that highlight sculptural 
antiques is what “the Anns” do best. 

With characteristic irreverence, Ann Hold- 
en, who worked most closely with Paula, 
combined metal furniture with French Quar- 
ter antiques, loose canvas slipcovers with 
fabulous Fortuny fabric (below). The result: 
“A very young, very now look,” says Hold- 
en. “Yet these are rooms you can live with 
for a long time.”

range. Paula was a quick study. “Instinc- 
tively, she was drawn to strong pieces with 
good lines,” says Holden, who was sur- 
prised—and_thrilled—when Paula _ herself 
found that pediment for the front hall, in a 
Dallas salvage yard. Paula also commis- 
sioned the fanciful bedside tables with brass 
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swagging (above) from local craftsman John 
Imbragulio. Scouting a yard sale, she in- 
stantly saw potential in the tall side table 
(opposite)—once “ugly walnut-colored” 
and now freshened with white paint. 

The Anns, of course, pulled everything 
together. Skilled at creating soothing spaces, 
they chose the palest pink for the master 
bedroom and added inconspicuous wall 
lamps on either side of the bed (above). 
Known also for using ordinary materials in 
surprising ways, the designers ordered up 
luxuriously long curtains made from cotton 
duck, then hung them on iron rods—like 
skinny plumbing pipes.

fter a long drive on an 

overgrown road in Sonoma County, you 
come to a very small house nestled under a 
stand of tall oaks. Somehow, whoever you 
are, it feels as if you are coming home. Judy 
Swift describes herself as a “nester,” so 
having a house that telegraphs home is a 
great satisfaction. The promise of that first 
glimpse is kept when you step inside. Swift 
especially loves it “up in the leaves” on the 
second floor. “It’s like being safe in a tree 
house nobody knows about,” she says. “My 
husband and I need the outdoors in our lives.” 
To design their weekend house, Thomas 
and Judy Swift, of San Francisco, chose 
William Turnbull—an architect who not 
only knows the territory through many de- 
sign projects, but who in fact grows grapes 
in neighboring Napa Valleys “Tom wanted 
an unpretentious house, but I wanted some- 
place special,” Judy Swift recalls. Turnbull 
managed to please them both. “A house 
doesn’t have to yell at you to be memora- 
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ble,” he says. “It can build on experiences 
of other wonderful places to be timeless.” 

Outside, the house is evocatively tradi- 
tional, with knee-brace veranda posts, board 
siding and two-over-two windows. The inte- 
rior, however, is filled with surprises: no 
predictable center-hall plan here, with living 
rooms below and bedrooms above. Instead, 
you come in the front or back door to a tight 
little foyer and are, in Turnbull’s words, 
“blown straight up the stairs.” His unusual 
skylit scissor-stair (two flights with a shared 
mid-level landing) creates a soaring struc- 
ture, the visual heart of the house. 

The stair gives access in various ways to 
the private lower rooms and flowing, roof- 
high social spaces above. “Moving through 
the plan is fun,” says Turnbull. “It’s part of 
the game in a vacation house.”

n our recent passion for perennial bor- 

ders in the style of Gertrude Jekyll’s, 

we Americans have tended to ignore 

an even older English gardening tradi- 

tion—the cottage garden. What bor- 
ders were to the landed gentry, cottage gar- 
dens were to the working class. Defined by 
John Brookes in The Country Garden as “a 
place where a random mass of showy flow- 
ers and vegetables represented brief respite 
from hard agricultural toil,” the cottage gar- 
den was easy to maintain and overflowed 
with colorful plants. 

Inspired by English cottage gardens but 
adapted to the hot summers of our North 
American climate, this Virginia garden has 
the best of both worlds. The unpretentious 
planting—almost wild in its abandon—and 


the vibrant colors are English, but the easy 
maintenance of the garden comes from 
choosing plants that do well in Virginia. Not 
all are native to America, but each was 
chosen for easy care. Random planting 
means the flower beds are wonderfully re- 
ceptive to almost anything that’s added—the 
ideal garden for avid plant collectors. 

While the planting is unstructured, the 
design of the garden is not. Simple but 
strong, it consists of a brick path that curves 
from the brick wall near the street around to 
the front porch of the stone cottage built in 
1896. Flanking the path are 10-foot-deep 
flower borders, which make the cottage gar- 
den. Densely planted with perennials and 
annuals, one has the side of the house as a 
backdrop, the other, a low hedge of yew. 
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he relaxed style of a cottage gar- 
den seems just right for this 
19th-century stone cottage with 
its quirky combination of win- 
dows and scalloped terra-cotta 
tiles (just below the roof). And the color in 
the wide beds brightens the dour granite of 
the walls. Overflowing beds, which look 
so mature, are the result of two major 
investments the owner made early on. He 
had the top layer of clay dug out and 
replaced with a mixture of topsoil, com- 
post and peat moss. Then, because he 
wanted the garden to look lush even in its 
first summer, he planted the perennials 
closer together than is usual. 

To the original easy-to-care-for plants— 
purple loosestrife, phalaris, stachys lanata, 
‘The Fairy’ rose, silver-leaved artemisia, 
coreopsis, daylilies, echinops, rudbeckia, 
garden lilies, coneflower and white 
phlox—the owner has added many plants 
given as gifts or that catch his fancy. 

Annuals like nierembergia and cleome are 
put in each summer. And potted plants— 
geraniums and petunias—are moved about 
throughout the summer from porch to gar- 
den, wherever they look best.

as if it had been there forever. Cabinets with marble tops were copied 
from an English country house, and hanging light fixtures are an- 
tiques (see following pages). Because the designers hate pretending 
new inventions are old, the center island and range are the latest in 
looks and high-tech efficiency. “Islands are a relatively new concept, 
so we chose stainless steel,” says Diamond. 

In any room this spacious, a variety of textures is essential. (To 
understand why, picture all cabinets and countertops clad in just one 
material—overwhelming.) Floor and backsplash behind the range are 
ceramic tile, cabinet with marble top is wood, and the island has a 
butcher-block top. “Because other first-floor rooms have intricately 
plastered ceilings, we wanted a pattern here, too,” says Diamond.

Try Philip Togni’s 1986 ($11.50), 
as well as those from Robert Pepi, Carmenet, Beaulieu and 
Simi. A startlingly good Spanish version is the silky Marques de 
Riscal Rueda 1987 ($6). Other whites that complement delicate 
seatood include Sichel Novum 1987 ($7), a new German wine 
that tastes dry, finishes mellow. From Italy, try the 1987 Libaio, 
with its aroma of flowers and fresh meadows; and Galestro, a 


light wine made by Ruffino, Antinori and other producers

hange—as much as variety—adds spice to life. And in summer, 
change means reaching for wines that echo the fresh, easy spirit of 
the season. Gone for a while are winter's sturdy, full-bodied wines, 
with alcohol high enough to warm us, maturity that triggers respect, 
robustness that demands hearty foods. In their place come 
summer's youthful wines: crisp whites, fruity roses, easy-to-drink 
reds and sparkling wines. Because they're usually lower in alcohol 
and lighter in body than winter's wines, the wines of summer are 
better thirst-quenchers. Served cool to cold on a hot day, they 
refresh. And because they are enjoyed while they are young and 


lively, drinking them is more a joyful quaff than a solemn event 

Like the wines, the foods of summer are flavorful but relaxed and informal. We tend 
to toss them in salads, grill them, or buy them ready-made to pack in a picnic basket. As 
for matching food to wine, there are a few “proper” marriages, but no absolutes. Here 
are some favorite combinations for relaxed summer dining 


@ GRILLED FOODS: FROM RIBS TO CORN 


The longer the grilling and the more piquant the sauce, the 
stronger-flavored the wine should be. Consider a dry, fruity 





Simi ($7.50) or Firestone ($5.50) Rosé of Cabernet with grilled 
peppers, mushrooms or corn. Grilled fish calls for a gutsy 
Oregon Pinot Gris from the Eyrie Vineyards ($9). Pungent 
sausages, ribs or vegetables with spicy sauce (above, right) call 
for an Alsatian Gewurztraminer: Try Clos St. Landelin ($11.85), 
Chateau de Mittelwihr ($11) or Hugel ($11). With chicken in 
tomato-y barbecue sauce, turn to a medium-bodied red wine: 
Beaujolais ‘88 by Sylvain Fessy or Duboeuf; a Bordeaux petit 
chateau, such as Chateau Fourcas-Hosten ‘85 or ‘86 ($13.75); or 
Louis M. Martini Zinfandel ($7.25) 


@ CHEESE AND FRUIT 


Cheese, fruit and wine have an affinity made in heaven. Think 
of a juicy peach with its luscious sweetness and perky acidity 





matched to a plump, softripened Chaource with its subtle 
mushroomy flavors or, for contrast, a lightly assertive, firm 
aged Gouda. Serve cantaloupe, watermelon, casaba or 
Crenshaw melon with a rich triple cream—Explorateur—or, 
for a play of flavors, with a tangy young chévre or chunks of 
briny feta cheese. Pair summer berries with a triple cream or, 
for counterpoint, a fine blue—Bleu de Bresse, Roquefort or 
Gorgonzola. To highlight these pairings, open a bottle of 
Muscat Beaumes-de-Venise, such as the one from Prosper 
Maufoux ($15.40), Its a sweet, lightly fortified wine with an 
apricot-and-honey bouquet. For a special Occasion, celebrate 
with a fruity champagne, such as Lanson Brut Rose 1982 ($34). 
It is, finally, the most elegant welcome to summer.

INDONESIAN-STYLE 
SAUCES—TO 
SERVE WITH 

SKEWERED CHICKEN 





In summer, perhaps more than any other 
time of year, we turn to the microwave 
oven for easy meals. One of our favorite 
answers to the hot-weather dinner dilem- 
ma is skewered chicken with a selection of 
dipping sauces. (We like to offer all three 
sauces, but if time is limited, one or two 
will do.) Mixed vegetables seasoned with 
soy and ginger add crunch and color. Serve 
with steamed Basmati rice, if desired, and 
cold beer or a crisp Gewirztraminer, such 
as the one from Zind-Humbrecht. 


SKEWERED CHICKEN 


1 pound boneless, skinless chicken breasts, 
cut into l-inch cubes 
1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
1/8 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
8 10-inch-long wooden or bamboo skewers 








[J Thread 4 or 5 pieces of chicken onto 
each skewer, placing larger pieces toward 
end (leaving a 1/2-inch space between each 
piece). Balance skewers across the rim of a 
2-quart 11-1/2-by-7-1/2-inch glass dish 
(leaving a l-inch space between each). 
Sprinkle chicken with lemon juice and pep- 
per. Cover skewers with a piece of paper 
towel and microcook on high 3 minutes. 
Reposition skewers so that those inside are 
moved to the outside. Re-cover and micro- 
cook on high 2 to 4 minutes more, or until 
juices run clear when chicken is pierced in 
thickest part. Let stand 2 to 3 minutes. 
Serves 4, two skewers each. 


INDONESIAN DIPPING SAUCE 


This light sweet-and-sour sauce tastes best 
cool, so make room in your freezer for 
speed-chilling. Serve sauce with fresh mint 
leaves and crisp lettuce, such as romaine. 
Place a cube of chicken in a lettuce leaf, top 
with mint leaf, drizzle with sauce, roll up 
like a tortilla—and enjoy!

ROSE-PETAL SORBET 


The delicate perfume of rose petals is as appeal- 
ing in sorbet as it is in the garden. Be sure you 
use fragrant roses (the old-fashioned varieties are 
best) from bushes that have been grown without 
pesticides. 
Sorbet: 
Generous 1-3/4 cups sugar syrup (recipe 
follows) 
2 to 3 cups fragrant, pesticide-free rose petals, 
white ‘‘heel’’ removed 
Juice of 1 lemon 
Red food-coloring (optional) 
Frosted rose petals, to garnish (recipe 
follows) 
Sugar syrup: 
Leftover sugar syrup can be used to make other 
herb-flavored sorbets by substituting rosemary or 
mint for the rose petals. 
2-1/2 cups sugar 
2-1/4 cups water 


CU Make sugar syrup: In a saucepan over medium 
heat combine sugar and water. Cook, stirring fre- 
quently with a wooden spoon, until sugar has 
dissolved. Increase heat to high and continue 
cooking until syrup comes to a full boil. Remove 
from heat immediately. Store in a tightly sealed 


glass jar and refrigerate up to 2 months. Makes 3 
cups sugar syrup. 

CO Make sorbet: In a medium bowl or glass jar 
combine sugar syrup with rose petals and let stand 
overnight to infuse syrup with rose flavor.

LAVENDER-BUTTER SAUCE 


This sauce is also good with broiled or poached 
salmon. It can be prepared in advance and kept 
warm in the top of a double boiler over warm 
water. Add lavender just before serving, or the 
flavor will be too strong. If you prefer a lighter 
sauce, use less butter, as indicated. 


Sauce: 
1 cup (2 sticks) cold unsalted butter, cut into 
small pieces 
1/3 cup minced shallots 
1/4 cup dry white wine 
1/4 cup champagne vinegar or white-wine 
vinegar 
1/4 cup fish stock (or 2 tablespoons each clam 
juice and water) 
2 to 4 pesticide-free lavender flowers, coarsely 
chopped 
Salt, white pepper, to taste 
4 salmon fillets, about 6 ounces each 
Olive oil, to rub 


Cj In a small saucepan over low heat, melt | table- 
spoon butter. Add shallots and cook, covered, 3 
to S minutes, or until soft. Add wine, vinegar, 
stock and half of lavender. Raise heat to high and 
boil until liquid is reduced to 2 to 3 tablespoons. 
Remove from heat and whisk in remaining cold 
butter, bit by bit. (Use less butter for a lighter 
sauce.) Strain sauce through a fine sieve and add 
remaining lavender. Season to taste and keep 
warm in a thermos up to | hour or in top part of a 
double boiler over warm water up to 20 minutes. 
(Prepare grill or broiler. Lightly rub salmon fil- 
lets with a little oil and place on grill. Cook, 
basting occasionally with olive oil, about 3 to 5 
minutes per side. Fish should be firm but not dry. 
Serve with sauce. Serves 4. 


MINT CREME BRULEE 


4 cups loosely packed fresh mint leaves 
3 cups heavy cream 
1/2 cup plus 6 tablespoons sugar 
7 egg yolks 
2 tablespeons green creme de menthe 
Fresh mint leaves, to garnish 


Ina food processor or blender pulse mint leaves 
and cream briefly, until leaves are just crushed. 
Transfer to a saucepan over medium heat and 
scald cream mixture. Remove from heat and let 
steep 30 minutes. Strain through a fine sieve, 
pressing to extract all liquid. 

In a medium bowl beat 1/2 cup sugar and egg 
yolks together until they are light and form a 
ribbon when beater is lifted. 

(Place mint cream in top of double boiler and 
scald. Gently pour cream into yolk mixture, 
whisking constantly. Return to double boiler and 
cook over hot water, whisking constantly, until 
custard is thick. Strain into a bowl and cool slight- 
ly at room temperature. Whisk in créme de 
menthe. Divide mixture equally among six 8- 
ounce individual ramekins. Refrigerate until set, 
about 6 hours or overnight. 

© Just before serving, preheat broiler. Dust tops of 
each créme brilée with | tablespoon sugar. Place 
under a preheated broiler 4 to 6 inches from heat 
source | to 3 minutes, or until sugar caramelizes. 
Cool slightly and garnish with fresh mint before 
serving. Serve warm or cool. Serves 6. 














BRAD BROWN’S 
SANGRIA SORBET 


1-1/2 cups dry red wine 
1 (24-ounce) bottle sparkling lemon-lime soda 
1 medium cantaloupe, peeled, seeded and 
cubed 
1/3 cup fresh orange juice 
Juice of 2 lemons 
Juice of 2 limes 
1/2 cup lavender-scented or regular honey 
8 fresh mint leaves, finely chopped 
Fresh mint sprigs, orange, lemon and lime 
slices, to garnish 


In a blender or food processor add all ingredi- 
ents except garnish and blend thoroughly. (Note: 
You may have to do this in several batches, de- 
pending on size of your food processor.) Freeze 
sorbet in an ice-cream maker or in ice trays in 
freezer. If using ice trays, process quickly in a 
food processor before serving. Garnish with fruit 
slices before serving.

MEXICAN CHOCOLATE 
ICE CREAM 


Chocolate ice cream spiked with coffee, cinnamon 
and hot red pepper creates a pleasing contrast of 
cold and ‘‘hot,”’ sweet and spicy. 
3 cups half-and-half or light cream 
1/2. cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 
12 egg yolks, beaten 
3 ounces unsweetened chocolate 
7 ounces semisweet chocolate 
2 tablespoons instant coffee granules 
3 tablespoons ground cinnamon 
3/4 cup confectioners’ sugar 
1 cup lightly toasted and ground blanched 
almonds 
5 ounces semisweet chocolate, coarsely 
chopped 
1 teaspoon pequin-chili flakes or ground red 
pepper (Note: Pequin chilies are tiny hot 
chilies that grow wild along the Mexican 
border.) 


C Ina saucepan over medium heat combine 2 cups 
half-and-half and brown sugar until sugar dis- 
solves. Remove from heat and cool slightly. 

In a large bowl beat yolks until well blended. 
Whisk 1/3 cup half-and-half mixture into egg 
yolks. Add yolk mixture to remaining half-and- 
half mixture in saucepan, stirring constantly. 
Cook, continuing to stir, until custard coats a 
spoon or reaches 170°F. Remove from heat and 
strain into a bowl, then set aside. 

In a double boiler melt chocolates and coffee, 
being careful that mixture does not burn. Scrape 
melted chocolate mixture into a blender or food 
processor. Add cinnamon, confectioners’ sugar 
and half-and-half. Process until smooth, then 
gradually whisk chocolate mixture into custard. 
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Cool to room temperature. Chill in refrigerator | 
hour, then freeze in an ice-cream maker, accord- 
ing to manufacturer’s directions. (Note: When 
mixture is frozen, texture will be creamy rather 
than firm.) Fold in toasted almonds, chopped 
chocolate and chili flakes and freeze until ready to 
serve. Makes about | quart. 


SPICY OKRA 


Serve as a condiment as you would pickles. 
2 pounds fresh okra 
2 cups water 
1/4 cup fennel seeds 

3 tablespoons dried rosemary 

2 tablespoons dried tarragon 

2 cups red-wine vinegar 
Dried red-pepper flakes, freshly ground 
black pepper, ground red pepper (cayenne), 
salt and Tabasco, to taste 


CO Wash okra under cold running water and trim 
stems without cutting pods. 

In a small saucepan combine water, fennel 
seeds, rosemary and tarragon. Bring to a boil, 
lower heat, and simmer 15 minutes, partially cov- 
ered. Remove from heat and strain liquid into a 
large bowl. Stir in vinegar and seasonings and 
mix well. Add okra and let stand at room tempera- 
ture, covered, 8 to 10 hours. Serve at room tem- 
perature. Serves 8. 














HEART-SHAPED 
CHEDDAR-CHIVE BISCUITS 


2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 
1/4 cup vegetable shortening 
3/4 cup grated cheddar or other sharp cheese 
1/4 cup chopped fresh chives 

1 cup milk 

2 tablespoons (1/4 stick) butter, melted 











In a large bowl mix flour, baking powder and 
salt with a fork. With fingertips, 2 knives or a 
pastry blender cut in shortening until mixture re- 
sembles coarse cornmeal. Stir in grated cheese 
and chives. Add milk and stir until mixture forms 
a soft dough that pulls away from sides of bowl. 
Transfer dough to a lightly floured work surface 
and knead 2 to 3 strokes to mix dough thoroughly. 
Roll out dough to 1/2-inch thick. Cut out biscuits 
with a floured biscuit cutter and place on an 
ungreased baking sheet. Brush tops with melted 
butter and bake in a preheated 450°F oven about 
12 to 15 minutes, or until golden brown.

tell me they have banana and cantaloupe, that’s nice but very 
traditional. If it’s a buffet of scrambled eggs, bacon and sausage, 
I’m not going. But if they serve fresh raspberries, kiwi and mango, 
that tells me they experiment more.” 


Booking Through a Reservations Service 

Many people prefer using B-and-B Reservations Service Organiza- 
tions (RSOs) to doing their own background research. RSOs can be 
useful, especially when you are trying to find a room in smaller B 
and B homes that do not advertise. Created in the early 1980s and 
often run by private B-and-B owners, the organizations inspect all 
lodgings to make sure they are clean and suitable for visitors. 

Prospective guests can call the RSO, usually for a fee, and ask 
the kinds of specific questions that might be embarrassing to ask an 
innkeeper directly. The groups, which can be found in virtually 
every part of the nation, are listed under the “Bed and Breakfast” 
category in the Yellow Pages. Some RSOs charge innkeepers a 
listing fee and thus are not completely impartial. If there’s an 
excellent B and B that does not list with the RSO, for example, you 
might never know about it. On the other hand, RSOs can save you 
time and money by telephoning B and Bs to ask about rates and 
availability. The better ones send rating sheets to guests after every 
stay, and can tell you instantly which of their B and Bs have air 
conditioning, will not allow children under 12, or have dogs and 
cats that could bother allergy sufferers, for example. Before making 
a booking, ask RSO owners how they ensure the quality of their B- 
and-Bs. Follow-up reports are essential, because B and Bs change 
hands often and quality can vary from month to month. “The more 
Open you are about what you want in a B and B, the more likely 
you'll get what you want,” says Barbara Notarius, a B and B 
owner in Croton-on-Hudson, N.Y., who also runs Bed & Breakfast 
U.S.A., Ltd., an RSO for New York State. 

There is no question that B and Bs may take a bit more sleuthing 
to check out (and, no doubt, more of your valuable time), but the 
results will be well worth the effort. When the alternatives are 
large, impersonal hotels, or motels so bland you can’t remember 
what state you’re in, B and Bs are still one of the best things to 
happen to savvy travelers since road maps. With these guidelines, 
you can be sure to find the best. @ 


LODGING LINGO 


Bed and breakfasts, of course, can vary widely, from urban 
penthouses to pastoral farms. Most of them fall into one of three 
categories, depending upon the number of guest rooms, the kind 
of amenities, and the price for a room. Here, for the less-than- 
accidental tourist, is our guide: 


@ B-and-B homes. Often run by working couples who offer a 
spare room or two to overnight guests, with breakfast only. 
Staying in someone’s home may mean sharing the bath. About 
$40 a night. 

@ B-and-B inns. Located in cities or the more touristy areas. 
Inns typically have 5-10 rooms and serve meals only to guests. 
Owners, most often live-in, are the only staff, making muffins 
and changing sheets. A night, $80-$100. 

© Country inns. The largest lodgings considered B and Bs. The 
dining rooms and bars are usually open to both guests and the 
public. With at least eight rooms, inns have a professional staff. 
About $80-$100 a night.

pushed against one wall, your chandelier 
may be a hazard to all but your shortest 
guests. Consider replacing it with surface- 
mounted or recessed ceiling fixtures. Or you 
can install several semi-recessed fixtures ar- 
ranged in a square, circle or triangle pattern 
over the table. Such fixtures come with dec- 
orative glass-trim rings that glow from the 
light within. 

Even properly located, a chandelier 
doesn’t always give a dining room enough 
light, particularly if the table is long. Why 
not add recessed downlights or accents as a 
supplement? Accent lights can be rotated 
and pivoted in their housings so you can 
actually aim the light beam—a narrow one 
to pinspot a specific object, such as a center- 
piece, a wide beam for general illumination. 
Because they are flexible, accents may also 
be used on sloping ceilings. 
® Mount sconces on either side of French or 
sliding doors, a china cabinet, an important 
painting, or a doorway leading to another 
room. Sconces will help direct attention to 
these particular elements and add to the 
room’s overall mood and lighting level. 
® Consider installing soffits with recessed 
lighting or coves with uplights that add an- 
other dimension of glow. If properly crafted, 
coves and soffits will contribute to the 
room’s architectural detailing, in addition to 
concealing the light fixtures. If your decorat- 
ing has a contemporary look, you can install 
track lighting, the easiest way to have light 
where you need it—not only on the table but 
also on artwork on the walls, collectibles in 
shelving or in a china cabinet. If there is 
attic space above your dining room, you can 
probably install recessed equipment any- 
where in the ceiling you wish. 


Light Up Your Living Room 

In addition to the table and floor lamps you 
already have, consider adding uplights that 
sit discreetly on the floor to light dark cor- 
ners, highlight plants or create a warm glow 
behind a chair or table. Installing opaque 
shades on traditional lamps will cut glare 
without seriously reducing overall light. 
Also consider installing sconces, as in the 
dining room. 

@ {In rooms with high or cathedral ceilings, 
try adding uplight wall sconces or floor 
lamps—they’ll increase the room’s light lev- 
el and also emphasize its height. But don’t 
direct all light upward; the room will feel out 
of balance. It’s always better to mix the 
direction of light—some of it upward, most 
of it downward. 

@lf the ceiling slopes, you have several 
choices: Pendant lights are available with 
swivel mounts that allow these fixtures to 
hang straight down from ceilings with up to 


a 45-degree slope. Similarly, recessed ad- 
justable downlights can tilt that much. Track 
lighting can be mounted on walls, beams or 
ceiling—or can be suspended from the ceil 
ing, using cables or stems. 


Beauty in the Bath 

A lot of people have learned to get by in a 
bath lit by a single overhead fixture, putting 
on makeup, combing their hair or shaving in 
shadow. The best way to light a bathroom 
mirror is by mounting one or more incandes- 
cent fixtures on the same wall as the mir- 
ror—the light projecting directly outward, 
presenting you with even, shadow-free illu- 
mination. If your present fixture is in the 
ceiling right over the vanity, you’re getting a 
distorted mirror image with strong, unnatu- 
ral shadows under your eyebrows and chin. 

@ Theatrical striplights mounted on either 
side of or over the mirror provide light from 
the proper direction, but those bare bulbs (in 
particular, clear ones) can be a source of 
glare. Why not replace them with frosted or 
white bulbs? Even more effective would be 
to remove the striplights and mount sconces 
beside or above the mirror—fixtures whose 
bulbs are behind frosted glass—so the light

strikes your face but your eyes are shielded 
from glare. 

@ An alternative to striplights, linear incan- 
descent tubes are similar in size to fluores- 
cents but provide a continuous warm glow 
of incandescent light. Mount fixtures on 
both sides of your mirror—above it, too, for 
even more illumination. Linear tubes come 
in 12-, 20- and 40-inch lengths; the fixtures 
are available in many finishes. 


What’s Best for the Bedroom? 

Unless your bedroom is also your dressing 
area, general illumination may be less im- 
portant here than mood lighting—which can 
be achieved with uplights or with strategical- 
ly placed table or floor lamps. Bedside 
lamps.are fine for reading in bed, but to save 
space on the night table and gain flexibility, 
consider wall-mounted lamps. Bedside light 
should be aimable, so you can adjust it to 
suit any reading position, and highly fo- 
cused, so neither spouse is disturbed if the 
other stays up late to read. 
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® Recessed accent lights may be installed in 
the ceiling, though they are not as easily 
adjusted as table, floor or wall-mounted 
lamps. Use care in placing these fixtures; 
you don’t want glare while you’re in bed. 
Adjustable small-aperture or pinhole fixtures 
work best; they should be placed behind 
your head, very close to the headboard wall. 
® Good overhead lighting in closets and 
dressing areas is key if you’re to make sound 
judgments about clothing, colors, patterns 
and textures. In the dressing area, such fix- 
tures may be supplemented by sconces or 
striplights mounted alongside your mirror to 
soften any shadows. Recessed lighting 
makes sense here if you have accessible attic 
space above your ceiling. Otherwise, con- 
sider track lighting a sensible alternative. 
Check local building codes for any restric- 
tions on closet-lighting fixtures. 


Make the Most of the Lighting You Have 
Many recessed-lighting manufacturers use 
modular systems that allow downlights, wall 
washers and accent lights to fit the same 
housings. If you have recessed downlights in 
an area where another type of lighting is 
preferable, you just pop out the old and 
install the new. No special tools are needed. 
® Where existing lights are controlled by 
simple on-off switches, consider dimmers 
that will let you vary your lighting moods 
from bright to intimate. Dimmers are inex- 
pensive, easily installed and can be the sin- 
gle most effective improvement you can 
make to your lighting. 

® New miniature electronic-control systems 
exist that will enable you to replace a cluster 
of three, four or more conventional switches 
or dimmers with one unit that you can preset 
to create several different lighting “scenes.” 
Each group of lights is easily and quickly set 
to the desired level; pushing one button re- 
calls any scene. 

®@ Another new product solves the problem 
of how to connect fixtures to switches. Sup- 
pose you have a fixture that you want to 
control from a different location. By install- 
ing a special switch and a sensor in the 
existing fixture, you can control it without a 
direct connection, using an electronic pulse 
sent through the wiring. 

Other control options exist that can re- 
spond to your specific needs. Consult an 
electrical distributor or professional lighting 
designer—don’t leave every decision to your 
electrician. His expertise is in installation 
rather than in the vast range of available 
products or in lighting aesthetics. Keep in 
mind that lighting can be a significant way 
to beautify your home—and make it as flexi- 
ble and unique as your own lifestyle. @

_] Could this iron horse be a hitching 
post? It has no paint now, and I don’t 
want to repaint it until I learn whether 
this will alter its value. 

—Mrs. R.H.B., Winnsboro, S.C. 


The 1910 catalog for J.W. Fisk pictured a 
hitching post that was very similar to 
yours. The horse held a ring in its mouth. 
Posts like this were very securely embed- 
ded in the ground near a home or store. 
The reins of a live horse were tied to the 
ring to keep the horse from straying. Fisk 
offered the posts bronzed for $8 or painted 
for $7. A post was usually painted all 
white or all black. Many other styles of 
hitching posts were also made. Some re- 
sembled elaborate columns, and there was 
one shaped like an upright whip. More 
expensive examples were figures of a jock- 
ey, Chinaman or a black man. Many of 
these iron posts have been reproduced. An 
old one is worth about $500. Repainting the 
iron will not change the value. 
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L] How were all the bottles and shakers in this castor set used? I 
have been told that the hallmarks identify it as a piece of sterling 
silver made in England about 1740. —D.P.W., Akron, Ohio 


A silver cruet like this, with 
two glass bottles and three cas- 
tors, was known as a Warwick 
frame, in honor of the English 
Earl of Warwick, who owned 
one. The stand _ traditionally 
had small feet, a cinquefoil 
plate and a tall central handle. 
Boat-shaped cruet stands came 
into fashion by 1770, then, as 
styles changed, oval stands 
were favored. Food was not 
carefully stored in the 18th 
century, and there was no re- 
frigeration. Spices were used to mask the strong taste of over-aged 
meat or rotting vegetables. Pepper, mustard, cinnamon, sugar and 
other spices, but never salt, were kept in the silver castors. Salt was 
served in an open dish, because it would harden and could not be kept 
in a shaker. Later cruet sets had bottles that held soy sauce, ketchup, 
tarragon and other condiments. We recently saw a set similar to yours 
sell at auction in London for 2,500 pounds ($4,000). If the maker of 
your set is famous, it could be worth much more. 
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[_] Tell me about this small walnut desk. It has many drawers and 
is 31 inches high. 


—J.L., Arthurdale, W.Va. 


You have a dressing table 
or desk in a style popular 
in England about 1750. 
The two similar furniture 
forms were both evolving 
in the 18th century. The 
dressing table often had a 
mirror and compartments 
beneath the top. The desk 
usually had a storage 
place for pen and ink. A 
few also had a flip-open 
top that served as a writ- 
ing counter. The bracket 
feet, brass hardware and proportions of the piece suggest a design 
from 1750. Yours could be worth at least $5,000. 





L] This 10-inch-high vase is yellow, with raised white flowers. It 
is signed Thomas Webb & Sons. What are its age and value? 
—V.B., Fond du Lac, Wis. 


The Webb family has been involved in making 
glass in England since the 18th century. Thom- 
as Webb worked in several glass firms and 
eventually founded Thomas Webb & Sons in 
1837. Thomas Webb & Sons is one of the most | — 
famous of the English glassworks. It is best | 
known for engraved glass, colored glasswares 
of the late 19th century, and cameo glass. You 
have a cameo-glass vase that was made about 
1900. Bright yellow was a popular color at that 
time. It is worth about $1,000. 








|] I saw a table like this in an exhibit and would like to get one 
for my house. It comes apart so the top and legs can be stored in a 
small space. When were these first made and how much should f 
pay for one? —T.J., Seattle, Wash. 


What you saw was a trestle table, also known as a sawbuck table, 
first used probably in medieval times. Tables and chairs were moved 
into a room for a meal and then stored near the walls to make more 
space. The table you desire was most likely made in Pennsylvania 
about 1750 to 1800. A similar table made of walnut is in the Henry 
Francis Du Pont Winterthur Museum in Wilmington, Del. The Penn- 
sylvania German settlers continued making this style of table in the 
19th century, although the later examples had heavier legs and 
crosspieces. An authentic Pennsylvania table made before 1800 is so 
rare it would be almost impossible to find, and would sell for tens of 
thousands of dollars. You might consider buying a reproduction.

henever I’m asked what makes 

a truly great room, I always an- 

swer with the same word .. . 

details. For me, details are not 
the icing but the essential ingredients of a 
room. The color scheme, furniture and fab- 
rics are certainly the foundation, but the soul 
enters a space in the form of details. 

It’s true that detail is something extra. It’s 
something you don’t need for survival but 
for pleasure. Any old knob will open a door, 
but an egg-size oval knob of gleaming brass 
delights your eye and your hand—every 
time you use it. Curtains of blue-and-white 
ticking give our powder room privacy, but 
it’s my addition of black ball fringe that 
makes me smile whenever I see it. 

Successful details never pall. There is a 
twinkle of surprise built into them, but no 
shock, because successful details are suit- 
able as well as surprising. You may not 
expect black ball fringe in a little farmhouse 
bathroom, but it’s right.

Georgina Fair- 
holme places a small-scale Gothic Revival 
carved frieze at the ceiling line of a garden- 





level dining room and lifts spirits as well as 
apparent wall height. Mark Hampton covers 
a curving tufted love seat in a countrified 
beige-and-white linen stripe, then makes ev- 
eryone look twice, with flat little bows in- 
stead of the usual buttons. 

Richard Lowell Neas designs a tall, airy 
summer room for his Long Island house, 
and it has splendid proportions—* good 
bones,” as the design critics like to say— 
and he furnishes it with enviable French 
country pieces. But it is his wonderful 
trompe l’oeil painting details that make that 
room his very own: blue china motifs paint- 
ed on the white window and doorframes, a 
wooden chandelier shaft painted into 18th- 
century Dutch delft, a plywood floor that 
looks so much like stone flags that first-time 
guests usually feel it with their fingers or 
their toes. Richard says, “Finishing touches 
are what bring a room to life,” and he 
proves it again and again. 

To appreciate the power of details, try to 
subtract them when you look at a room. 
Visualize the vine-painted table on page 62, 
for example, minus its leafy decoration. Left 
white, it still would have made a useful 
contribution to a grouping of objects, but the 
whimsical charm would be missing. The 
table is part of this issue’s cover story, 25 
Quick-Change Ideas, a 10-page compendi- 
um of ways to warm and brighten your 
house with paint, paper and fabric. These 
action-sparking examples range from big 
projects requiring professional help to de- 
tails you can pull off yourself. What they 
share is our intention to inspire you to find 
new solutions to your decorating problems. 

Like so many of you, I don’t find that 
working out a room’s foundations—picking 
the wall color or the sofas—is my biggest 
challenge. It is in the small details that f 
expend the most thought, time and imagina- 
tion. And, oh yes, courage. A willingness to 
experiment with details, to express ourselves 
even if we have an unconventional notion— 
those are the risks we have to take in order 
to open the door to that most coveted of 
decorating attributes: personal style. 

While it is true that detailing takes confi- 
dence, it is comforting to know that if one 





thing doesn’t work out, another will. My 
husband thinks we should have an auction of 
quarts of paint with a half-cup missing, the 
results of my efforts to find the nght color 
for my kitchen trim. I did find it on can five 
or six, and there was no other way to be 
sure. We both love the color that won out— 
a strange but wonderful blue-green. 

Our rooms are subject to change without 
notice. Either I rearrange the furniture, or 
the pillows, or try my hand at painting 
something I just picked up at a flea market. 
As a devotee of detail, | keep an open mind. 
If | am unsure about an effect, I'll generally 
go ahead and try it, remembering that great 
rooms demand, and reward, imagination. 

I believe that no room, with the exception 
of one in a museum, can ever be “finished.” 
Rooms should be like their occupants, con- 
stantly evolving and growing. Every decora- 
tor has stories to tell about overrespectful 
clients who photograph or diagram all the 
tabletop and mantel-shelf arrangements pro- 
duced for them. Decorators know they are 
furnishing the outline and that the people 
who live in the rooms must fill in the person- 
al style. They must take away the bronze 
sculpture that the decorator put on the hall 
table and bring in armloads of lilacs or roses 
when they bloom in the garden. When a new 
collection of Napoli cabbage-!eaf plates has 
come from an antiquing trip, it should go up 
on the dining-room wall—if that suits the 
owner—and the botanical prints hung by the 
decorator can go somewhere else for a 
while. Life comes into a room only when 
people have spent time living in it. 

Our goal for our homes should not be 
designer-showhouse perfection but a place 
with memories, successes and endearing 
flaws. What is important is not that a house 
be dazzlingly free of errors of taste and 
maintenance, but that it be richly human, 
extending a welcome and a sense of belong- 
ing to all who enter. It’s the details that 
make that possible.

EARLY AMERICAN HAS TIMELESS STYLE

n the decorating an-

My favorite memories, however, are of 
Cornelia in her house on Route 40 where 
she had grown up. This simple farmhouse 
had been moved back when the road was 
widened in the 1930s. Its porches and bits 
of gingerbread trim were removed, and 


with the addition of dark green shutters 
and a big stone chimney, the house had 
taken on an earlier, less Victorian appear- 
ance. The real transformation, however, 
took place inside. 

White walls were a bold decorating 
statement 40 years ago, at least in rural In- 
diana. In those days rooms were painted or 
papered in soft, often dull shades of unex- 
citing colors like old rose and sandalwood. 
Cornelia bravely painted her walls dead 
white—the color of plaster. The wide old 
floorboards were good to begin with, and 
they were finished a rich natural color, not 
too dark and not too light. The walnut 
mantel in the living room was stripped 
down to its natural color, then waxed and 
polished. On it stood a fine mahogany 
clock and tall brass candlesticks, and a 
stupendous pair of dueling pistols found in 
a Virginia shop. All the chimney furniture 
(as fire tools used to be called) was brass, 
kept bright and shiny. 

There were bookcases filled only with 
books—my first copy of Catcher in the Rye 
came from those shelves. All the uphol- 
stered furniture was slipcovered, and over 
the biggest sofa hung an Audubon print of 
blue jays (one of the birds was invading an 


things, that they have 
few hallways—you look from one room 
into the next. The views through Corne- 
lia’s house were of old pewter buffed to a 
lovely shine, collections of ironstone, old 
maps applied directly onto the walls like 
wallpaper, and four-poster beds with an- 
tique quilts, starched pillow shams and 
dust ruffles. All the rugs were handmade. 
The windows had wood Venetian blinds or 
shutters and simple unlined muslin cur- 
tains with cotton fringe. Electrified candle- 
sticks and Sandwich Glass oil lamps 
provided light. 

There was nothing stuffy or serious 
about Cornelia’s house. The mood, al- 
though chaste and simple, was achieved 
with a variety of pieces from different peri- 
ods of the 18th and 19th centuries, as is 
usually the case in a family house going 
back many generations. Rather than em- 
phasize the differences between the peri- 
ods, the spare quality of the rooms unified 
the many modest elements in a fresh way. 

One of the most compelling aspects of 
Early American decorating is its willing- 
ness to accept pieces from other periods as 
long as the spirit of Americana is main- 
tained. Variety has always been central to 
(Continued on page 29) 
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the style. Three hundred years ago no one 
was fussy about a correct interpretation of 
any one period. The earliest Americans used 
whatever was available, and they were 
grateful for it, too, I'll bet. What made the 
style beautiful then, and what interests us 
about it now, are its simplicity and its sense 
of puritanical discipline. 

Throughout history, many colonial styles 
have been corrupt—too big, too ornate, too 
crude. Think of the British Raj, of Roman 
outposts in North Africa. But the tough, 
devout dissenters who underwent punishing 
hardships to survive in the New World gave 
birth to a tradition of decoration unusual 
because of its stoic beauty. And being the 
offshoot of a society that was moving into its 
greatest period of aesthetic achievement was 
obviously a piece of good fortune. 

When I was 14 years old, I went to see 
Winterthur Museum in Delaware, lying 
about my age to get in. It was one of the 
great epiphanies of my life, one that is re- 
peated each time I return. Its creator, Henry 
Francis du Pont, was a man of great taste 
and knowledge, who also had the vision and 
perfectionism that the very rich could in- 
dulge many years ago. Today the idea of 
spending half your life turning two thousand 


acres of rolling countryside into a kind of 
paradise with boundless gardens and forests 
and an even more boundless house would be 
too much to tackle. But du Pont did tackle it, 
and his accomplishment is inspiring. 

My complete list of favorite rooms at 
Winterthur is too long to enumerate, but the 
ones that have a permanent place in my 
memory are filled with color and decoration. 
Although it is strict and pure, there is no 
chill at Winterthur. In the Queen Anne Din- 
ing Room, for example, there are low ceil- 
ings and typically restrained but lovely pan- 
eling painted grass-green. A drop-leaf table 
is surrounded by a collection of shapely 
Queen Anne chairs covered in a large-scale 
blue-and-white pattern. There is blue-and- 
white delft, some including mauve. 

Another Winterthur room with surprising 
color is the Maple Bedroom from a house in 
Pennsylvania. Its paneling is painted in 
dusty pink, cream and two shades of sky- 
blue. Add to these colors the effect of two 
hundred years of age, and you can imagine 
the soft glamour and strange pastel quality. 

One of Henry Francis du Pont’s favorite 
color ranges was blue to green. I find these 
subtle but strong shades unequaled in their 
ability to tie together the rich tones of Orien- 
tal carpets, old earthenware, and woods of 
all sorts. Antique textiles in indigo blues and 
the odd reds that vegetable dyes yielded can 
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be killed by the use of too many modern 
clear colors in their vicinity. On the other 
hand, these old materials can become stuffy 
and dull when linked with too much brown 
and beige, which many collectors and deco- 
rators choose as the proper neutral accompa- 
niment. The blue-green colors of Colonial 
America, however, are not only refreshing 
and authentic but they also serve as a far 
better neutral background. 

In addition to all the primitive elements of 
Early American design at Winterthur, there 
are numerous examples of grander decora- 
tion that remind us of the astonishing 
achievement of our forefathers—particularly 
their ability to adapt the highest forms of 
Georgian design for their own practical pur- 
poses. To me, Winterthur’s Philadelphia 
rooms are remarkably beautiful. There are 
carvings and shapes that become more fasci- 
nating the more you look at them. The back 
legs of the chairs alone—those simple cylin- 
ders—are enough to tell you that they repre- 
sent a strong point of view. 

Another world-famous landmark of Early 
American design is Colonial Williamsburg, 
in Virginia. In addition to the gorgeous re- 
constructions the Rockefellers built when 
they restored the Colonial capital in the 
1930s, numerous houses of the 18th century 
survive. The Peyton Randolph and Brush-

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Everard houses are perfect examples of the 
latter, One of the bedrooms tucked under the 
gable of the Brush-Everard house could 
serve as the inspiration for almost any attic 
room today. The walls and ceilings are all 
part of a continuous surface of changing 
planes, painted plaster-white. A version of 
the blue-green I have been talking about is 
used on the woodwork. Natural wood Vene- 
tian blinds hang at the uncurtained windows, 
blending with the many wood colors of the 
scrubbed pine floor, the bedsteads, the high- 
boy and the Chippendale chairs. Blue ap- 
pears again on the coarsely stitched cover- 
lets, and white is repeated in the starched 
muslin of the dressing table. Touches of 
brass, blue-and-white delft and a couple of 
raspberry chair seats finish off a color 
scheme of great subtlety—paradoxically 
warm, given its cool elements. 

Enthusiasts of Early American design are 
able to choose today from a vast array of 
antiques and reproductions offering every 
conceivable artifact that was or might have 
been made in Colonial America. You can’t 
order moss-covered oak trees, but you can 
get nearly everything else. The trouble with 
all this commercial fakery is the obvious 
joke it has made Early American taste seem 


to those who are unsympathetic. But badly 
made maple spice racks containing philo- 
dendron plants, and phony coffee grinders 
turned into lamps are beside the point. The 
real spirit of Early American style, whether 
embodied in a bombé bureau-bookcase from 
Boston or a mule-eared chair from Lancas- 
ter, will always prevail over the onslaught of 
plastic and chipboard. 

Over the past couple of years I have been 
working on a new house on the ocean in 
Florida. It belongs to people who love 
American furniture and whose most trea- 
sured possessions are a number of formal 
18th-century Newport pieces from the great 
period of Goddard and Townsend. For their 
vacation retreat, however, they wanted an 
atmosphere of openness and informality. 

The house is full of rag rugs, and crude 
tables and chairs from Pennsylvania and 
New England, many of which are painted in 
odd shades of blue and green and reddish 
brown. A particular pair of peacock-blue 
Shaker rocking chairs (now faded and dis- 
tressed) became the point of departure for a 
range of painted objects and furniture that, 
collected together and surrounded by the 
brilliance of the ocean and the Florida skies, 
gives the house a delightful and_ totally 
American feeling of country charm and sim- 
plicity. The highly polished terra-cotta tiles 
of the floors and the crudely whitewashed 


ceiling beams are in complete harmony with 
the wood tones and the colors of all that 
lighthearted painted furniture. Nothing is too 
simple or too informal to fit in here. 

Where we had to use new furniture, we 
applied painted finishes, worked over to fit 
in with the old ones. Collections of old 
earthenware in sponged glazes and bits of 
terra-cotta and glass blend together in an 
effortless way. The longevity of Early 
American style is the result of this capacity 
to absorb a large variety of objects, both 
humble and precious, crude and refined, in 
rooms that appeal to our love of antiques and 
old-fashioned decoration. 

The Early American rooms we create can 
be just as strict and spare as we want them to 
be. They do not, however, have to be stiff 
and uncomfortable. I am sure those tight- 
lipped Puritans, with their marvelous taste 
and their lofty morals, would keel over if 
they saw an ersatz dry sink made of knotty 
pine, but I’m glad their legacy has continued 
over the centuries. In spite of the transgres- 
sions and bastardizations cluttering the shop- 
ping malls of America, the wonderful world 
of Early American decoration is as incor- 
ruptible as the zealots who created it.

A decade ago, plant professionals were 
quick to haul out pesticides, herbicides and 
fungicides at the first signs of trouble. Even 
today, in autumn and spring, lawn enthusi- 
asts spread on weed and insect killers to 
ward off problems before they occur. 

Most of us now realize the potential dan- 
ger that indiscriminate toxin use poses to the 
environment and the food chain. But sad to 


say, nearly half of the thousands of tons of 


chemicals unleashed each year are used 
around the house. Thankfully, however, on 
the cusp of the 90s, an era of enlightened 
global consciousness has begun. 

In the 10 years since “Garden Guide” 
first appeared in House Beautiful, gardening 
has become one of America’s favorite pas- 
times. During that time, this column has 
consistently advanced a responsible ap- 
proach to weed and pest control, because for 
me, the first line of defense has always been 
the best one. 

Here are some of the most effective tips 
I’ve shared with you over the years: 
® To rid plants of aphids, add a drop of dish 
detergent to a spray bottle full of water. 
@To keep rodents out of your vegetable 
garden, line the rows with mothballs. 
® To repel voracious insects (rabbits, too), 
spray plants with a spicy mixture made of 2 
cloves, 2 tablespoons Tabasco sauce and | 
pint of water spun in a blender, then strained 
through cheesecloth. 
® To discourage foraging deer, fill old socks 
with sweepings from a barbershop floor; 
hang these “sachets” on valued shrubs. 

Years ago, I wrote about a Connecticut 
community that decided not to spray for 
gypsy moths. Residents feared that the 
moth’s natural predators would be killed, 


ultimately doing more harm than good. 
Three years later, this community enjoyed a 
higher rate of tree survival than its neigh- 
bors. The reason: Enemies of the moth in- 
creased along with the infestation—and de- 
stroyed much of it. 

Not long ago, BT (Bacillus thuringiensis) 
came on the market, and you may have read 
about it here first. BT attacks only the larval 
stage of certain insects—in other words, cat- 
erpillars. Bees, goldfish and humans are un- 
harmed. You can even eat fruit that has been 
BT-sprayed. 

Today, Safer’s insecticidal soap and other 
like products provide acceptable and safe 
alternatives to dangerous chemicals. New 
experiments are focusing on synthetic phero- 
mones—insect attractants. These aromatic 
lures can be used to bait traps (as in snaring 
Japanese beetles) or just to confuse the in- 
sects and disrupt their mating patterns. 

This year, I’ve noticed fewer slugs in my 
garden—uincredible, because it’s been a wet 
year and I’ve been cultivating hostas 
(above), which create ideal conditions for a 
slugfest. What did I do differently? For one 
thing, I found a mail-order source for a 
school of tadpoles that I put in my pond. 
Perhaps the mature frogs are what kept the 
slug population in check. 

I'll admit that none of these so-called safe 
remedies is 100 percent effective, but that’s 
fine with me. When I put out the late lettuce 
plants this month, I'll add a few for the 
hungry critters. And as we celebrate our 
growing love affair with the garden, | know 
we'll all be choosing a less-than-devastating 
approach to disease and pest control. We 
may not win every battle, but we’ll continue 
to find ingenious new paths to peaceful— 
and safe—coexistence.

ecently, a friend of ours had an attic experience. An- 

nouncing she was finally going to “organize that dusty 

mausoleum,” she tore into the attic’s piles of cartons, 

heirloom junk and upended chairs. Her family heard some 
bumping and scraping, then silence. Two hours later, she emerged 
with a faraway look in her eye, like that of one who had been 
communing with spirits. “I opened a trunk, and there was the diary 
I'd kept in high school,” she said. “I hadn’t laid eyes on it in years. 
I read right through to graduation, and everything, everything came 
back to me.” And what about reordering the attic? “Oh,” she said 
vaguely, “Ill do that some other time, I guess.” 

Whether cataloged or chaotic, attics are certainly inhabited by 
spirits—our own. The living room may sparkle with personality, 
the kitchen may be as up-to-date as the Concorde, but the attic 
dottily declines to sort past from present, generation from genera- 
tion, the cherished from the merely battered, outdated or outgrown. 
Crowning the house but apart from it, the attic is the room that 
most resembles the retentive, ruminative human mind. 

Those lucky enough to have grown up in a house with a capa- 
cious attic, or to have one still, know that attics are more than 
needed storage space—they are family compost heaps, recycling 
stations, a jumbled fortress against inflation and amnesia. Taking 
advantage of our procrastinating ways, they preserve shards we 
ourselves had cast aside in a desperate hurry to become someone 
else—older, more stylish, richer, smarter. Here, in a dented cookie 
tin, 1s the shell collection that earned a Girl Scout badge, the letters 
from an old beau with “S.W.A.K.” scrawled on every envelope. 
What better place, under rafters where the rain taps, to wax wistful 
on a winter afternoon, perched on a trunk with a cup of tea, 
rummaging and reading. 

A case could be made that there is a direct ratio between the 
rising divorce rate and the modern decline in attic space. Attics are 
in it for the long haul. Families forced by the exigencies of 
shrunken space to toss out the remnants of their past certainly have 
fewer cobwebs and cleaner closets, but there’s precious little lying 
around that murmurs to them of continuity. It is not long-term 
thinking to throw out one’s husband’s letter sweater from college or 
one’s grandmother’s Ukrainian cookbook. Space must be found, 
somewhere, somehow, for the clutter-becoming-treasure that de- 
fines and reminds us. If only so we can touch it and let it be. 

People forced to move from place to place on far-flung corporate 
assignments have learned that nothing they pack is as important as 
the trunkful of family talismans. The movers depart, and out come 
the tennis trophies, the children’s framed drawings, the box of 
familiar Christmas ornaments. And all is well. Unbridled material- 
ism has nothing to do with this: Even primitive peoples had their 
ancestral totems, their hearthside gods who protected the clan and 





kept evil at bay. Perhaps this is why chic collectibles snapped up 


from an antiques shop or portraits of other people’s ancestors on the 
walls don’t always work. True totems are beloved—thence their 
beneficial magic. 

Living in today’s scaled-down spaces doesn’t necessarily mean 
letting go of fond memorabilia. Anyone with an incurable attic 
attitude will find a cupboard or corner. One apartment dweller we 
know has devoted the drawers of her Windsor desk to a memory 
file—a neat pile of college notebooks from courses she adored, 
haphazardly interleaved with her daughter’s first poem, and (she 
would never tell him) a soft curl from her swimming-champ son’s

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IN MICHOACAN, 
THE LOCAL 
CRAFTS TRADITIONS 
ARE FLOURISHING IN 
VILLAGES THAT HAVEN'T 
CHANGED MUCH 
IN 400 YEARS

hatever the calendar may say, in 
the lush volcanic valleys of Mi- 
choacan, it is always spring. 
Half the year, the daytime highs 
hover in the 70s, the other half in the 80s, 
and bougainvilleas and hibiscus bloom year- 
round. But September and October are the 
loveliest. The golden days that follow the 
weeks of summer showers transform every 
roadside into a brilliant tapestry of indigo, 
chrome and fuchsia wildflowers. 

This land so full of natural beauty also 
enjoys a rich and ancient tradition of fine 
handicrafts. North central Michoacan is dot- 
ted with small villages, each specializing in 
a particular craft—green-glazed pottery in 
Zinapécuaro, elaborately carved wooden 
masks in Tocuaro, copper vessels of every 
shape and size in Santa Clara del Cobre. 

Behind such specialization is a 450-year- 
old social experiment. In 1533, less than 50 
years after Columbus claimed the continent 
for Spain, the Roman Catholic Church sent 
an idealistic Spanish aristocrat named Don 
Vasco de Quiroga to convert Michoacan’s 
Purépecha Indians. Inspired by Sir Thomas 
More’s Utopia, Don Vasco attempted to cre- 
ate a perfect society: He built hospitals that 
also served as teaching centers for the Puré- 
pechas. In addition to religion, these centers 
taught the Indians how to produce export- 
able goods suited to 16th-century European 
taste. After Don Vasco’s death at 95, his 
noble experiment unraveled, but the tradi- 
tions of the teaching centers survived, 
passed down the generations. Nowadays you 
can drive from village to village and buy 
directly from the artisans in their workshops. 
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An area still undiscovered by American 
tourists, Michoacan boasts fine local 
handicrafts: subtly colored pottery (/eft) from 
Morelia and hand-painted lacquerware (below left) 
from Uruapan. In Patzcuaro, young boys perform 
~ ‘Los Viejitos,” a comic folk dance (below). 
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A Michoacan crafts-shopping odyssey 
should begin in the capital, Morelia, six 
hours’ drive from Mexico City on winding, 
mountainous roads. Morelia rivals Quebec 
as the most European city in North America. 
Thanks to a stringent 1946 preservation law, 
all but a few structures in the business dis- 
trict date from the 18th century or earlier. 
The Andalusian-style mansions once be- 
longing to the Creole gentry now house 
banks, law offices and government agen- 
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About 200 miles 

west of Mexico City

cies, but their carved-stone facades are as 
imposing as they must have been at the 
height of the Spanish empire. 

Morelia’s architectural delights deserve a 
day or two of leisurely looking. But whatev- 
er else you see, plan to spend at least a 
morning at the Casa de las Artesanias 
(House of Handicrafts), a former convent 
where the state government has assembled 
crafts from all over Michoacan. Take a note-

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pad and a good full-size road map of Micho- 
acan (you can pick one up at the government 
tourist office in Palacio Clavijero, Nigro- 
mante 79). Then start on the second floor, 
where prize-winning contemporary pieces 
and a few superb antiques from each genre 
are displayed by locale—from Patzcuaro, 
black lacquer trays decorated with feathery 
gold leaf; from Santa Clara del Cobre, a 
large copper bowl cunningly cast to resem- 
ble an armadillo on its back; from Morelia, 
delicately carved but unpainted wooden 
créche figures. Nothing in these exhibits is 
for sale, but the pieces are all invaluable in 
helping you decide which villages you'll 
want to visit later. They also represent the 
top quality you may hope to find. 

Downstairs, everything is for sale—lac- 
querware, masks, textiles and casual furni- 
ture, from country pine sideboards and ar- 
moires to tables and chairs made of blond 
tepano wood, with tops and seats of unshav- 
en cowhide (prices for the larger pieces run 
between $300 and $500). Chisled hardwood 
doors and columns carved with vines and 
animals line the long colonnade. Fanciful 
ceramic tableaux from Ocumicho depict 
devils and mythical monsters cavorting with 
humans, driving buses, studying arithmetic. 
And everywhere, there is pottery. Michoa- 
can’s villages produce more than a dozen 
different styles. Spiky green pineapples, 
some a few inches high, some three feet tall 
(about $70), dominate one corner, white 
casseroles decorated in delft blue (about 
$20), another; between them are stacks of 
punch bowls and cups fired with a toxic- 
looking gunmetal-colored glaze. (The silver 
glazes have a high lead content; the green, 
less; the others, we were told, are safe for 
food.) In another room are large, unglazed 
terra-cotta jars in simple, graceful shapes. 

Despite the temptation and the willingness 
of the Casa de las Artesanias to accept credit 
cards and to pack and ship, buy at this point 
only if you see a piece you can’t do without. 
Both the quality and the prices here are 
good, but in the villages where the crafts are 
made, you may find something you like 
better for substantially less. 

Happily, two of the city’s best hotels, the 
Virrey de Mendoza hotel and the Catedral 
hotel, face the cathedral, one of the most 
beautiful in Mexico, and the Plaza de las 
Armas. Both hotels are converted mansions 
with high ceilings and tall windows. 


Ancient Crafts in Patzcuaro 

Despite Morelia’s delights, Patzcuaro, 43 

miles to the southwest, makes a more cen-

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tralized base for crafts shopping. This an- 
cient town rises back from the shores of 
Lake Patzcuaro, where the Purépechas (the 
name the local Indians prefer to ‘“Taras- 
cans,”” imposed by the Spanish) still use 
dug-out canoes to catch delicate-flavored 
whitefish. Just as Morelia’s architecture em- 
bodies the grand Colonial style, Patzcuaro’s 
reflects the provincial quality of the same 
period. The buildings that surround the two 
squares and climb the steep hills are white 
stucco with a broad terra-rosa clay wash that 
bands the walls like wainscoting from street 
level to three or four feet. The roofs are red 
tile; only the lintels are carved stone 
Clustered around the square in the center 
of Patzcuaro are several small hotels, but a 
better bet is the Posada de Don Vasco—a 
50-year-old resort on the outskirts of town, 
complete with its own chapel and suites dec- 
orated with local crafts. The Don Vasco is 
also the only place with regularly scheduled 
performances of the comic folk dance “Los 
Viejitos.” Every Wednesday and Saturday

men, viejitos, bobble around, faster and fast- 


evening, boys wearing masks of 


er and faster, in time to the music. 
The downhill one-mile walk from the Don 


Vasco to the center of town passes work- 
shops producing one of Patzcuaro’s special- 
ties—Colonial pine furniture, unfinished but 
carved in patterns of flowers and vines. 
Yarin Muebles, on the left side of the road, 
makes finer pieces from rare hardwoods. 
Buying this furniture is one thing; getting it 
home is another, because only the govern- 


ment crafts centers will ship to the States. If 


you want to bring back anything too large to 
be checked on a plane, your best solution is 
to drive down in a van or truck. 

Fortunately, Patzcuaro’s other typical 
crafts are more portable. At the Casa de los 
Once Patios, the House of the Eleven Court- 
yards, you can watch artisans produce both 
the brightly colored hand-loomed fabrics— 
fashioned into tablecloths ($10), napkins (40 
cents) and bedspreads—and black lacquer- 
work decorated with intricate polychrome 
and gold-leaf patterns, ranging from a few 
dollars for crude coasters to $800 for an 
especially fine tray. This erstwhile convent 
has been converted into a maze of work- 
rooms and shops featuring crafts from near- 
by villages. Tucked away on the second 
level at the back is a branch of Morelia’s 
Casa de las Artesanias. 

A block up the hill from the Casa de los 


Once Patios, Patzcuaro’s Museo de Artes 


Populares houses an impressive collection of 


Michoacan craits—room after room of fine 
ceramics, wood-carving, cane and lacquer- 


work—some, centuries old. The graceful 
16th-century building is worth seeing for its 
architectural details; the floor of one room is 
paved with foot bones of cattle. A block 
north, Galeria Dos sells high-quality crafts 
from all over Mexico, but at steep prices. 

Every Friday Patzcuaro erupts into a con- 
vivial bustle as the short, sturdy Purépechas 
come from the surrounding countryside to 
sell their produce and buy farm tools and 
replacement parts for foot-driven sewing 
machines. Skip the popular boat trip to the 
island of Janitzio, once a quaint fishing vil- 
lage and now a maze of curio shops: the 
Plaza Gertrudis Bocanegra on market day is 
far more authentic. 


Terra-rotta Territory 

The best time to begin a village-to-village 
crafts tour is on the drive from Morelia to 
Patzcuaro. The road climbs through a moun- 
tain forest of oaks and pinon pines. About 
15 minutes west of town, a short paved spur 
to the right leads to Capula, which is distin- 
guished for its charming style of terra-cotta 
pottery decorated with fish and birds on a 
background of tiny white dots. Go down the 
main street until you come to the workshop 
of Ruben and Rudolpho Hernandez Marti- 
nez, a turquoise stucco building on the left. 
Their neighbor across the street, Pablo 
Reyes, is another of Capula’s prize-winning 
potters. An 18-inch casserole that would 
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have cost $130 at the Casa de las Artesanias 
is $70 here, and small platters go for $15. 

As the road winds down toward Lake 
Patzcuaro it passes through Quiroga, where 
little shops stand chockablock, packed with 
mediocre examples of crafts made else- 
where. Don’t bother to stop, but continue on 
to Tzintzuntzan, once the capital of the Pur- 
épechan empire. Descendants of the people 
who ruled this entire region of Mexico now 
make handsome terra-cotta pottery, some 
with primitive fishing scenes done in a re- 
verse cream glaze. (Michoacan means 
“place of fishermen.”) The town also pro- 
duces great quantities of straw ornaments 
(SO cents for a string of 10) and baskets, 
some in the form of farm animals ($1.50 to 
$3 for large ones). 


Santa Clara’s Master Metalsmiths 

South of Patzcuaro, the artisans of Santa 
Clara del Cobre (also known as Villa Esca- 
lante) have been working copper since pre- 
Columbian days. In addition to creating the 
lightweight shiny bowls and pitchers ($20 to 
$30) churned out for the tourist trade, the 
town produces some lovely pieces—sensu- 
ously rounded vases with a deep russet fin- 
ish called cobre dorado ($150 to $200), 
huge urns oxidized to a matte sea-green 
(about $400), vessels silver-plated with deli- 
cate reverse designs ($125 to $250). You 
can even custom-order hammered-copper 


doors embossed with your choice of pat- 
terns. The doors on Santa Clara’s National 
Museum of Copper look like a master me- 
talsmith’s sampler. 

On a side street around the corner from 
the museum, Cobre Maros produces some of 
the finest large pieces in town. On the main 
street across from the copper-roofed band- 
stand, Casa Velasquez makes and sells cop- 
per place settings, and El Viejo Almacén 
does especially fine reverse silver-plating. 


Uruapan’s Famous Lacquerware 

An hour west of Patzcuaro, in a lower valley 
thick with tropical vegetation, the city of 
Uruapan is booming. Tourists flock to its 
national park, actually a vast, lush garden 
designed around the springs and cascades 
along the Cupatitzio River. But on the side 
streets, a few artisans still produce the rare 
and difficult style of encrusted lacquerwork 
for which Uruapan is famous. With bird and 
flower motifs reminiscent of the Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch, the artwork, much more primitive 
than its Patzcuaran counterpart, involves 
carving out each part of the design and rub- 
bing in the color ($90 for a 12-inch plate). 


Off the Beaten Path 

Away from main roads, the tiny crafts-pro- 
ducing villages on the shores of Lake Patz- 
cuaro and in the farm country west and north 
of Uruapan have no shops. To buy the local 


specialty, drive down the main street and 
ask the first person you see to direct you to 
the workshop of the town’s top artisan. (Un- 
less your Spanish is fluent, these excursions 
are more enjoyable with a guide.) In To- 
cuaro, it’s Juan Horta, who carves elaborate 
wooden masks of devils and angels for a 
morality play celebrating the Feast of the 
Epiphany. (An especially fine devil with 
intertwined snakes costs $68.) In Erongari- 
cuaro, it’s the women who meet at the house 
of Ceila Avilles to make lace and hand- 
loomed clothing decorated with openwork 
($9 for a blouse). In Patamban, up a graded 
dirt road leading south from Tangancicuaro, 
it’s Pablo Contretas Ruiz, who does pottery 
with a deep green glaze ($70 for-a small 
bowl). In the neighboring village of Ocumi- 
cho, Emilio Basilio Hernandez organizes the 
folk artists who make the humorously gro- 
tesque ceramic statuettes of devils, mer- 
maids and other fantastic figures ($4 to $7). 
These remote villages ship their crafts 
regularly to shops in the larger towns, so the 
selection of a given pueblo’s work may be 
better in Morelia or Patzcuaro than it is in 
the pueblo itself. Still, there’s something 
gratifying about buying directly from the 
artisans and seeing them in their workshops, 
which haven’t changed much in the four 
centuries since Don Vasco attempted to cre- 

ate his Utopia.

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n a part of the world rich in old buildings and 
early-American history, William Howard and Ja- 
net Adams bought dazelfield about 20 years 
ago. Once the home of Ann Hunter, whose son- 
in-law was Henry St. George Tucker, the Uni- 
versity of Virginia’s first law professor, the West 
Virginia house and farm (built in what was for- 
merly Virginia) has a well-documented story. “It 
was said to be an eighteenth-century house,” 
recalls Howard Adams, “but the minute we saw the big 
windows and scale of it we knew it expressed the optimism 
and creativity of post-revolutionary architecture.” 

When the Adamses bought it, the house had been unlived 
in for 25 years. It was dilapidated, derelict, “almost forgot- 
ten, literally,” says Adams, without regret—because that 
meant the house was untouched by modernization (such as

air conditioning) or misguided restoration. Over the years, 
along with professional assistance and the help of their 
three children, the Adamses have been able so thoughtfully 
to repair, patch and paint that it seems as though Hazelfield 
has been owned by the same family for generations. 

Their success is thanks in part to Adams’s scholarly 
expertise in Jeffersonian history: He was curator of “The 
Eye of Thomas Jefferson,” a bicentennial exhibition at the 
National Gallery of Art, and the author of Jefferson’s 
Monticello. Credit also goes to Janet Adams’s skill as a 
painter and to her knowledge of interior design: She wrote a 
book titled Decorative Folding Screens. With these pas- 
sions, and with a strong belief in /iving in an old house 


rather than turning it into a museum, the couple has 
achieved a happy synthesis of styles that exudes informality 
and the Jeffersonian principle of eclectic harmony.

or some people, the re- 
sponsibility of restoring 
an old house is an al- 
most-impossible burden. 
As though concocting a 
fantasy about the past, 
they strive for historical 
authentic'ty in every de- 
tail. This obsessive atti- 
tude toward preservation seems misplaced to 
Howard and Janet Adams, whose philoso- 
phy is much more relaxed. “Our house is 
repaired, not restored,” Adams declares. 
“That is the key. The walls are patched, not 
replastered. Nothing denatures a house as 
quickly as replacing the plaster.” The floors 
are hand-stripped, not sanded, for the same 
reason. The paint colors resemble those of 
the period, but are not slavishly copied. 
“I’m suspicious of color restoration,” he 
says. “You can find almost any color if you 
strip a wall. Our colors seem compatible 
with the architecture.” Only the drawing 
room is papered, after it was discovered that 
the walls had the original coarse finish ap- 
plied to receive wallpaper. In these ways the 
house keeps its nature, free, as Adams puts 
it, “from the undertaker’s hand.” The other 
problem with modern restoration is the re- 
quirement of creature comforts unheard of in 
the house’s own century. “People sail in and 
immediately install air conditioning. Yet 
anyone who has lived in the country all his 
life understands that there are limitations as 
well as advantages. We have our comforts, 
but we don’t have closets.” 

This approach resembles the English idea 
of country-house living—not the decorators’ 
interpretation but the real thing, that is, 
well-used and much-loved furniture, old- 
fashioned fittings, drafty rooms, the accu- 
mulation of family legacies, all combining 
in an atmosphere of ease and comfort. The 
idea is to live with the past rather than 
preserve it in aspic, an effect the Adamses 
have achieved triumphantly at Hazelfield.

A room’s natural focal point, the fire-

For a sun porch with no architectural details 

to set the mood, David Barrett created an

Each section of the sofa (designed to look like 
stacked cushions but made all in one piece) has a 
different print, with another for the back and for throw 
pillows, adding up to 12 patterns in all.

t all began with the do-it-yourself 

home-repair book a friend presented 

as a gag. Geoffrey Woolley, 30, a 
busy venture capitalist, was the last per- 
son, the friend assumed, who’d try his 
own hand at revamping a weekend home. 
Wrong. One business trip later, reading the 
book at odd moments, and Woolley was 
hooked. Woolley’s idea of relaxing after a 
week spent in planes and offices came to 
be “working with his hands and being cre- 
ative,” says designer Michael Moore, 
who’d been consulted by his client about 
the purchase. Moore saw through the 
hodgepodge of “cutesy Americana eagle 
plaques and sixties Big Sur” gewgaws 








cluttering the house and pronounced it per- 
fect. So began the collaboration. To make 
the gloomy rooms light, Moore suggested 
whitewashing the redwood walls and ban- 
ishing the old black linoleum flooring. 
Woolley picked up a paintbrush and went 
to work. Gaps in his how-to book were 
filled by visits to the local hardware store. 
More than once, Moore stopped by to see 
the work in progress and was surprised by 
his client’s take on his concepts. The de- 
signer was startled, then delighted, when 
Woolley reversed Moore’s formula for 
camouflaging the ugly exposed-brick 
hearth. But the effect was right: layers of 
plaster and marble peeled away by time. 


To lend mass and volume to 
the living room, which soars 
to a 20-foot ceiling, Moore 
prescribed big-scale 
upholstery. But it was 
Woolley who decided to mix 
the chunky down-stuffed 
custom-made chaise and sofa 
(left) with seating he crafted 
himself (right), inspired by 
stucco banquettes in adobe 
houses. After building a 
plywood platform, Woolley 
slathered it with gypsum 
plaster. Then he went at his 
handiwork with a belt sander 
to get “a look as if a 
craftsman had tried to chisel 
away rock.” Cushions filled 
with down, and pillows in 
Fortuny fabric as pale as 
frosted giass give the 
banquette a luxe look. A

After 
three years of weekends spent scraping and ham- 
mering, Woolley can tell you there are two keys to 
a successful total-house revamping—patience and 
confidence in one’s own taste. “I didn’t care if 
anyone else didn’t like it,” he says. But he savors 
the thought that friends and guests always do.

here’s something magical about water in the 
garden. Whether it’s a tiny pool that mirrors the 
sky, a pond filled with exotic lily pads, or a 
splashing brook, water soothes and refreshes. It 
also brings a special dimension to a garden, 
opening the door to a world of plants that thrive 
in the water and along the water’s edge. The 
variety is endless—colorful lilies dance on the 
water’s surface, graceful cattails and tall iotus 
blooms shoot skyward. Grasses, ferns, forget- 
me-nots and pitcher plants brighten the marshes alongside. 

Water gardening is actually one of gardening’s oldest forms. Accord- 
ing to records dating back to 2000 B.c., the ancient Egyptians were 
devotees, carefully cultivating lotus plants and water lilies. The Japanese 
and Chinese have also long considered water an essential garden ele- 
ment. Formal Oriental landscapes were considered incomplete without a 
touch of water—whether a still pool filled with Imperial koi or a 
tumbling waterfall. And from Versailles to Central Park, the great 
landscapes of the world have always included water in their design. 

But you needn’t have a yard the size of Versailles to invite the cool 
presence of water. No plot is too small for some kind of water. An 
antique container can make a charming 
birdbath or hold a single exotic water 
bloom. A tiny cast-aluminum fountain in Dublin, Ireland 
can be easily installed, bringing the (opposite), the plants are

s with any kind of 

gardening, water 
gardening is not carefree. To keep the water 
clear, you may have to include a filtration 
system. You will also need to keep the oxy- 
gen supply replenished—try oxygenating 
plants such as frogbit (Elodea canadensis) or 
Myriophyllum. (In a small pool, several in- 
expensive aquarium pumps on the market 






















Waterside and bog plants 
can be as beautiful as the 
lilies that grow in the 
water. If you have an 
area that stays moist, 
you’re all set. If not, you 
can turn any low-lying 
area into a suitable site 
for marsh plants by 
adding moisture-holding 
humus. Plant selections 
include yellow flag iris 
(Iris pseudacorus) (above), 
the native pitcher plant 
(Sarracenia purpurea) 
(left) and showy skunk 
cabbage (Lysichiton 


americanum) (below), all 


work well.) 

Potting water plants also takes 
some work. Water lilies and other 
plants must be potted in lined bas- 
kets or plastic tubs with either heavy 
garden soil or pond muck (scooped 
from the leafy humusy shallows 
along a pond’s edge) and then coy- 
ered with pea gravel (to keep the 
soil from floating up and clouding 
the water). The pots can then be 
slowly lowered to the correct 
depth—12 to 14 inches for dwarf- 
lily tubers and 24 inches for other 
lilies—to rest on the bottom of the 
pool. If that’s too deep, rest the pot 
on submerged bricks. 

One problem with standing water 
is that it can attract mosquitoes and 
black flies. But solutions can be de- 
lightful. Circulating the water with 
either a waterfall or fountain will 
help, but the best way to deal with 


spring bloomers. 





insects is to stock the pool. Com- 

mon goldfish will devour any insect 
larvae, and they also help fertilize your plant 
life. You might even start a collection— 
fantails, black moors, Japanese Imperial koi 
and even tadpoles are available through the 
mail. Such mail-order collections are guar- 
anteed to arrive in swimming condition. 

If you do have fish or hardy lilies, you 
will probably want to leave them outside 
during the winter. (If you are growing tropi- 
cal lilies, this generally isn’t an option in 
most parts of the United States. These frag- 
ile plants must either be stored for the winter 
or treated as annuals.) To prepare your pond 
for winter, make sure your pool is at least 
two feet deep. In cold areas, you might have 
to install a heater or keep the water flowing 
with a pump and fountain. Fish and lilies 
can tolerate cold temperatures, but the pool 
must not be allowed to ice over, or danger- 
ous gases will be trapped below the surface. 
Your fish might suffocate.

THE ALMOST-INSTANT POOL 


Making a pond can be relatively easy and 
inexpensive when you do it with either a 
plastic or fiberglass liner. For the plastic 
liner method, dig a hole in the shape and 
size you want and lay the liner on top, 
loosely securing it with stones. Fill the 
liner from a hose—the water’s weight 
will cause it to sink into place. Then 
secure the liner’s edge by burying it and 
covering it with rock or stone coping. A 
fiberglass liner is simpler but more ex- 
pensive. Dig a hole that conforms to the 
liner’s size and shape. Place the liner in 
the hole and fill it with water.

ehind a picket fence smoth- 
ered with morning glories, 
a tiny two-story house stood 
just one lot away from the 
, Pacific Ocean. Yet it had no 
sea view at all. Robert Ka- 
Se plan and his wife, Catherine 
Atkins-Kaplan—both university professors 
in the health sciences—bought the little Del 
Mar, Calif., cottage and hired San Diego 
architect Rob Wellington Quigley to remod- 
el it into a proper beach house and home for 
themselves and their two small boys. 

Quigley clambered onto the roof and 
found that a high deck would overlook the 
ocean. Further investigation, however, 
showed termites at work in the cottage, a 
bearing wall with no foundation and zero 
earthquake protection. Atkins-Kaplan_ re- 
members, “Rob broke it to us gently. He 
said, ‘The good news is you’re going to 
have a nice new house. The bad news is we 
can’t save any of your old house.” ” 

A sea-viewing deck was the starting point 
for the new plan. Rising independently atop 
a tower next to the rectangular 2 ,800-square- 
foot house, the deck and its stairway domi- 
nate the design. Quigley says, “The house is 
a simple box animated by a steep green 
stairway that is a strong visual focus for 
most of the rooms, as well as for the exteri- 
or. It takes you to the deck, and I think of it 
as the stairway to the sea.” 

On the deck are a barbecue, dining and 
sitting furniture and a Jacuzzi tub. The Ka- 
plans eat many meals up there and report 
that the extra trips toting food and gear are 
“worth every step.” Guests inevitably mi- 
grate upward, and on many evenings, all 
four Kaplans are to be found in the Jacuzzi, 
soothing the boys into a bedtime frame of 
mind. Robert Kaplan may be a professor and 
family man now, but he still surfs, so the 
deck is his weather station, too. 

Rob Quigley wouldn’t dream of 
using the jargony word “contextu- 
al” to describe his work, but he 
does admit that “the colors and 
materials were inspired by neigh- 
borhood  structures—the ubiqui- 
tous stucco siding, the turquoise 
green that is a local favorite, the 
corrugated plastic around the deck 
and balconies that you see so often 
on carport and patio roofs, the trel- 
lis from three doors away.” Defi- 
nitely not vernacular is the mir- 
rored glass of two huge windows 
facing south and west in the dou- 
ble-height living space. The mate- 
rial provides daytime privacy and 
sun protection, as well as fun for 
the people inside. “It’s like watch- 
ing Candid Camera to see passers- 
by react to the house,” Atkins- 
Kaplan says. 
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alifornians like their houses to 

take every advantage of a glo- 

rious climate and to allow 

them to pursue that famous 

healthful sybaritic, casual life- 

style. Architect Rob Quigley, 

a native Californian, says one 

has only to note that the living room is open 
to the kitchen to know this is a quintessential 
California house. “Here we have both a 
casual playroom with a television and fire- 
place and all the toys, and a casual living 
room with a kitchen counter poking into it. 
Elsewhere in this country you would see one 
casual sitting recom where the family lives 
and one formal sitting room.” 
Quigley houses have become a California 
subgroup. People in the know can spot a 
Quigley design by its built-in comfort along 
with a cheerful quirkiness, or what the archi- 
tect identifies as his “optimism.” He adds, 
“TI don’t have a signature vocabulary the 
way, say, Michael Graves does, 
but there is a sameness of spirit in 
my work.” 
Inside and out, this house is col- 
ored in neutrals and sea-greens, 
the colors of the beach scene the 
owners love. Inexpensive materi- 
als and simple detailing kept costs 
down, reflecting Quigley’s interest 
in creating accessible architecture. 
On the floor is industrial-grade 
carpeting. Atkins-Kaplan says that 
walls may get finger-marked, “but 
in a few years we can repaint,” so 
the little boys never have to be 
shooed from a fragile object. This 
house makes it possible for Cali- 
fornia casual living to begin in the 
cradle.

With a bow to English Country, designer Paul Leonard 


plays with surprise in this rustic Connecticut barn 


rom the outside, this converted 

barn looks like a lot of other 
vintage Connecticut farm build- 

ings, simple and straightforward. But in- 
side there’s a surprise. “Most people 
think there is only one way to decorate a 
barn,” says designer Paul Leonard, 
“with American country furniture and 
homespun fabrics to go with the barn’s 
rustic atmosphere. In this case, I wanted 
to decorate against the architectural char- 
acter of the room. One of my favorite 
places is a barn decorated with French 
antiques, damasks 
curtains and elezant brass chandeliers 
hanging from the whitewashed beams.” 
While Leonard’s taste is not quite so

opulent, he did want to give the barn a 
European flavor, to use sophisticated fur- 
niture and colors as a contrast to the 
rustic architecture.

eoff Woolley says he built the 
queen-size bed in the guest room 
of his seaside home (pages 72-77) 
in four hours with $50 worth of 
materials. “I used pressure-treated land- 
scape timbers,” he says. “I didn’t plan to 
put the bed outdoors, but I felt the greenish 
color gave it a weathered look.” 
@ Materials: 8 pieces of 3-1/2 by 5-1/2 inch 
semi-lathed logs, each 8 feet long; 20 3/8- 
inch deck bolts—12 in 8-inch lengths, 8 in 
12-inch lengths; 20 washers, 1-1/2 inches in 
diameter; 2 sheets of coarse sandpaper; | 
pint of flat white latex paint. 
@ Tools: power drill with 3/8-inch bit 6 
inches long; hand saw; tape measure; 
wrench—a socket wrench will make the job 
easier. “The lumber looks round, but each 
piece curves on only two sides,” says Wool- 
ley, “like the logs in log-cabin making.” 
Here, having flat surfaces will help you create 
a setting for the box springs and mattress. 

Following the drawing (/eft), assemble the 
end pieces. Next, connect the ends with side 
rails, as shown. Long bolts go through the 5- 
1/2-inch width of each post, short bolts 
through the 3-1/2-inch width. “Don’t worry 
if the elements don’t fit neatly,” he says. “It 
should have a rough look. You don’t want 
splinters, though. After assembly, go over it 
with coarse sandpaper.” 

To tone, and also to seal in chemicals that 
weatherproofed the wood, Woolley white- 
washed the bed. To do this, dilute white 
latex paint so it’s half water. With one rag, 
rub paint into the wood; with another rag, 
wipe off the excess. “The more inconsistent 
the surface is, the more consistent it will be 
with the style of the bed,” says Woolley. 

“It’s helpful to have a partner,” he adds, 
“someone to hold the end pieces during as- 
sembly. But no real skill is needed.”

Although California produces more than a dozen different 
varietal wines, for the past several years the higher end of the 
California market has been dominated by Cabernet Sauvignon 
in reds and Chardonnay in whites. Many of these—priced at 
$15 to $25—are among the finest wines of the world. But what 
of the consumer who wants to enjoy a Cabernet or 
Chardonnay at $6 to $9? 

Solution: the so-called “second labels” of well-known 
wineries. These wines are especially produced to provide the 
winery with a less expensive and more competitive label 
These include Hawk Crest (from Stag’s Leap Wine Cellars), 
Liberty School (from Caymus), Gran Val (from Clos Du Val), 
Napa Ridge (from Beringer), Bel Arbres (from Fetzer) and 
Vendange (from Sebastiani). These wines are usually half the 
price of, or less than, the Cabernets and Chardonnays sold with 
the winery's premiere label. 
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BARGAINS FROM ABROAD 


®@ Pinot Blanc: The Alsace region, in the northeast corner of 
France, is famous for flavorful dry white wines, especially the 
pungent, aromatic Gewurztraminer and the concentrated, 
assertive Riesling. These are splendid wines, but are $9 to $15 
a bottle. An interesting alternative is Pinot Blanc, a light, dry 
white wine, easy to drink, and less demanding than its better- 
known Alsatian siblings. “It is a passe-partout wine,” says one 
producer. “It goes with any dish that calls for white wine.” (It's 
particularly good with poached scallops and grilled salmon.) 
The price is moderate, partly because the wine is still 
undiscovered and also because Pinot Blanc is a less fashionable 
grape than Chardonnay. 

At $6 or $7, from even the top shippers of Alsace, these 
wines are well worth looking for in the 1986 and 1987 
vintages. Good examples come fram Hugel, Trimbach, Leon 
Beyer, Alsace Willm, Pierre Sparr and Josmeyer. 

@ Shiraz: Australian wines, virtually unknown here a few years 
ago, have now established an enviable reputation for quality 
and value. The emphasis, as in California, has been on 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Chardonnay and Sauvignon Blanc, so it 
may come as a surprise to discover that the most widely 
planted red-wine grape in Australia is Shiraz. (This is the Syrah 
grape of France’s northern Rhone Valley.) 

Australian Shiraz can be a powerful, long-lived red. But most 
Shiraz is made into a relatively light, fruity and appealing wine 
that can be consumed soon after bottling. 

Try Shiraz the next time you serve lamb chops (/eft) or a 
casual meal of sausages and cold meats. It is a welcome change 
from Cabernet. Good examples of this light Australian wine 
include Rosemount 1987, Brown Brothers 1985, and the 1984s 
of Hill-Smith and Wyndham, all at $7.50 to $9. Another good 
choice is the firmer, more tannic Taltarni Syrah 1985 ($12). 
® Barbera: Piedmont, in northern Italy, is best known for such 
concentrated, slow-maturing reds as Barolo and Barbaresco, 
both made entirely from the classic Nebbiolo grape. Barbera 
makes quite a lot of sound, well-structured red wines that can 
be enjoyed with such dishes as bollito misto, grilled steak and 
roast chicken. 

Look for Barbera from such dependable producers as Bruno 
Giacosa, Vietti, Rinaldi, Riccardo Fenocchio, Fontanafredda and 
Granduca, about $8 to $11.1 
Alexis Bespaloff, a New York-based wine writer, recently revised

GETTING TO THE HEART 
OF MEXICO 
For a peek into the real Mexico, beyond 
the beach resorts and border towns, try 
Michoacan. Since very few people speak 
English here, you need at least phrase- 
book Spanish or the services of an inter- 
preter-guide. But the rewards far out- 
weigh the inconveniences. Michoacan’s 
roads are good, its cuisine tasty and var- 
ied, and its hotels—often restored old 
houses or convents—surprisingly reason- 
able. Here, some travel-wise tips. 
@ Lodging: With its atrium restaurant 
and antique-furnished suites, the Virrey 
de Mendoza hotel (800-528-1234) is ene 
of Morelia’s prizes. Nearby is the Cate- 
dral hotel (01 1-52-45 1-3-07-83) facing 
the Plaza de las Armas. For a- quieter 
mood just a half block away, check into 
the Posada de la Soledad hotel (01 1—52— 
451—2—18-88), with its airy garden 
courtyard. All a bargain, the hotels offer 
double rooms for $30 a night, $39-$45 
for a suite. In Patzcuaro, the Don Vasco 
(a Best Western hotel owned by the same 
company as the Virrey de Mendoza) has 
double rooms from $30 to $35 (800— 
528-1234). One crucial caveat to any 
stay: In Mexico rooms vary widely, so 
check a room before taking it. 
® Dining: For authentic Mexican fare, 
eat at Los Comensales in Morelia, a sim- 
ple, inexpensive little restaurant serving 
such specialties as corundas, steamed 
pyramids of cornmeal flavored with pep- 
pers, and sopa Tarasca, a tomato, herb- 
seasoned chicken broth with strips of tor- 
tilla and white cheese. 
@ Getting Around: You can explore 
Morelia and Patzcuaro on foot, by bus, 
or taxis that charge about 30 cents a mile. 
Sometimes, however, sightseeing with a 
professional guide is more relaxing. The 
hotels can recommend professional driv- 
ers, SO inquire when you make your res- 
ervations. One of the favorites is Jesse 
Chavez (011—52-451—70-S3), who lives 
in Morelia but was educated in Chicago. 
Fluent in English, he drives to whatever 
sites you choose, offering interpretation, 
bargaining help and even local lore along 
the way.

Boboli is a yeast-raised flat bread like the Italian 
focaccia.

2 whole ducks (about 4-1/2 to 5 pounds each)

Place on grill 4 to 6 inches from medium-hot coals 
and cook 4 to 8 minutes on each side, or to 
desired doneness on inside. Or broil 4 to 6 inches 
from preheated broiler 9 to 12 minutes. Cover 
with foil and keep warm until ready to serve. 

1) Make sauce: In a small, heavy saucepan over 
low heat, combine sugar and water, and heat until 
sugar has dissolved. Increase heat to medium high 
and boil, stirring often until syrup is a deep cara- 
mel color, or until a candy thermometer reaches 
320°F. 

© Remove saucepan from heat and carefully add 
vinegar. (Caution: Mixture may spatter.) 

O Return saucepan to high heat, add wine and 
beef broth and reduce by half. Add créme de 
cassis, to taste. Remove from heat, cover and 
Keep sauce warm until ready to serve. 

© Str blueberries and butter into warm sauce just 
before serving. Ladle sauce over duck breasts.

1/2 cup (1 stick) unsalted butter, cut into 1/4-

1/2 cup all-purpose flour 
1/2. cup sugar 
1 cup (1/2 pint) raspberries, rinsed 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon

1/2 cup (1 stick) unsalted butter, cut into 1-inch 
slices and frozen 
2 tablespoons granulated sugar 
2/3 cup light brown sugar 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 





Cj Make butter pastry: In a food processor, process 
flour and sugar until well combined. Add butter 
and pulse until the mixture is the consistency of 
coarse meal. Add water and continue to pulse 
several seconds until dough begins to clump. 

1 Gather dough into a flat disk and roll out on a 
lightly floured work surface. Fit into a 12-inch 
fiuted tart pan with removable bottom. Trim past- 
ry overhang to 1/8-inch higher than side of pan. 
Roll out remaining trimmings to 1/4-inch-thick 
round, cut out pastry leaves, and roll beads of 
dough for pastry berries (see photo). Place on 
ungreased baking sheet until ready to use. 

(Line pastry with parchment paper or lightly 
buttered foil. Fill pastry shell with pie weights, 
raw rice or dried beans. 

© Bake pastry in a preheated 400°F oven 5 min- 
utes. Remove paper and weights. Prick pastry 
with a skewer at 2-inch intervals, then return to 
oven and bake 8 minutes more. Leave oven on. 
(i Make filling: Peel, core and chop apples into 
bite-size pieces. In a medium bowl combine ap- 
ples, flour, sugar, raspberries and cinnamon and 
gently toss together with your hands. Fill pastry 
shell with fruit mixture. 

© In a food processor pulse crumb-topping ingre- 
dients until mixture is the consistency of small 
peas. Top tart with mixture. Garnish with pastry 
leaves and berries. Return tart to preheated 400°F 
oven. Bake 15 minutes, or until juice has thick- 
ened and tart is bubbling. Serves 6 to 8. 





STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE 


This new look at an old favorite dessert comes 
from Allan Montgomery at the Rio Grille in Car- 
mel, Calif.

(i) Using a biscuit cutter, cut dough into 3-inch 
circles, then cut into each circle halfway, creating 
a crescent shape. Scrape up remaining dough and 
repeat process until all dough is used. (Note: You 
will have 12 to 16 crescents.) Place 2 inches apart 
on | or 2 ungreased baking sheets and bake in a 
preheated 450°F oven 15 minutes. 

OTo serve, split shortcakes in half lengthwise. 
Spread 1/2 strawberry mixture among shortcake 
bottoms and top with half of whipped cream. Add 
top half of shortcakes, spread with remaining 
strawberry mixture, then garnish with whole ber- 
ries (from macerated mixture) and remaining 
whipped cream. Dust with confectioners’ sugar 
and serve immediately. Garnish with mint, if de- 
sired.

CO Make raspberry curd: In a blender or food pro- 
cessor puree raspberries and strain to remove 
seeds. (Note: You might need to process in two 
batches if processor bowl is not large enough.) In 
a small saucepan over low heat, combine 1-1/2 
cups strained puree, sugar and lemon juice, and 
stir until sugar dissolves.

ne challenge facing Motif 


Designs in remodeling this 

kitchen was to maintain its 

casual farmhouse character 

while designing a room that 

would make entertaining 
easy and still be a pleasant gathering space 
for everyday cooking and dining. Glass- 
front cabinets, open shelving—even a com- 
mercial refrigerator with glass doors—con- 
tributed to the brightening process. 
Windows are unadorned, so nothing blocks 
natural light. Additional fixtures were in- 
stalled to make sure overall lighting was 
efficient and even—and that no one would 
be in shadow while cooking a meal. 

The idea of a separate kitchen and dining 
space retains the feeling of the original farm- 
house plan but makes it possible to move 
easily from one space to another. Even the 
kitchen itself is zoned. The range, sink and 
countertop form a U, with a work table at its 
center. Across the room is a second work 
area with yet another sink plus a freezer and 
a huge refrigerator. 

Although only two windows were added 
to this part of the house, the out-of-doors is 
an ever-present attraction. A door to the left 
of the refrigerator leads to a covered flag- 
stone terrace—enlarged during the remodel- 
ing process—and an herb garden, which de- 
signer Lyn Peterson calls a “picking 
garden.” It’s close enough to the door to 
qualify as a kitchen garden, which would 
have been found in farmhouses and manor 
houses alike as far back as colonial times.

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Spaces were rearranged and 
opened up so new owners could 
get the most out of every inch 
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paces flow in this remodeled kitchen, but the designers were 
careful to maintain separate areas. Part of the wall dividing the 
kitchen from the family dining area was removed (see plan, 
rag left) to open the space, but the jutting peninsula creates a 
partial divider. “We wanted to separate food preparation from 
food consumption,” says Lyn Peterson. The result is a dining 
area that extends out of the kitchen but is still connected to it. 

The laundry-room and powder-room segments of the old kitchen were 
larger but less efficient spaces. Now there’s a closet beside the bath, and a 
floor-to-ceiling double-door pantry (with shelving on each door) at the 
entrance to the laundry room. The latter shrank somewhat to accommodate 
the commercial range and its exhaust system. 

To make the family eating area more spacious and more pleasant, a set of | 
stairs had to be removed and a portion of the ceiling restored. “It was a 
small, treacherous stairway,” Peterson recalls, “very shallow and very 
steep.” It led to the servants’ rooms. The house has functioned perfectly 
without it, as there are two sets of stairs that are easily reached. Windows 
had to be added here, since the old breakfast room had none. As Kristiina | 
Ratia explains, “Windows in old farmhouses tended to make rooms cold it 
and drafty.

oday it’s possible to find a profes- 
sional who will advise. you on just 
about every facet of your life, from 
training a new puppy to planning a 
new kitchen. OK, you can definitely use 
help with the puppy, but why depend on 
someone else for a new kitchen when you’re 
the one who’s going to use the room? 

“So you don’t make a very expensive 
mistake,” says Lyn Peterson of Motif De- 
signs, New Rochelle, N.Y., who designed 
the kitchen on the previous pages. “The 
wrong oven or a poor floor plan isn’t like an 
ugly sweater you can bury in the drawer.” 
To each room they approach, kitchen de- 
signers bring the expertise they’ve gained 
from planning many previous projects. 

“Most consumers have been involved in 
planning one kitchen, but we have designed 
hundreds,” says Kristiina Ratia, Peterson’s 
partner. Specialized designers have devel- 
oped a critically trained eye, enabling them 
to diagnose problems and present solutions 
that might never occur to the non-specialized 
interior designer, the general contractor or 
the homeowners themselves. 


What a Specialist Does 

A kitchen designer can help you determine 
how extensive your remodeling project 
should be. The qualified professional 
doesn’t simply knock down walls and rip out 
the old. He or she can suggest how current 
spaces and facilities can best be used. Some- 
times a spruce-up and rearrangement are 
really all that’s needed. 

And it’s not only design savvy that spe- 
cialized designers bring to a kitchen-remod- 
eling project. The conscientious kitchen de- 
signer stays abreast of the latest information 
on technology, safety regulations, product 
development, new introductions and avail- 
ability. Ail of this saves you, the client, 
hours of shopping and legwork. Not only 
does the designer know what’s available, he 
or she often gets feedback from clients on 
what works and what doesn’t. 

“Frankly, a professional is able to bring 
so much more to the party,” says Beverly 
Ellsley, who designed the Connecticut kitch- 


en that opens this section. Kitchen special- 
ists like Ellsley work with a regular crew of 
reliable, proven contractors, thus are able to 
coordinate an entire project. Because of their 
familiarity with products and design, kitchen 
specialists can help you put your money 
where it will suit your lifestyle best. 
Minneapolis-based space planner and de- 
signer Mary Jane Pappas suggests you “look 
at a kitchen designer as both a creative per- 
son and a decision facilitator. We can give 
you the pros and the cons on a product and 
can impart the knowledge you need to make 
the selection.” When all is said and done, 





Dos and Don’ts of Working

@ Do call in a design professional as ear- 
ly in the project as possible. 
@ Do acquaint yourself with the profes- 
sional’s work and check on references. 
@ Do be open about your budget.

adds Peterson, “it’s better to be unhappy 
once, when you pay the designer’s bill, than 
to be just plain miserable every time you use 
the room.” Although fees vary widely, the 
charge for a design plan, excluding installa- 
tion, in many areas of the country is ap- 
proaching $2,000. “Of all the rooms in the 
house, the kitchen is the poorest place to 
economize,” says Ellsley. 


Finding the Right Designer 

There’s no way of telling just how you 
might run into the right designer. One pro- 
spective client of San Diego kitchen design- 
er Peter DelVecchio literally did just that— 
ran into him on the freeway. After a minor 
fender bender, he scribbled the pertinent in- 
surance information on the back of a busi- 
ness card. During a follow-up call on the 





accident, they chatted about his occupation, 
and a short time later he found himself de- 
signing a kitchen for the family. 

Most often, though, referrals from friends 
or a trusted contractor you’ve worked with 
are the safest and surest way to begin your 
search. Kitchen designer Florence Perchuk 
says her most memorable referral was a 
woman who obtained her name during con- 
versation at a dinner party. That’s a common 
enough occurrence, but this particular dinner 
party was held thousands of miles from Per- 
chuk’s New York office . . . in Paris. 

Regional magazines frequently publish 
the work of local designers, people you 
might want to contact. Ratia, Peterson and 
Pappas have all worked with clients who 
unwittingly showed them several of their 
own published designs as examples of what 
they wanted their new kitchens to look like. 

There are other, albeit less serendipitous, 
methods of locating a pro. For example, 
don’t overlook the possibility of finding a 
skilled and competent kitchen designer on 
staff at the local kitchen or cabinet shop. As 
you visit these retailers you’re bound to 
meet designers and see a wide array of prod- 
ucts in a vast range of prices. Visiting show- 
rooms will give you the advantage of being 
able to see the quality of the products and 
workmanship each of the firms offers and to 
experience their design talents as well. 

“Don’t let anyone pressure you to buy 
before you're ready,” offers James Krengel 
of Kitchens by Krengel, Inc., St. Paul, 
Minn. “If the salesperson tries to pressure 
you by saying, ‘Buy now. It’s going up ten 
percent next month’—leave!” 

One point to keep in mind: Some kitchen 
dealers charge for design services, while 
others don’t. “Typically those who charge 
for their designs do so because they’re pro- 
fessionals providing a service, and the de- 
sign is worth something because of the time 
they’ve spent,” says Krengel. And, he aads, 
“most who do charge a design fee apply it to 
the price of the kitchen if you buy there.” 

If none of these methods turns up satisfac- 
tory candidates, you can refer to the Yellow 
Pages or put in a call to one or more of the

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professional design societies. A word of 
caution here: Most interior designers, space 
planners and architects can technically de- 
sign kitchens, but it’s best to work with pros 
who do kitchens frequently. 

No matter how your choice is made, don’t 
try working with someone you don’t get 
along with from the outset. Narrow the field 
by trusting your instincts, and be sure to 
choose someone you can relate to, someone 
you will be comfortable working with close- 
ly. At your initial meeting, there are a num- 
ber of questions you as the client can put to 
this person. If you’ve narrowed the field to 





two or three strong candidates, it’s time to 
set up a consultation with each designer or 
architect. Be sure to review the candidate’s 
portfolio and get answers to the following: 
@ How long have you been in business? 
(Does each candidate have a track record?) 
® Do you specialize in kitchens? (No matter 
how much you like the person, it’s foolish to 
ask a non-kitchen designer to create the opti- 
mally functional kitchen.) 

@ How is your fee structured? When will we 
be expected to pay? 

@®Can you work within our budget? (Be 
frank. Everyone has a budget limit.) 

® Can you supply references? Do you mind 
if I speak with some of them? 

@ Will you be managing the project yourself 
or working with other professionals?

The Question of Cost 

Kitchen designers report that the hardest 
question on which to get a straight answer 
from their client is the budget. One reason is 
that many consumers have no idea what a 
ballpark figure for a kitchen remodeling 
might be. The average kitchen remodel in 
1988 was just over $21,500, according to 
the National Kitchen & Bath Association. 
The important word is average—that’s not 
necessarily what your kitchen will cost. 

A second reason people are sensitive 
about revealing their true budget is that 
“they're afraid if they tell you they can 
spend $25,000, youll purposely design a 
kitchen that costs $35,000,” says Peterson. 
That fear should be unfounded if a pro 
knows how much you're willing to spend.

How can you stick to a budget you can 
afford? Find a designer who works in your 
price range. Even a quick look at the design- 
er’s portfolio will tell you if your project is 
in the ballpark. If in doubt, ask the candi- 
date, point blank, if your budget can be met. 

Shop the kitchen dealers in your area. All 
will sell at different price levels. And, says 
Pappas, don’t hold back on your initial wish 
list for budget considerations: “Make a wish 
list that contains absolutely everything you 
would love to have. A kitchen is a package, 
and the cost of one item can be balanced 
against the others.” 

Discuss your intentions with the designer. 
If you plan to live in your home for years, 
your priorities will be different from the 
needs of those who plan to move after their 
16-year-old graduates from high school. 
“Most of all,” says Pappas, “remember that 
working with a kitchen designer is a little 
like working with a therapist. Be honest or 
you’re not going to get what you want.” 


What a Designer Needs to Know 

Any kitchen designer worth his or her fee 

will need what seems like a great deal of 

input from you. You shouldn’t have to de-

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sign the kitchen, but you wil/ need to declare 
your priorities so the designer can do the 
best possible job. Be prepared to discuss 
your goals for the kitchen. Begin by having 
a family meeting to discuss the problems 
each member is having with the kitchen. Jot 
down any physical limitations such as a bad 
back, poor eyesight or a limited reach. Take 
the time to think about what it is your family 
does in the kitchen. Do they use the space 
only to cook or do they gather for meals, 
snacks and conversation? Do they read the 
newspaper, do homework or paperwork, 
talk on the telephone? 

The next step is to hang a large sheet of 
paper divided into two columns in a conve- 
nient spot somewhere in the kitchen. In one 
column, list “all those things in your present 
kitchen that you’d love to kick,” says Kren- 
gel. In the other column, list what you like. 

Ratia and Peterson suggest keeping a

“house file” of articles and photos you’ve 
clipped from magazines. “Each time you see 
a room you like, toss it in. One picture really 
is worth a thousand words.” Use the maga- 
zines to familiarize yourself with the vocab- 
ulary of a kitchen. And don’t just read the 
articles and look at the pictures. “Read the 
advertisements,” says Krengel. “They con- 
tain a wealth of information.” 


Tips on Good Design 
Home economists and motion-study experts 
have developed guidelines for maximizing 
function and safety in the kitchen. But there 
is no such thing as the “perfect” plan. A 
variety of factors—room size, door and win- 
dow placements, the location of plumbing 
lines—mean that just about every kitchen 
design contains at least one situation that’s 
less than ideal—a compromise, if you will. 
When you receive your preliminary kitch- 
en design, use the following guidelines, fur- 
nished by the National Kitchen & Bath As- 
sociation, based in Hackettstown, N.J., to 
critique the plan. 
@ Be sure there is at least one work triangle 
and that the total distance between the points 
of the triangle does not exceed 26 feet. 
@ Traffic patterns and islands, peninsulas 
and counters should not interfere with the 


work triangle. 

@ Look for at 36 inches of counter 
space for a mixing and preparation area. 
@See that there are at least 18 inches of 
counter space on one side and 24 inches on 
the other side of the sink. 
@ Be sure there are 12 
space on each side of the cooking surface. 
® Look for a minimum of 15 
counter space on one side of a built-in oven, 
or 15 inches of space on an island counter. 
@® You'll need at least 15 inches of counter- 
top on the opening side of the refrigerator. 
® Be sure that the dishwasher is positioned 
close to the sink and there is sufficient space 
for loading and unloading. (Twenty inches 
of standing space is recommended. )

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@A microwave should be placed between 
the countertop and eye level (approximately 
42 inches off the floor), with adjacent coun- 
tertop work space. 

® Be sure there is adequate ventilation. 

@ Aisles between counters and islands or 
peninsulas should be wide enough so two 
people can pass—at least 40 inches in a 
food-preparation area and 36 inches between 
facing cabinets. 

@ Check that there is good overall lighting 
and task lighting at the sink, the range and in 
any work areas.

|] My table has a folding top. If you open it and push a button, 
the back rises and forms a unit of drawers so the table becomes a 
desk. Is this a unique piece? —L.P., Sperry, Okla. 


You have a harlequin ta- 
ble. Thomas Sheraton, a 
famous 18th-century En- 
glish cabinetmaker, made 
many small tables that 
were used as pull-up din- 
ing tables. Larger dining 
tables were generally not 
in use until the 19th centu- 
ry. The harlequin table 
was designed so that 
weights would raise the 
drawer unit. The name 
“harlequin” came from 
weights that reminded the 
maker of the machinery 
used at stage plays witn narlequin characters. Sheraton said it was 
used “not only as a breakfast, but also as a writing table, very 
suitable for a lady.” Your table is probably from 18th-century En- 
gland and, because the form is so unusual and desirable, would sell 
for over $7,000. 





_] Made of painted iron, my garden bench is 45 inches long. 
When was this type of bench used? What is an old one worth? 
—V.S., Monroeville, Pa. 


Cast-iron furniture was very popular in the United States from 1840 
to 1910. Foundries in all parts of the country made iron furniture and 
garden ornaments. Your bench follows a design that was patented in 
England in 1846. It was copied and patented in the United States in 
1848. Foundries in Massachusetts, Illinois, New York, Ohio and 
other states made this “Gothic settee.” Most date about 1855. Be- 
cause your bench is a well-documented design, it is of higher value 
than most others, and should sell from $2,000 to $3,000. 
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LJ I have a six-inch-high cow made of white-glazed pottery. The 
bottom is marked J.H. in blue. When were figurines like this 
popular? —P.G., Kinde, Mich. 


Cow figurines were very 
popular in the 18th century. 
They were made by potters 
in England, Germany, 
France and Holland. Delft 
is one name for tin-glazed 
earthenware or a pottery 
with a heavy glaze. Dutch 
traders brought back pieces 
of Oriental porcelain in the 
18th century. The design 
and coloring was the source of designs for many delft pieces. The 
initials J.H. were used by Jacobus Adriansz. At that time potters 
made dinnerwares, figurines shaped like roosters, cows, horses and 
cuspidors, and many types of serving pieces. Eighteenth-century delft 
is rare and in great demand. A figurine like yours could be worth over 
$3,000. Have an expert determine its age and value. 





_] This six-inch vase is made of layers of cloudy green and beige 
carved glass. It has the name D’Argental on the side. Where and 
when was it made? —Mrs. T.W., Wildomar, Calif. 


It is a cameo glass vase. The top layers of 
colored glass were cut out to create the flow- 
ers and leaves. One company well known for 
such wares was the Compagnie des Verreries 
/ de Cristalleries de Saint-Louis, formed in 
| France in 1829. The company opened a retail 
| shop in Paris with Baccarat and sold many 
types of cut and blown household glasswares. 
By the end of the 1890s they were making the 
very popular cameo glass, a multilayered 
acid-cut glass. Pieces were signed D’Argen- 
tal, after one of the original manufacturing 
cities. The company is still in operation. A 
similar vase sold at auction last year for $550. 








L] Can you tell me the age and value of my pitcher? It is white 
with black decoration on each side and is 12 inches high. 
—NMrs. C.W., Decatur, Ga. 


You have a creamware jug that was made 
about 1800 probably by an English pottery 
manufacturer known as Herculaneum. The 
potters made a wide range of dinnerwares 
and figurines, but they also made special 
pieces to be exported to the American mar- 
ket. Many jugs were made with pictures of 
ships, people or events pertaining to the 
United States. The picture on your jug 
shows the signs of the zodiac surrounding 
a picture of the goddess Aurora. That 
drawing of Aurora was used by several 
English factories during the 18th century. 
All Herculaneum jugs are of interest to collectors. Those with Ameri- 
can scenes or symbols sell for about $4,000. Yours would be worth 
about half as much. @ 
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he year was 1957. In 
New York, a young visionary 
named Barbara D'Arcy had just 
taken charge of Bloomingdale's 
model rooms. Beginning with 
France, designer D'Arcy cham- 
pioned a series of authentic 
country styles—changing Amer- 
ica’s taste forever. 

Today, it’s hard to remember 
when “country” wasn’t SO popu- 
lar. But Barbara D'Arcy fueled 
the revolution with her daring 
French country rooms. 

D’Arcy conjured up the whole 
look—ceiling beams, ladder- 
back chairs, wood-block fabric. 
“The point was selling furniture,” 
says D'Arcy, who helped launch 
Bloomingdale’s reproduction 
lines. But the public went wild 
for French country style. 

Italy came next, then England 
and the rest of Europe and Asia. 
Eight rooms, twice each year, 
for 14 influential years. ‘“‘I’d 
come to New York,” says Atlan- 
ta designer Dan Carithers, “and 
go straight from the airport to 
Barbara D’Arcy’s model rooms.” 
Today, VP and director of mer- 
chandise presentation, D’Arcy 
looks back with satisfaction. “| 
had a feeling that country would 
work in America.’

t one of our brainstorming editorial 

meetings some months ago, when 

everyone was talking at once, tra- 

dition was our subject. Now that 
tradition is back, we were saying, there is a 
renewed veneration for the old-guard de- 
signers—Elsie de Wolfe, John Fowler, Billy 
Baldwin. 

These designers knew the rules of time- 
less design, and their rooms, recorded in 
drawings and photographs, look like places 
we could still live in. . . or could still use 
as a base for interpretation. Tradition is back 
because we are tired of trendy fads and have 
swung around again to an appreciation of 
architecture and furnishings with serenity 
and balance—the way a home looks when 
the age-old rules have been followed. 

That’s what we were exploring at our 
meeting when someone said, “How about an 
issue on the Golden Rules of Decorating.” 
We all stopped talking at once. “It’s the 
right idea at the right time,” | said, my mind 
beginning to race with possibilities. “Our 
readers will love it, because it’s a new way 


to think about rooms—a serious and exciting 

way of helping.” Several editors said, grin- 

ning, “I'd like to see those rules myself.” 
We all want to see those rules written 


down, because they explain a mystery. Why 
when we first stand in front of Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s beloved Monticello do we feel such 
a sense of harmony and pleasure and famil- 
iarity—almost as though a small American 
Palladian villa were part of our own lives. 
Why when we walk into a perfect room in 
Colonial Williamsburg do we feel such a 
tingle of recognition? It is because the high- 
est rules of design have been observed in 
these places, and those rules fulfill the uni- 
versal human need for order and beauty. 

We looked into the writings of distin- 
guished designers all the way back to the 
Italian Renaissance and interviewed today’s 
decorators to learn who their mentors were. 
Our Renaissance man, Andrea Palladio, 
reached back to Vitruvius, the rule giver of 
Ancient Rome. 

Rules, of course, are as old as civiliza- 
tion. We may think we live in an anything- 
goes world, but if we didn’t follow rules of 
law, etiquette, even grammar, life would be 
harsh. Rules make life warm, easier, se- 
cure—trules of design included. 

Young people in their first homes hunger 
for rules. How should they arrange the furni- 
ture? Which chairs go with which table? 
What does ceiling height have to do with the 
curtains? Can they use something unconven- 
tional that they’ve fallen in love with? In our 
story on the Golden Rules of Decorating, 
starting on page 73, master designers answer 
these and many more questions. 

We don’t outgrow our dependence on 
rules—home furnishings are too expensive 
at any stage of life to permit many mistakes. 
But as we continue to absorb the lessons of 
beautiful rooms—in our travels, on house 
tours, at showhouses, in print and on film— 
the rules underlying those rooms become 
subliminal messages that guide us. We 
thought it was time to spell them out. 

The guidelines that we set out were devel- 
oped by eminent designers not only from the 
Renaissance but also from the late Victorian 
and Edwardian periods and the mid to late 
20th century. We looked for exemplars both 
in decorating history and in the present, 
making the cheering discovery that many of 
our 1989 designer-showcase winners ful- 


filled that role. I was fascinated to see that 
every room exemplified at least a few of our 
10 rules, many exemplified most of the 
rules, and a few demonstrated all of them. 

In this issue we ponder rules, but anyone 
devoted to design knows wonderful exam- 
ples of rule breaking, a form of spice that 
can be added only by those who know the 
fundamentals in their bones. 

Not every rule can be bent. Suitability, 
for example, remains a necessity; so does 
warmth. But scale we can play with, and I'd 
like to tell you how. 

Keith Irvine, whose deeply inviting bed- 
room on page 86 illustrates our rule of 
warmth, commented when we chatted re- 
cently, “Of course the architecture needs to 
be in proportion and scale, but then we 
always like to give each room a good kick in 
the pants. In a tiny cramped room, I hate to 
bring in only tiny-scale furniture, the way 
some people think it must be done. We think 
one walloping big out-of-scale piece creates 
character. I have a little guest room in the 
country, where a red-painted canopy bed 
occupies half the space—a sort of room 
within a room. It’s the only part of the house 
that I don’t redecorate.” 

Scale is a thought-provoking subject. I 
have often noticed that most errors of scale 
occur in the opposite direction from Keith’s 
bold stroke. People timidly make their tables 
and lamps, even their sofa, too small rather 
than too large. And scale is subject to evolu- 
tion, as is every rule. In John W. Craft’s 
dining room, for example (page 89) that 
grand old room had undoubtedly once 
housed a single grand table, but the decora- 
tor’s contemporary awareness for human 
scale told him to use a pair of tables instead. 

Loving our rooms is the goal behind all 
the rules of decorating from the time that 
design began. It’s also the goal behind every 
issue of HOUSE BEAUTIFUL. And, it’s 
always our wish for you.

s a birthday present, and probably 
as a consolation prize as well—we 
have yer to move our furniture into 
our new Vermont house—Tom 

took me to Stockholm, a dream come true. 

A kaleidoscopic trip indeed, but it was a 
smorgasbord I shall never forget. Stock- 
holm, especially at night, is the most beauti- 
ful city I have ever seen, anywhere. 

And I went to Sweden on a scavenger 
hunt. I went to find someone who looked 
like me. Surrounded most of my life. by 
those descended from Anglo-Saxons, I’ve 
always delighted in being a hybrid—half 
Swedish, some French and English. But I’ve 
often wondered just how Swedish I was. 

I do prefer cold weather, and I love paint- 
ed furniture. Were I able, Thornhill would 
be a Carl Larsson-like house, provincial and 
painted furniture everywhere. But does this 
mean I am Nordic or merely a mélange? 

When one is older, and has more time, 
one wonders about the patterns of life. The 
fabric, the weave, the why. I always thought 
a visit to Sweden might be my answer. Great 
expectations can often be simple thoughts. 

On the drive from the airport were legions 
of birch trees, very much like those in Ver- 
mont. In Sweden, every once in a while I 
saw a tidy yellow country cottage. Immedi- 
ately I thought, why hadn’t we painted our 
new summer house in Vermont this butter- 
cup color? It’s so appealing. But it was all 
pure emotion. I was trying too soon to iden- 
tify. I was trying to grow new roots from a 
heritage I hadn’t yet found. 

The Grand Hotel is magnificent, its front 
lawn an avenue of water. From our bed- 
room, our view was of the Royal Palace, 
Parliament, Old Town and the Royal Opera 
House. At night the city lights looked like a 





tiara of rubies and emeralds and diamonds. 

On each of our beds the cover was only a 
plump white eiderdown. I would curl and 
wrap myself in its warmth, happy in my 
Swedish cocoon. Tom, however, soon re- 
quested sheets and blankets. Aha, I thought, 
7 am a true native. 

This inner victory soon dissolved when 
we met Charles de Marie, the general man- 
ager. Tom said, “Doesn’t my wife look 
Swedish?” The manager answered, “Yes, a 
bit, but you, Mr. Hardie, look very Swed- 
ish.” He should see Tom in his Scottish kilt, 
but I’m afraid he also saw right through me. 

Stull I kept looking. I did see some older 
men who resembled my grandfather Adolph. 
And we saw as much as we could—from a 
backstage tour of the Royal Palace by a 
young curator, Per Ahlden, to a visit to 
Drottningholm, the royal residence, yellow 
and stately. And I'll never forget seeing 
boys fishing for salmon from city bridges.

I suddenly remembered my Swedish 
mother making delicious yellow pea soup in 
Boston, when I was too young to realize it 
was part of our past. Now on Thursday at 
Thornhill we serve the same. I may not look 
completely Swedish, but I certainly know 
the right flavors to bring home to Maryland!

or New York architects Pe- 
ter Shelton and Lee Mindel, 
little things mean a great 
deal. These partners’ ex- 

traordinary attention to detail—to 

seeing the whole picture of home 
rather than a mere series of rooms— 
holds lessons for us all. Whether 
tackling a 1,000-square-foot apart- 
ment or a 10,000-square-foot house, 

Shelton and Mindel take on every 

inch, from floor to ceiling, and of- 

ten all the furnishings in between. 

“You shouldn't go into a home and 

experience just one thing—a great 

ceiling, a great sofa or a great fa- 
cade,” says Mindel. “We believe in an inte- 
grated environment.” 

As two bright stars among today’s rising 
architects, Shelton and Mindel (43 and 37, 
respectively) are now accomplishing work 
with some signature themes: a judicious use 
of luxurious materials, a painstaking and 
rewarding passion for detail; the surprise of 
subtle visual tricks. As a result, Shelton and 
Mindel create gracious spaces that often 
seem larger and grander than they are— 
livable rooms filled with detailed elegance. 

Cheerfully, the pair admit their obsession 
with detail. “With us, one thing leads to 
another,” says Shelton, laughing. “You 
want a new light switch? To do that, we 
have to take down the walls. But the walls 
will leave a mark on the floor, so we will 
have to change the floor.” Mindel agrees.

“The idea of cutting off the design process 
at a certain point seems foreign to us,” he 
says. “An environment is always the sum of 
its parts, including lighting, furniture and 
decorative objects.” 

To open up a space, Shelton, Mindel may 
frame the view of another room with an 
interior window. They may add light and 
interest by designing floors with glass-brick 
areas. A Shelton, Mindel rug with dark 
squares might mirror their design of a cof- 
fered ceiling above. Or, a parquet floor in a 
dining room will echo the wood inlay of the 
table. In all, their designs have elegant har- 
mony and a feeling of fine comfort. 

Shelton and Mindel, however, are hardly 
design dictators. “We don’t believe in arbi- 
trarily discarding things,” says Mindel. 
“We’re not into waste.” 














The pair have long been custom- 
designing furnishings for specific 
projects. They branched out four 
years ago, creating their own line of 
gracefully clean-lined architectural 
furniture for Luten Clarey Stern Inc. 
Today, they design rugs for 
V’Soske and recently introduced a 
collection of upholstered pieces for 
Unika Vaev USA. 

Yet architecture remains their 
first love. And Shelton, Mindel cli- 
ents tend to know what they’ve 
signed up for. “Our clients run the 
gamut from twenty-year-olds to sev- 
enty-year-olds who are interested in 
exciting design,” says Mindel. Like 
all other good architects, the partners keep 
foremost in their minds the needs of the 
people who live in a home. When asked how 
much a client influences the design of a 
project, Mindel says: “Entirely, but it is our 
best fantasy of them. When we are design- 
ing a space for someone, it’s as if we were 
making a movie about him, and we cast the 
best possible actor in the role.” 

It was a similar approach to architecture 
that first led Shelton and Mindel to join 
forces. The two met almost 20 years ago as 
undergraduates at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, then drifted apart after graduation. 
Mindel headed for Harvard Graduate School 
of Design, while Shelton went off to Pratt 
Institute. In the mid-70s, the pair met again 
in New York. Both had put in stints for such 
(Continued on page 39) 
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large firms as Edward Durrell Stone, and 
Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, and both men 
were disenchanted. In 1978, the two forged 
a partnership. 

In 10 years of working together, the archi- 
tects have, of course, influenced each other, 
as well as developed their own ideas. As 
their projects become larger, their approach 
turns more confident. Four years ago, the 
partners took on Mindel’s own 1,000- 
square-foot apartment, giving it architectural 
charm and making it feel roomier. Taking 
their cue from the mullioned windows of the 
1920s apartment, they installed a unifying 
grid motif. 

The grid crisscrosses the apartment, start- 
ing out as white-on-white on a recessed wall 
in the entry. The pattern is continued by an 
open railing that outlines the dining area and 
is used again on paneling in the hallway, 
where cupboards and a sound system are 
built in. “The grid is not overpowering, 
because it’s light,” explains Mindel. And 
the repeating pattern acts as a unifying back- 
ground and gives a once-ordinary room the 
Shelton, Mindel trademark of elegance. 

Another favorite technique is the archi- 
tects’ penchant for bringing in the outdoors, 
maximizing a house’s natural light. When a 
family living in a Colonial house in Short 
Hills, N.J., asked for a second, more casual 
living room, they also wanted a tower to 
give them a view of nearby cliffs. The archi- 
tects built the two-story tower with an airy 
tree house in mind. The space has three 
prominent windows that not only bring in 
light from all sides but, when seen from the 
outside, turn into architectural “picture 
frames,” offering views of the interior. 

For another New Jersey house, the archi- 
tects again “mixed the inside with the out- 
side,” as Mindel describes it. The site for 
the proposed house meant the front would 
receive southern light, while the back would 
be dark. The trick was to bring light into the 
entire house, making it feel airy while also 
hiding the neighboring houses. 

Shelton, Mindel’s solution has made gen- 
erous use of glass walls, with a steel-framed 
skylit corridor running the length of the 
house. For privacy, they built freestanding 
redwood walls a few feet away from the 
house itself. “Here,” says Mindel, “the 
structure really is the ornament.” 

For Shelton and Mindel, this is often the 
case—to them, architecture and ornament 
are inseparable. They’re true practitioners of 
Mies van der Rohe’s dictum: “God is in the 
details.”

By DAVID STANDISH 
paradoxical combination of benign 
neglect and active restoration has 
left three little river towns—New 
Harmony, Ind., and Nauvoo and 
Galena, Ill.—looking much as they did 50, 
60 or even 100 years ago. Visiting them is 
like stepping into Mr. Peabody’s Wayback 
Machine, and there’s no better time to savor 
their charms than October. When the small- 
town streets and lawns are covered with a 
patchwork carpet of bright fallen leaves and 
the sky is clear as a vast blue diamond, these 
towns—among the oldest in this part of the 
country—are at their Kodachrome best. 
New Harmony and Nauvoo were founded 
on spiritual beliefs, and their down-home 
utilitarianism is one of their main charms, 
but Galena grew out of the solid rock of 
profit—from the lead deposits discovered 
along the Galena River—so it’s noticeably 
more showy than the other two. 


Utopian Community in Indiana 

Of the three, New Harmony was settled 
first, carved out of the wilderness by a reli- 
gious group known as the Rappites, after 
their leader Father George Rapp. Believing 
that the millennium was at hand, Rapp had 
gathered followers in his native Germany, 
and they first settled not far from Pittsburgh, 
creating a community they called Harmonie 
in 1805. The town did so well they soon 
outgrew it and moved on to Indiana, where 
they founded New Harmony in 1814. They

continued to prosper, becoming the envy of 
their neighbors through their industry and 
the quality of the goods they produced for 
trade—agricnltural products, barrels, silk 
goods, even whiskey and beer. 

The Rappites did so well, in fact, that in 
1825 they moved back to Pennsylvania, to 
be nearer good markets for their products. 
They sold New Harmony lock, stock and 
180 buildings for about $125,000 to Welsh- 
man Robert Dale Owen, who had made a 
fortune in industry, and whose head was 
also filled with utopian ideas. 

Unfortunately Owen’s followers were a 
more motley crowd than the Rappites had 
been, with a good proportion of loafers and 











freeloaders among the hard-working and 
high-minded, and the Owenite social experi- 
ment failed in less than three years. Many 
Owenites stayed on, however, making con- 
siderable contributions to science (especially 
to the science of geology) and to the new 
state of Indiana. Some of their descendants 
still live in New Harmony. 

As you come into town from the west, 
over the silver bridge spanning the muddy 
Wabash, New Harmony seems to be sleep- 
ing beneath a cloud of trees, although in 
autumn it’s more like the flames of a bonfire 
burning in reds and yellows, caught in super- 
slow motion. There are so many trees in

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New Harmony, in fact, that the visitors’ 
center offers a map of the most “historic.” 

Today it’s a town of about 900 people, 
nearly the same size it was in 1820. And it 
remains so peaceful and old-fashioned that 
there is even a daily gathering of elderly 
gents outside the furniture store on the cor- 
ner of Main and Church streets, where they 
sit in a row of chairs like a solemn jury, 
watching the world go by. 

At first blush New Harmony looks like 
other quiet blue-highway towns in the Mid- 
west, but quickly you see the difference. 
There’s not a single Burger King or even an 
ugly new bank building. The few commer- 
cial blocks along Church and Main have 


changed little since 1910. Most of the rest of 


the town stopped growing about 1860, and 
many buildings date back even further than 
that. There are no curbs on the leafy residen- 
tial streets, some of them still gravel lanes. 

Because the Harmonites laid out their 
town to look like a garden, they set simple 
frame and brick buildings well apart from 
each other, leaving space between for or- 
chards, wide lawns, and gardens. 

And it’s still pretty much like that, a place 
so tranquil and redolent of early Americana 
that you half expect to run into Andy Hardy 
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bopping along one of the side streets. 

A good place to begin to know New Har- 
mony is the Atheneum, an incongruously 
modern all-white museum and exhibition 
center designed by Richard Meier. Altogeth- 
er there are about 20 restored early buildings 
and homes that can be visited, and most 
come with their own knowledgeable guides. 

Start with the David Lenz House, just a 
short walk from the Atheneum. Built in 
1820, it is a simple, compact, unpainted 
clapboard-frame building, whose clean lines 
and widely spaced windows form pleasing 
proportions. It is probably the purest exam- 
ple left of a Harmonite house, all of which 
were identically made, the same size and 
design, a physical emblem of communal 
ideas. The handcut identical parts, from 
beams to floorboards, were interchangeable 


in all houses and were a pioneer form of 


prefabricated housing. 

Many splendidly kept original homes are 
still privately owned, and may be ogled 
from the sidewalk but not toured. 

Down the street from the Lenz house, 
beyond a row of log cabins replicating the 
first small crude buildings the Harmonites 
built, is the Fauntleroy House, which began 
as another Harmonite house. It was added 
on to until after the Civil War, apparently by 
southern sympathizers, because it looks like 
a house in Louisiana. 


Just behind the Fauntleroy House, not far 
from the Wabash, is the Harmonite Ceme- 
tery, with its unmarked graves, a riverside 
expanse of grass the Harmonites share with 
Indian mounds they left undisturbed. 

Other buildings of interest are the Opera 
House on Church Street and the Working- 
man’s Institute, whose second floor is a 
mixed-bag museum with a collection along 
cary lines—everything from fossils and 
New Harmony’s first fire engine to a stuffed 
two-headed, eight-legged calf. 


Mormon-Built Nauvoo 

Everybody knows that Brigham Young 
brought ’em West to settle in Salt Lake City, 
but how many non—Mormons remember that 
the migration started from Nauvoo, IIl.? 

Present-day Nauvoo, now a pleasant little 
Main Street town of 1,100, has grown up on 
the bluff overlooking Old Nauvoo, whose 
riverside setting is similar to New Harmo- 
ny’s. Nauvoo is more dramatic, however, 
set on a wide swoop of the Mississippi Riv- 
er, with river views in three directions. 

It’s a gorgeous spot, truly the “beautiful 
place” implied by its name (taken from the 
Hebrew), and so called by its founder, Jo- 
seph Smith, father of the Mormon church, 
who as a young man in upstate New York in 
the late 1820s discovered a set of golden 
tablets that were, according to Smith, God’s 
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word newly revealed. He quickly found be- 
lievers in his tenets of latter-day saints, but 
even as his religion grew, it seemed to make 
enemies. So in the space of 10 years the 
Mormons had moved from or been chased 
out of towns in Ohio and Missouri before 
gathering in Nauvoo. 

Smith’s plan for the town was unusual. 
The idea was to have an agriculturally based 
community. Not isolated farms or, strictly 
speaking, a town, either. It was more of a 
spacious suburb, with fields of crops instead 
of lawns. He planned it in four-acre lots, 
with houses to be built in the corner farthest 
from that of the nearest neighbor. Small by 
today’s standards, most were built of brick 
in a pleasingly unadorned Federal style 
handed down from the New England puritan 
stock of the early Mormons. (Both Joseph 
Smith and Brigham Young were born in 
Vermont.) The result is a landscape as tran- 
quil and soothing as a pastoral painting. The 
number of houses per acre is unlike any- 
where else, except perhaps in northern Italy 
with its medieval farmhouses strewn among 
the grape fields. 

Old Nauvoo lasted only about seven years 
before the Mormons were forced to abandon 
it after the 1844 lynching of Joseph Smith 
and his brother in nearby Carthage. But 
much of old Nauvoo has been brought back 
to life. The site of Smith’s martyrdom (he’s 














buried here), Nauvoo is important to Mor- 
mon history, and the land is being bought up 
and the town being carefully restored. 

Except for the sight of fat beige Winneba- 
goes with modern Utah plates, a morning or 
afternoon spent walking around old Nauvoo 
is more of that time travel. As in New Har- 
mony, most of the houses are furnished in 
period stuff, though in Nauvoo many of the 
objects actually belonged to the houses’ 
original owners. 

Should you tire of house tours, cross 
Highway 96 into the state park and visit the 
Historical Society Museum. Along with 
Mormon memorabilia, you can find 200 ar- 
rowheads from many states, wired in radial 
patterns to a painted plywood sheet, as well 
as a selection of geodes in pumpkin sizes. 
It’s more like someone’s dusty attic than a 
museum, and the sweeter for it. 


Galena: ‘‘The Town That Time Forgot’’ 
Galena, while as historic as Nauvoo and 
New Harmony, is something completely dif- 
ferent. The founding fathers were more in- 
terested in filling their wallets than pleasing 
God in Galena, and their fancy old mansions 
are a testament to their fondness for the 
things of this earth. Galena has a swagger 
that the other two lack. 

Incorporated as an official city in 1826, 
Galena, named for the lead ore in the hills

along the river, gradually expanded from 
mining to trade, becoming one of the north- 
ern Midwest’s major cities, with a popula- 
tion of 14,000 in the 1850s. Galena was 
bigger and more important than Chicago un- 
til the coming of the railroad changed that, 
and left Galena, by the 1880s, the lovely 
backwater that it is today, a city that bills 
itself “The Town That Time Forgot.” 

Galena sits in a special spot, one the gla- 
ciers never touched, leaving a scenic land- 
scape quite unlike the rest around it, valleys 
and hills more suggestive of New England 
or Tennessee than the usual flat, endless 
cornfield of the Midwest. 

No new buildings have been put up on 
Main Street in 100 years, and today, 85 
percent of Galena is listed in the National 
Register of Historic Places. The town is 
more opulent than New Harmony or Nau- 
voo, its strong suit the variety of architectur- 
al styles: Italianate, Federal, Greek Revi- 
vial, Queen Anne, Steamboat Gothic. 

With fewer than 4,000 people today, the 
town is built on hillsides facing the river, the 
streets to the north terraced out of the hills, 
with steep walks and stairways that suggest 
San Francisco, the houses generally getting 
bigger and fancier as you go up, until you 
reach Prospect Street, whose row of brick 
mansions regally overlooks the whole

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charming scene below. 

Galena’s most-visited houses are probably 
those associated with Civil War general and 
president Ulysses S. Grant—no matter that 
he lived in Galena for only about 22 months 
before and after the war. North of the river 
on High Sireet, the pre—Civil War Grant 
house, which he rented while working in his 
dad’s store on Main Street when the war 
broke out, is another simple, unassuming 
small brick cottage such as you might see in 
Nauvoo or New Harmony. What a differ- 
ie . ence a war makes! When he came back as 
General Grant, the town gave him a brick 
mansion befitting his achievements and 
rank, and he was living in this house when

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To give your 
bulb garden a 
color boost, 
plant blossoming 
ground cover 
among the 
daffodils— 
now's the time 


By KEN DRUSE ——H—_ 
Now is the perfect time to plant bulbs for 
next year’s blooming and to think seriously 
about how you want your early-spring gar- 
den to look. Brooklyn floral designer and 
seasoned gardener Louis Bauer expressed 
this thought recently: “I hate it when you 
can see bare earth between the tulip bulbs.” 
And I fully agreed. 

Too few gardeners take advantage of what 
I call underplanting—sometimes known as 
layering. Ground-covering plants (ever- 
green, deciduous, flowering perennials and 
even so-called minor bulbs) can form a per- 
fect carpet beneath daffodils and tulips. 

My friend Ruth Levitan’s dazzling natural 
garden is covered with a blue ocean of for- 
get-me-nots (Myosotis alpestris) and short 
phlox species. These, along with Phlox di- 
varicata (wild sweet william) and Phlox sto- 
lonifera (creeping phlox), are easy-to-grow 
perennials that thrive with spring-flowering 
bulbs. Ruth moves her forget-me-not seed- 
lings around in late summer and early fall to 
fill in the spaces. After planting your bulbs, 
why not try growing some Myosotis seed in 
the smoothed-over soil above them? 

Here are other possibilities: 

® Small bulbs, such as blue scilla and grape 
hyacinth, can bring brilliant blue accents 
that will fill in gaps among daffodil plants. 
Grape hyacinths themselves can be under- 








planted with white arabis, as pictured above. 
®@ Vinca minor, the ubiquitous periwinkle, is 
an ideal ground cover in a bulb planting. It 
blooms in early to mid-spring, with flowers 
that are lavender-blue, white or wine-red. 

@ Yellow violas, which look like small pan- 
sies, are beautiful under blue hyacinths. 

® Purple violets, not always welcome in the 
lawn, can be much more at home among 
bulbs and tall perennials. 

@ Galium odorata, also known as Asperula 
or sweet woodruff, makes an excellent 
ground cover in partial shade. Its grass- 
green palmate leaves sport bright white 
flowers in mid-spring. 

Last May, I saw an incredible tulip, ‘Prin- 
cess Irene,’ in a magical planting of ribbon 
grass (Phalaris arundinacea), which had 
variegated blades. The tulips came up at the 
same time as the new ornamental grass, so 
that they seemed to float on a shifting sea of 
pale green and white. 

Marco Polo Stufano, director of horticul- 
ture at the Wave Hill Botanical Garden in 
Riverdale, N.Y., has created quite a stir 
there with a ground cover of large-leaf En- 
glish ivy. Evergreen, it makes a sumptuous 
cover beneath flowering plants and is also a 
living mulch that conserves moisture by 
shading the soil and smothering weeds. 

Best of all, you can’t see the soil beneath 
the tulip flowers.

BESIDES PROVIDING PRIVACY AND 
KEEPING NOISES AT BAY, FENCES CAN 
SET A MOOD—RIGHT UP FRONT

here’s a romantic potential in 
fences,” says East Norwalk, 
Conn., architect Bruce Beinfield, 
whose award-winning Westport 
house is at top right. “The bold use of 
fencing can give an ordinary-looking house 
the feeling of an estate.” 

Conversely, notes Kevin Lynch, a 
thoughtless installation can hurt. Lynch, au- 
thor of Site Planning, observes that most 
homeowners tend to add fences haphazard- 
ly. Result? “That unique solution, the chain- 
link fence . . . a cheap and effective barri- 
er,” which has, he writes, “the emotional 
meaning of barbed wire.” What you may 
save in putting in a chain-link, or cyclone, 
fence may be offset by its negative impact, 
devaluing the look and worth of your home. 

You may not want or need a fence, but if 
you do, keep in mind that you’re dealing 
with a vital component of your home’s exte- 
rior design. In other words, view the archi- 
tecture of a fence you’re considering the 
same way you do the architecture of your 
home. Like a house, a fence tells the world 
who lives there. 


Fence Concerns 

Here’s what you should focus on when add- 
ing or replacing fences: 

@ Need. “That’s a basic requirement,” ad- 
vises Louis A. Maglio of Walpole Wood- 
workers, Inc., a fence manufacturer in Wal- 
pole, Mass. What is the fence for? Do you 
require a noise barrier, screening for priva- 
cy, a way to keep children and pets safe or 
to hide an unpleasant view? Do you really 
need a fence, or will another barrier serve 
the same purpose—a hedge, perhaps? 

@ Architectural period and style. What 
feeling does your property convey? Is it for- 
mal and majestic, down-home cozy, woodsy 
and rustic? What is your house made of— 
wood, brick, stucco or stone? To what peri- 
od does it belong? 


@ Scale and proportion. These are major 
elements in all visual design, including 
fences. To look right, they must be in 
proportion to the height of buildings 
they’re near. And “near” is the operative 
word. “The height of a fence in relation to 
the eye defines its meaning,” writes Kevin 
Lynch. For example, a front fence four 
feet high or less is suitably in scale with a 
one-story structure set near the street. But 
a five- or six-foot fence at the foot of a 
150-foot driveway won’t visually over- 
power a one-story home. It’s the perspec- 
tive that counts. 
@ Landscaping. A fence is part of a gar- 
den’s design, both visually and horticultur- 
ally. Do you have, or are you planning to 
install, high hedges or dense foliage that 
will abut the new fence? How will it all 
look? Will foliage get enough light? Are 
there vines or roses that require support?

@ Contemporary looks involve square edges 
that impart a high-tech feeling. Rounded 
fence shapes appear handcrafted, thus more 
traditional. 

@A too-solid surface can be disguised by 
making it appear perforated. Nailing open- 
looking materials to a board fence—lIattice, 
for example—will fool the eye into denying 
that the mass exists. 

@ Curves can add or diminish height. For 
example, your fence might describe an arc 
from three to six feet. The high end will 
adjust the scale for a big home; the lower 
end will complement something smaller. 

® Consider color carefully. White is bright 
and quite noticeable. You can have a less 
obtrusive fence if it’s painted a subdued 
color, or the same shade as your house. In

also install pickets above the boards, in a 
straight ‘run or with a graceful curve to help 
break up the solidity still further. 

A Victorian might exploit the same princi- 
ple, using different details: square post tops 
and square, widely spaced, alternating high- 
low pickets that reflect the period style. 


Getting a Gate 

“Gates are places where things change,” 
explains New York City architect Jonathan 
Lanman. He sees a gate as a fence compo- 
nent that separates exterior “rooms” in 
much the same way as the door between 
dining room and bedroom separates where 
you take your meals from where you sleep. 

What you choose and what you do with 
your gate have a lot to do with how you 
want that “door” to look. Do you want it 
simple and virtually invisible? Do you want 
it to become another detail, more prominent 
perhaps than the others yov’ve used? Do you 
want it to have its own character? 

Where height and style are concerned, 
your gate must relate to the fence it attaches 
to, but function should be your major con- 
cern. For example, you’d want a pool gate 
to be a real barrier, one that is as effective as 
the fence itself. 

Where design is involved, experts fre- 
quently disagree on the validity of mix-and- 
match. Lanman is one of a group of design- 
ers who view elaborate combinations of 
materials with disfavor. He will not, for 
example, use hard and soft materials, such 
as stone and wood, together. 

Maglio takes the opposite view. “What 
matters,” he says, “is not the material but 
the style.” He feels traditional-looking ele- 
ments work with each other—brick posts 
with a white picket-type gate, for instance. 

Some constructions combine periods wit- 
tily: A plain, low picket fence can become 
startling with the addition of a high, twig- 
style front gate, for example. 


Making Plans and Choices 

Ultimately, when planning fences, you 
might find it easier and more efficient to 
assign some of the problem solving to pro- 
fessionals. If you work with both an archi- 
tect and a landscape designer—on a major 
renovation that may also include adding 
fences—make sure they consult with one 
another, and with you. 

On the other hand, you may wish to do all 
the looking and legwork yourself. If so, be 
patient and allow yourself plenty of time. 
You can judge height by stringing lines 
where the fences will be. And it’s a good 
idea to visit several fence manufacturers.

The decorators of Centerville Design As- 
sociates in Ohio began with a premise 
when they took on the sun porch of a local 
showhouse: The room would be_ built 
around a glorious rug that the theoretical 
owner had fallen in love with. Then they 
went out and fell in love themselves, with 
a brilliant 8- by 10-foot antique Bessara- 
bian flatweave. Simple furniture and off- 
white colors ensure the rug will star, “but 
something had to stand up to it, so we 
picked a strong black-and-white awning 
stripe that would act as counterpoint,” 
Bob Bishop, head decorator, said. Anoth- 
er special piece is the kiaky wood bench- 
table, a Japanese antique. 


In one of his illuminating books, the dis- 
tinguished English decorator David Hicks 
shows this spendid carved wood-and-mar- 
ble mantelpiece (above), dating to 1760. It 
is an object that radiates the carver’s exu- 
berance and skill, making people fall in 
love with his work after more than two 
hundred years, establishing excitement 
and richness for a room. Through the 
centuries, no doubt, countless rooms were 
designed with this piece as the focal point. 
The top surface shows off what Hicks 
calls a “chimneyscape.” Famous for his 
way with still life, Hicks follows rules of 
proportion, but ignores those about segre- 
gating formal and informal elements. >

In the hands of Shelly and Janet Rosen- 
berg, an enclosed porch at Kinkora 
(above), the 1989 Hospice Designer Show- 
house in Westhampton Beach, N.Y., be- 
came a study in contrasts: silk cushions 
on a wicker settee, a Diego Giacometti 
bronze chair against an Adirondack-style 
log table, Regency painted and gilded 
sconces opposite a shingle wall. Janet Ro- 
senberg says, “You can be playful on a 
porch, but our use of contrast is more 
restrained in a major room, such as coun- 
trified slipcovers on dining-room chairs 
under an elaborate chandelier.”

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History looks to the future— 
designer Vicente Wolf revives 
tradition with unexpected 
color, the look of family 
heirlooms, and a dose of the 
modern, just for contrast

One look at the house (right) and designer Vicente Wolf 
knew the sitting room required an architectural direction. 
Built by Eberhart Brothers, Inc., as part of the Tory Hill 
development in Hillsdale, N.Y., the house was inspired by 
Van Cortlandt Manor House, a historic 18th-century Dutch 
Colonial New York State landmark. Playing up the well- 
proportioned room, wood details and high ceiling, Wolf 
decided, called for furniture with traditiona! lines. His 
choice: plump seating and richly detailed pieces from 
Century Furniture. Wolf also introduced the secretary, 
$9,945, from Century’s British National Trust Collection 
(above). He then took the starch out of his scheme with 
contemporary strokes: pink fabric, a standing Noguchi 
paper lamp and, instead of objets in the secretary’s niches— 
a procession of bright green apples. >

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hen Al and Con- 
nie Eisenstat 
first began 
wishing for a 
bigger and_bet- 
ter kitchen, they 
decided to find a new house rather than face 
the rigors of renovation. Soon enough, they 
discovered one with just the kitchen they 
wanted. They put in a bid, placed their own 
house on the market, and two days later 
Connie Eisenstat came down with a severe 
attack of asthma—for the first time in her 
life. “I just knew it was related to moving,” 
she says today. “It made me realize how 
much I loved our house, except, of course, 
the kitchen. So we decided to stay put and 
remodel, no matter how grueling.” 

By now, two years later, memories of 
dust, dirt, dislocation and endless delays

have faded, and Eisenstat is enchanted with 
her bright, high-ceilinged room. “I love all 
the light and the crisp, clean lines. It’s con- 
temporary, but the cupboards with glass 
doors give it an old-fashioned flavor. I’m 
always happy here.” 

The finished kitchen is just what architect 
Roger East intended: a grand space. “I don’t 
mean grand as in grandiose,” he says, “but 
in the sense of light, space and airiness.” 

East raised the ceiling to roof height and, 
by building out onto the patio, enlarged the 
old kitchen by eight feet. He installed most 
of the work area in the additional space, 
leaving room between the island and pantry 
(see plan) for a passageway between dining 
and family room. (In the old kitchen, you 
bumped elbows in the work area when get- 
ting from room to room.) This new passage- 
way, or gallery as East calls it, soars 20 feet 
up to the second-story roof of the house and 
has high windows that flood the kitchen with 
California sunshine. “We rented a small 
house and completely moved out during the 
renovation,” says Eisenstat. “Then, the first 
morning I came down to the new kitchen, it 





was so bright and sunny I thought someone 
had left the lights on all night.” 

While she left the reorganization and re- 
shaping to Roger East, Eisenstat had definite 
ideas about texture, materials and color. 
And she knew immediately when a sugges- 
tion was not her style. “The contractor and 
cabinetmaker told me emphatically that | 
should have granite countertops,” she re- 
calls. “ ‘Granite is in,” they said, but I knew 
it just wasn’t for me. I even brought home 
samples—pink and gray—but 
neither looked good with my col- 
lections of French Quimper and 
blue-and-white pottery.” 

So Eisenstat began looking at 
lots of tile for countertops, but 
wasn’t charmed by herb designs 
or by the Portuguese styles. 
“The minute I saw these blue- 
and-white plaid tiles, I knew 
they were just what I wanted,” 
she says. “They look like old- 
fashioned tea towels.” 

Eisenstat also was sure she 
didn’t want “one of those cone- 
shaped: hoods” above the stove- 
top. Roger East suggested the 
oval shape, and Eisenstat pro- 
posed the blue paint job, which 
was done in an auto-body shop. 
“The room needed a splash of 
color in the middle,” says the 
contented Eisenstat. @ Editor

The long sweep of space is punctuated with charming 





details—a cherub tucked among the petals 


t all began with an ungainly bush 

outside the Rutherford, Calif., 

house that Chotsie Blank bought 

nine years ago. At first, the San 

Francisco photographer had no idea 

what kind of plant it was. But as she 
turned the house into a weekend home, 
Blank took to caring for the mystery bush, 
too. Eventually she was rewarded with a 
surprise—blowsy apricot roses with a deli- 
ciously fruity fragrance. Enchanting. 
Chotsie loaded armfuls of flowers into her 
car for the trips back to San Francisco—85 
bewitching, rose-scented miles. “I had to 
have more,” she said simply. Rose books 
were piling up beside her bed. Soon, she 
found herself turning an overgrown pump- 
kin patch into a rose garden. 

Blank recruited horticulturist Sarah 
Hammond, director of the Smith & Haw- 
ken nursery in Mill Valley and a devotee 
of old roses. Because of the dry Napa 
climate, Hammond recommended mixing 
Mediterranean plants with the thirsty 


roses—in a palette of pastels and whites. 
Hammond also introduced Chotsie 
Blank to designer/builder Arthur Baker, 
who made trellis walls and pergolas and 
laid out paths of buff-colored gravel. 
“When I met Chotsie,” he recalls, “she 
pulled out a napkin on which she’d 
sketched the garden plan.” Together they 
refined it, widening the 90-foot-long rect- 
angle to follow the contours of the land 
and offer a more open feeling. They decid- 
ed the trellis height by holding up pieces of 
lumber. Beds were laid out, then planted 
according to Hammond’s directions. 
Three years later, the garden still 
evolves. Sadly, the large Nevada roses that 
were to anchor each flower bed didn’t sur- 
vive. The original pastel palette intensified 
with a jolt or two of stronger colors— 
purple Salvia nemerosa, bright pink *Zé- 
phirine Drouhin.” Of course, to the ever- 
watchful owner, the garden changes daily 
“Now I understand why people get so 
hooked on gardening,” she says. 


N hotsie Blank is just one of 
the growing number of fans 
of old-fashioned roses, in- 
cluding old roses from be- 
fore 1867, when the first hy- 
brid teas were introduced 
Unlike modern teas, bred to be upright, 
bright-flowered and reblooming—the per- 
fect long-stemmed florist rose—old roses 
are remarkably diverse. They ramble. 
They trail. They entwine into bushes. Al- 
though some heirloom roses bloom only 
once each season, they tend to be more 


disease-resistant and more intensely fra- 
grant. Plus, there’s the historic appeal of 
an Alba that might have been plucked by 
Pliny, the romance of a Damask cultivated 
by Empress Josephine at Maimaison, or 
the siren call of ‘Coquette des Alpes.’ 


“Once introduced to old roses,” notes 
Smith & Hawken horticulturist Sarah 
Hammond, “most people turn away from 
modern ones.” 

Chotsie Blank grows both. The modern 
teas are reserved for a separate cutting 
garden, while this grand space belongs to 
the old roses and hybrid musks. “This is a 
garden for fragrance and overflowing 
abundance,” says Blank, who admits 
“roses have become an obsession.”

he English have a word for it—the “close,” an area of 
repose and quiet within a bustling community. The close 
is a courtyard confined by walls that screen out street 
noise. It’s entered by a garden gate that marks a gentle 
divide between the public world and a private realm. It is 
the kind of contrast the Europeans do so well. 

This house exploits that idea on a grand scale. Set in the midst of 
suburbia, it lives like a rambling farmhouse (with modern touches) 
among mature plantings and trees. The key is the courtyard plan. The

fronts on a heavily trafficked street, with neighboring houses on all 
sides. The minute you step through the garden gate, shaded by 
wisteria and clematis, you are in a private, more tranquil place. 


hen they thought about building a new home, the 

owners knew where and how they wanted to live. 

They had previously lived in this community for 

many years and enjoyed the easy commute to the 

city and its cultural life. Established suburbs have a 
lot to offer—proximity to friends and family, and the assurance that 
the streetscape will not change dramatically in coming years. 





That’s the plus side. On the downside were the available sites, 
which tended to be few, confined and neutral in scenery. The one 
notable feature of this site was the commanding presence of fine old 
trees. Without the scenic beauty of mountains or sea, the architectural 
design had to create its own vistas. The towering trees became a 
dominant theme in the house’s orientation and design. 

For some time prior to building, the couple saved magazine clip- 
pings of houses they liked. The work of one firm, Centerbrook 
Architects in Essex, Conn., kept coming up. What the clients found 
particularly appealing was the blend of contemporary light-filled 
spaces with traditional architectural style. > 




















Serious design is best when it's handled with a 
light touch—amusing windows in unexpected shapes 
and places bring in views and an air of surprise 


They had enjoyed the easy access to the outdoors in California, 
where they lived years ago. But they also appreciated the gracious- 
ness: of houses in the East, and they hoped that their design would 
please rather than antagonize the neighbors. 

Although Centerbrook Architects was miles away, the owners felt 
this firm could achieve the right combination: a functional house that 
responded to its setting yet still incorporated the homey touches— 
gabled roofs, muntin windows and pleasing, even whimsical details. 


he final plan indeed satisfied both. The house looks 
inward to its courtyard and up to the treetops. As you 
enter, a large cloverleafed window lighting the stairwell 
curves dramatically up to the second level. “It’s an ode 
to the trees, which were the main presence on the site,” 





says architect Jefferson B. Riley. From this grand entrance, the house 
branches into two wings. On one side, the living room reaches up to 
double height, greatly enhancing the feeling of space. In the opposite

to roof height. On high, clerestory windows and skylights exploit the 
leafy views. “We used muntin windows because they create the 
effect of lace making patterns as the light passes through,” Riley 
explains. Even at ground level, French doors bring in eye-level 
glimpses of the landscaped grounds. 

Tucked under the roof gables upstairs are four bedrooms for the 
visiting grown children and their families. The bedrooms are small, 
but each has personality. Here, as elsewhere, the architects peppered 
the interiors with impish touches. Windows are positioned in unex- 
pected places or are amusingly shaped for visual surprise. “They 
reflect the owners’ appreciation of artistic and playful things,” says 
architect Riley. 

The proof of a successful project is both in the end product and 
ensuing relationship. Now, after having lived in the house for three 
years, the owners enjoy it even more. “Good architecture is like a 
fine painting; it is endlessly fascinating and enriches your soul,” one 
of them muses. “The more you look at it, the more you see.”

WINES 
GOOD SPIRITS

n some basic level, every 
wine is a food wine. After all, 
main function 
make whatever you re eating 
taste better than it would all 
by itself. But: Why do certain 


wines pair better with certain 


wine's is to 


foods and terribly with oth- 
ers? What makes for a good match, anyway? 

We think the whole business of matching wine 
and food is very simple. (We even wrote a book 
about it, right.) We believe that if a given wine 
goes well with a given food, it’s because (1) they 
taste in some way similar/complementary; or (2) 
they taste in some way different/contrasting 

Furthermore, we propose that wine and food can taste similar 

or different in three distinct ways: 
(1) they can have complementary or contrasting COMPONENTS 
(sugar, acid, salt, bitterness, tannin and alcohol are examples of 
COMPONENTS); (2) they can have complementary or contrasting 
FLAVORS (apples, mint and minerals are examples of FLAVORS); 
or (3) they can have complementary or contrasting TEXTURES 
(thin, velvety and viscous are examples of TEXTURES). 

We've constructed guidelines to help 
you decide what goes with what, but it’s 
up to your palate to be the final arbiter of 
good taste. 

We've discovered—after years of studi- 
ous sipping—that the easiest way to win 
wine and food match points is to put 
FLAVORS and TEXTURES aside and con- 
centrate on setting up complementary or 
COMPONENTS. A 
scented oyster may pair nicely with a 
mineral-scented Chablis, but the miner- 
als are just the grace notes in the match 


contrasting mineral- 


The real chemistry occurs because the 
acid (a COMPONENT) in the Chablis cuts 
so nicely through the oyster’s saltiness 
(another COMPONENT), creating a deli- 
c1ous contrast 

A tresh, peachy Asti Spumante may flat- 
ter a ripe, fragrant fresh-sliced peach, but 
what's really making the perfect match 
work is, first and foremost, 
COMPONENT) to sweet (a similar COMPONENT ) 


Acidic foods—such as salads—complement acidic wines, salty

foods, like prosciutto, contrast marvelously with sharp, slightly 
sweet wines (or, as with oysters, an acidic wine). Bitter foods— 
such as broccoli rabe—smooth out when paired with wines low in 
alcohol and tannin. We could go on 

But we don't have to. If you remember to focus on COMPO- 
NENTS, you ll open up a world of matching opportunities. Here’s a 
handful of interesting wine and food ideas—some of which buck 
conventional wisdom, but always toward a better match 
@RED WINE WITH FISH. Fish taste fishy because of their 
natural oils. Lemon on a bluefish fillet cuts through this oiliness, 
and in the process makes the fish taste more pleasant. When

choosing wine to go with fish, look for a wine with 
enough acid to stand in for the lemon. Since red 
wine is generally lower in acid than white wine, 
your best bets are light-bodied, fruity but dry 
young reds with sharp acidity, like the delicious 
1988 Beaujolais-Villages from Sylvain Fessy. 

@ WINE WITH SALAD. Wine with salad is usu- 
ally avoided because the vinegar in salad dressing 
can make a fine wine taste unbalanced. But if the 
wine has a lot of naturally occurring acid, the acid 
in the dressing will actually neutralize the acid in 
the wine... softening it, and improving the wine! 
Toss mixed greens and smoked turkey with a light 
vinaigrette ...and serve the salad with a glass of 
German Riesling from a rather acidic vintage— 
usually those years that didn’t receive high ratings on the vintage 
charts are a good bet. Try the 1987 Bernkasteler Badstube QbA, 
from the Weingut J. Lauerburg. 

@ CHAMPAGNE WITH CAVIAR. This marriage is not what it’s 
cracked up to be. They re both luxurious, but even first-rate caviar 
is a little fishy-salty, and when you drink it with fruity champagne, 
you end up with a fishy taste in your mouth. Find a light, bone-dry, 
rather acidic champagne that cuts through the fish oils, like the 
Piper Heidsieck Brut Sauvage. Using the type of caviar labeled 
Malossol also helps—it’s less salty. 

@ DESSERT WINE WITH DESSERTS. Dessert wines should 
be sweeter than dessert. If the food’s sweeter than the wine, the 
wine will lose its lusciousness and taste thinner, washed out. Try 
the delicious 1986 Chateau Lafaurie-Peyraguey (Sauternes) with a 
not-too-sweet, warm apricot tart.

| Cut remaining 6 tablespoons butter into small 
cubes. While chicken cooks, return kettle with 
vegetables to medium heat. In a bowl, dissolve 
cornstarch in cold chicken stock and add to kettle. 
Heat to boiling, then stir until mixture thickens.

Heat to simmering and 
season to taste. Ladle 2/3 cup ragout onto plates 

and top with a chicken breast. Serves 6.

Crust: 


1/2 cup (1 stick) unsalted butter, cut into 8

OG While sugar syrup cooks, in a bowl beat eggs 
and egg yolks until pale and fluffy, about 7 to 8 
minutes. Then beat in zest-flavored sugar. While 
beating constantly, carefully pour hot syrup into 
egg mixture and continue beating until bottom of 
bowl is cool. Beat in lemon juice. 

On a chilled bowl whip cream, then fold into 
cooled lemon mixture in 3 batches. 

O To assemble souffiés, layer them in dish (or 
dishes) as follows: 1-inch-layer lemon mixture, | 
meringue disk (push it down gently), 1-inch-layer 
lemon mixture, a second meringue disk, then re- 
maining lemon mixture (which may come halfway 
up the side of the collar). Freeze dishes overnight. 
To serve, remove collar from dish and garnish 
with fresh fruit or candied lemon zest. Serve 
immediately. Serves 8. 


LEMON TART BRULEE 


1/4 cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 





Pastry: 
1 to 1-1/4 cups unbleached all-purpose flour 
1/2. teaspoon salt 
1/4 pound unsalted butter, cut into 8 pieces, 
frozen 
1/4 to 1/3 cup ice water 


Filling: 

Grated zest of 1 medium lemon 
Grated zest of 1 small lime 

3/4 cup sugar 

1/2 cup fresh lemon juice 

5 eggs 

1/4 pound unsalted butter, cut in 8 pieces, 

frozen 


1 Spread brown sugar in a thin layer in a cake 
pan. Dry it near pilot light in oven 24 hours, or set 
aside at room temperature 48 hours, raking sugar 
frequently with fingers to remove any lumps. 

(4 Make pastry: In a food processor place | cup 
flour, salt and butter, and pulse until mixture 
looks like coarse meal. Add 1/4 cup ice water and 
pulse until dough begins to clump. If dough is 
dry, add remaining water. 

(Gather dough into a flat disk and roll it on a 
lightly floured surface, into a 13-inch circle. 
Transfer circle of dough to a 9-inch fluted tart pan 
with removable bottom. Ease dough into pan and 
fit snugly around bottom edge and against side. 
Trim dough, prick with fork. Freeze 10 minutes. 
(Note: Tart can be wrapped and frozen overnight.) 
© Line dough with aluminum foil and fill with pie 
weights or rice. Bake 35 minutes in a preheated 
375°F oven. Then cool 5 minutes and remove 
weights and foil. Bake 3 to 7 minutes, or until 
pastry is completely crisp and light brown. Set 
aside crust to cool. 

0 Make filling: Finely grate lemon and lime zest 
into a 2-quart nonreactive saucepan over low heat. 
Whisk in sugar, lemon juice and eggs. Add but- 
ter, and stir mixture until butter melts. Then con- 
tinue stirring until mixture thickens to a pudding- 
like consistency. Strain mixture into a bowl, 











pressing to extract all custard from zest; then 
discard zest. Cover custard mixture with plastic 
wrap, letting wrap touch top of mixture, and cool 
to room temperature. Spread filling evenly in 
pastry crust and freeze until filling is firm. (Note: 
Mixture can be frozen up to | week.) 

© Sift dried brown sugar to remove any lumps. 
Sprinkle 3 generous tablespoons dehydrated 
brown sugar over tart in a thin, even layer. 

© Glaze tart: Adjust broiler rack as close as possi- 
ble to heat source and set broiler on highest set- 
ting. Place frozen tart under broiler, rotating it 
constantly so sugar caramelizes evenly. (Be care- 
ful that edge of crust does not burn.) If crust starts 
to brown too quickly, place narrow strips of alu- 
minum foil over edge. Let tart defrost | hour at 
room temperature before serving. Serves 8.

Place 
dough in a bowl and refrigerate, covered, at least 
3 hours, or overnight. 

© Adjust oven rack to middle position. Lightly 
coat a baking sheet with some of reserved butter. 
Set aside remaining butter until ready to use. 

4 Using a teaspoon as a measure, form smail balls 
of dough between your palms. Place | inch apart 
on buttered baking sheet. Flatten balls slightly and 
bake in a preheated 350°F oven until light brown 
around edges, about 15 to 17 minutes. To make 
spritz cookies, put dough into cookie press or 
spritz gun fitted with cookie-forming ring. Press 
out 1-inch apart on prepared baking sheet. Bake in 
a preheated 350°F oven 10 to 12 minutes. Cool on 
a rack, then transfer to airtight storage container. 
(Note: Store in refrigerator up to | week.) 

2 Make chocolate dip: Use a cleaver or a large 
knife to chop chocolate coarsely. In a double 
boiler over low heat, melt chocolate with oil. 
Working quickly, dip half of each cookie into 
melted chocolate, shaking off excess. Place on 
waxed paper-lined baking sheet. Repeat to dip all 
cookies. Refrigerate until chocolate sets, about 15 
minutes. Makes 5 dozen cookies.

For most of us, the holidays mean entertain- 
ing. Entertaining can be exhausting and 
even a little intimidating, but not for Deco- 
rating Editor Allison Percival. Even with a 
busy job and a year-old baby, Allison finds 
the time and energy to entertain often and in 
style. Here she shares some of her secrets. 
—JOANN R. BARWICK 
EDITOR 





t's a typical Tuesday afternoon at the 

office—hectic. At four o’clock the 

phone rings. It’s my husband. “Hi,” 

he says, “I’ve invited some clients 
from out of town for dinner tonight. Is that 
all right?” A whirlwind of thoughts and a 
dozen menus run through my mind: Can | 
get our one-year-old daughter’s playpen out 
of the living room and get the toys cleaned 
up in time? Can I make it to the grocery 
store? What will I do for flowers? Then I 
take a deep breath and say, “Fine. Tell them 
to come at seven-thirty.” 

On the way home, | pick up boneless 
chicken breasts, mushrooms, whole pecans 
(being from Minnesota, I always have a 
couple of packages of wild rice on hand), a 
green vegetable, apples for a tart, and more 
fresh fruit for the centerpiece. The fruit tart 
is probably the real trick. I use prepackaged, 
ready-made crust, but I put it in my own tart 
pan, the kind with a bottom that drops out 


for serving. Without peeling the apples, | 
core them, mix in some lemon juice, Grand 
Marnier, sugar, cinnamon and bake it all for 
a short time. When done, it looks like a 
homemade apple tart, and everyone is 
amazed. “How did you have time to make 
dessert?” they ask. I just smile. I’m a great 
believer in keeping my shortcuts secret. 

Entertaining can be nerve-wracking, and 
yet, despite all the thought and effort that go 
into planning a party, I still love to do it. I 
learned to love entertaining from my moth- 
er. No matter how big the party, she never 
panics and always makes it look easy. 

The best advice my mother gave me was, 
When in doubt, keep it simple. The tenden- 
cy—especially during the holidays—is to go 
overboard. But there are plenty of ways to 
give your house and table holiday flair with- 
out exhausting yourself. One trick is to 
make the most of what you have. That was 
our guiding principle for the ideas in our 
entertaining story on page 80. I think Anne 
Bennett's cranberry topiaries are wonderful, 
and yet they’re so easy—yjust cranberries 
glued to Styrofoam balls. I also love Beverly 
Ensore’s idea of using miniature obelisks 
instead of vases for her roses. 

Friends often call me for help, saying, 
“Tm terrible with flowers and I don’t have a 
pretty vase.” I say, “No you’re not, and yes 
you do!” If you don’t have the right vase, 
put the flowers in a pitcher or a tureen. If 
you aren’t comfortable arranging flowers, 
use all of one variety, like a solid bouquet of 
roses, or a flat of violets or lilies of the 
valley. If you don’t want to spend a lot of 
money on flowers, six or eight stems scat- 
tered around the table in individual vases 
can do the trick. Just make sure that whatev- 
er your arrangement, people can see each 
other across the table. 

Flowers aren’t a must though. You can 
even take your pots of herbs from the kitch- 
en and put one at each place setting. I love 
to pile plums and fresh figs in a bowl for a 
pretty centerpiece or do a big basket of vege- 
tables. I also like to tie bunches of grapes 
around the bases of candlesticks. When I 
don’t know what to do, I just look in my 
kitchen and improvise. In fact, that’s how I 
started mixing and matching china. We ney- 
er had enough of one set, so I started com- 


bining different patterns. I found it made the 
table much more interesting. One thing I 
always do, however, is to use at least some 
of my good silver and china. After all, why 
have things if you aren’t going to use them? 

I’m also an avid collector of tablecloths 
and linens, and I’m always on the lookout 
for ones with unusual colors and patterns. 
On weekends when we’re driving in the 
country, I often ask my husband to pull over 
at flea markets. When I come home from 
photo shoots, I always seem to have six new 
napkins in the bottom of my bag. 

But food, flowers and linens are only a 
part. There are so many other ways to make 
an evening memorable, especially during the 
holidays. For example, | love to have people 
take something home. For my Christmas 
party last year I wrapped inexpensive orna- 
ments in iridescent cellophane tied with col- 
ored ribbons and put them in a pretty basket 
by the door. This year Taylor and I are going 
to try our hand at Christmas cookies to give 
to everyone. We'll probably make stars— 
they should be easy for her to cut out, and 
each can be decorated differently. 

The key is confidence—the confidence 
that comes from using recipes you trust and 
a centerpiece you know looks great. I al- 
ways try to do as much as I can in advance. 
It’s much easier when I make the soup and 
the dessert the night before. So if I run late 
that night, I’m not in a total panic. Don’t 
build in disasters for yourself. There will 
always be a guest who will get held up at the 
office or whose babysitter is late. So don’t 
do the hot soufflé that will fall flat, or the 
cream sauce that will curdle if done too fast. 
And don’t take on too much. The whole 
point of any party is for everyone to have 
fun, including me. 

Whenever I entertain, | always remember 
one of my mother’s maxims: Parties aren’t 
for impressing but for enjoying. When peo- 
ple go home, I want them to have seen a 
pretty table, enjoyed good food, shared in- 
teresting conversation and, most important- 
ly, had a wonderful time. H

s she makes her way through a 
New York antiques show, Nan 
Mabon looks like a smooth under- 
cover agent working a crowd. 
She’s not looking for foul play, but for signs 
of authenticity—lifting furniture and pulling 
out drawers, examining the backs of quilts 
and studying the bottoms of porcelain ob- 
jects. Mabon is neither a decorator nor a 
dealer. She’s a confirmed shopping consul- 
tant—one of a growing number of new de- 
sign professionals who offer personal and 
innovative buying services. 

In the past few years, shopping consul- 
tants have emerged across the country to fill 
the gap between hiring a decorator to design 
your whole house and trying to find the 
perfect objects of desire yourself. If you 
don’t want the walls stippled or the kitchen 
redone but you have been looking forever 
for just the right pair of candlestick lamps, a 
shopping consultant could be just what you 
need. These professionals combine furniture 
expertise with street smarts. They know 
where to find your hidden treasure and can 
also tell whether it’s worth the price tag. 

Who hires shopping consultants? People 
like New Yorker Paula Borger, who, after 
spending five years wondering what to do 
with an empty wall and spending $900 on a 
sketch by a designer, finally figured out 
what the space needed. “I woke up one 
morning and realized that I didn’t need a 
decorator—all I wanted was an English 
breakfront,” she recalls. After one quick 
outing with Nan Mabon, Borger had just the 
right piece at just the right price. 

That’s one of the advantages of a shop- 
ping consultant: No job is too small. Shop- 
ping consultants know exactly where to find

the chandelier, tall case clock or Venetian 
brocade fabric that you might covet. And 
they know the best price. For those on a 
tight budget or schedule, it can be a mar- 
riage made in heaven. 

“I don’t have time to shop for my own 
clothes,” says consultant Debbie Murray of 
Ross, Calif., just outside San Francisco, “so 
I hire somebody else to do it for me. We live 
at a different pace now, and people are start- 
ing to hire specialists to do the work they 
can’t do or don’t have time to do them-

selves. As a shopping consultant, I’m an- 
swering that need in decorating.” 


Describe Your Dream 
Knowing exactly what you want is the key 
to getting the most out of these profession- 
als. And the more you know about your 
dream piece—such as measurements, color, 
period, shape and budget—the faster the 
consultant will be able to locate just the right 
painted armoire or English refectory table.

Shopping consultants have minds like 
computer disks, filled with long lists of re- 
sources and current inventory. They know 
where to unearth one-of-a-kind furniture, 
carpets, paintings, heirloom linens, silver 
and just about anything else you’ve ever 
wanted. They have access to antiques deal- 
ers who do not trade with the public. They 
cover the auctions religiously and haunt out- 
of-the-way shops most people don’t know 
about. They know all the back-alley bou- 
tiques and to-the-trade (or wholesale) 
sources all over town. 

When you hire a consultant, you can ei- 
ther go along for the ride (in style, of 
course—Mabon will make her tour of New 
York’s antiques sources special by hiring a 
limousine and preparing a gourmet picnic 
lunch), or the shopping consultant can scout 
alone and send you pictures of items that fit 
your description. 

All this detective work does take knowl- 
edge and effort, and that’s what you're pay- 
ing for when you hire a consultant. The goal 
of a good one is to save you both time and 
money. The cost of a consultant’s service 
varies, depending on the job, but you should 
expect to pay an hourly rate of about $30 to 
$50, plus a percentage of the purchase price. 
Such fees are usually 15 percent above the 
to-the-trade price, which is still a substantial 
saving over retail. 


Avocation Into Occupation 

Many consultants were formerly passionate 
amateurs like Nan Mabon, who turned an in- 
depth knowledge of antiques and an innate 
ability to discover treasures into a business. 
“IT was always running around New York, 
trying to find the right piece of marble for a 
friend, scouring the flea markets at six in the 
morning, going to auctions, taking courses 
in decorative arts,” says Mabon, who started 
her firm, Antiques Resource, Inc., two years 
ago. “Finally, I decided to put it all together 
and started a business.” 

The business was such a success that Ma- 
bon has recently expanded and taken on a 
partner, Bernard Duffy. For the past four 
years, Duffy has traveled around the North- 
east from Maine to South Carolina, scouting 
for fine antiques on behalf of several New 
York dealers. Nowadays, he buys exclusive- 
ly for Antiques Resource, Inc. 

New Orleans-based Macon Riddle is an- 
other antiques lover/shopper turned shop- 
ping consultant. As wife of the rector of 
Trinity Episcopal Church in New Orleans’s 
famous Garden District, Riddle knows her 
way around town and has been a student of 
antiques all her life. “I grew up in Danville, 
Virginia,” she says. “While other children 
were playing with building blocks, I was 


learning about Chelsea and Rose Medallion 
porcelain and making little houses out of my 
grandma’s ivory mah-jongg pieces from 
Shanghai.” 

Riddle started her business three and a 
half years ago. “I was working in a shop on 
Magazine, a street that’s six miles long and 
a good distance from the famous French 
Quarter,” she recalls. “The antiques shops 
there are not close together. I saw a need for 
a consulting business when I noticed people 
stranded on the street, wondering how to 
find the next antiques store.” 

Riddle’s guided tour of New Orleans an- 
tiques shops, “Let’s Go Antiquing,” was 
subsequently born. The shopping tour has 
been so successful that even Fodor’s recom- 
mends it in its guide. Riddle offers half- or 
full-day shopping outings and can handle 
groups of up to 25. 

Not all consultants are ex-streetwise shop- 
pers like Mabon and Riddle. Some are deco- 
rators who used to work on large-scale pro- 
jects but have found that their clients 
generally want a specific piece of furniture 
rather than a complete overhaul. One such 
consultant is Debbie Murray, who has been 
in the decorating business for 20 years. A 
few years ago, Murray began her own shop- 
ping-consultant business, after realizing she 
was spending more time “rearranging and 
adding” than decorating. 

“My clients typically want to do one 
room rather than an entire house, or they 
have finished decorating but feel the room 
isn’t quite right,” says Murray. “I’m the 
person they hire to find what’s missing and 
deliver it fast.” 


Attention to Detail 

Like most other consultants, Murray prides 
herself on being able to satisfy virtually ev- 
ery client request. “I found one rancher a 
sculpted eight-foot wooden Indian,” she re- 
calls. “It was marked seventy-five hundred. 
I got it for nine hundred and ninety-five 
dollars. Or, if someone has a chair he likes 
and wants another, I can find the old wood 
and commission a duplicate.” 

Houston-based Peggy McGaughy is an- 
other expert tracker. She regularly hops into 
her jeep and heads to small country towns 
like Paint Rock, Tex., where she can find 
anything from a rug handwoven with your 
cattle brand, a handmade bed, a chandelier 
made of horns, a period French chair or a 
serape rug. 

Beyond doing the searching for you, con- 
sultants can save you time and effort in other 
ways. In most cases, shopping consultants 
like Murray and McGaughy have established 
good relationships with dealers and shop 
owners and can arrange for you to audition a 
carpet or piece of furniture to see if you like 
it. It is unlikely that the same dealer would 
iet some stranger walk out of his shop with a 





$10,000 carpet. Consultants also tend to be 
experts at arranging shipping to virtually 
anywhere in the country and can have your 
pieces appraised, restored or repaired. 

Today’s shopping consultants see them- 
selves as an idea whose time has at long last 
come. “People are starting to care more 
about details,” says Beth Aberg, consultant 
and owner of Random Harvest, an antiques 
shop in Alexandria, Va. “They are spending 
more and more time at home—and that 
means noticing that empty corner. But rather 
than completely change the room, most peo- 
ple want to add to what they already have. 
Shopping consultants give people immediate 
access to change.”

By DEE HARDIE -——_______- 
he very first thing I did when I 
entered our new Vermont house, 
finished at last, was to put a teapot 
on the kitchen counter. To me it 

was like placing the flag on the moon. Then 

I started to unpack. 

All the furniture slowly came into the 
house and sat down. I had always imagined 
that / was going to tell the furniture where to 
go, but instead it told me. The sofas, the 
tables, the chairs—each knew its place. For 
months I had been scheming on graph paper 
in my mind in the middle of the night. And 
when it actually came time to set the stage, 
especially in the long, rectangular living 
room, everything worked! 

When your furniture, most of it survivors 
from your family past, has been in storage 
for a year, you sometimes forget the shape, 
the size, the proportions. I had thought I 
would have to get reacquainted, make 
friends, cozy in, feel at home. Yet it all 
happened very quickly and calmly. I was 
amazed. I was thrilled. 

The only piece that didn’t keep its former 
role was the old dinner table, a New En- 
gland harvest type. It was simply too big. 
But it has found another job and has gone 
into business. It is now Tom’s desk in his 
basement office. In its place will be a mod- 
ern glass-topped table, which we’ve set near 
an 1840 Welsh pine cupboard against the 
wall—the old with the new. 

Tom and I haven't even started the new 
decade yet, but we’ve already begun a new 
life. At least it seems that way. Moving into 
a new house, a brand-new house, has that 
sort of magic. It’s a little bit, I think, like 
getting married again—but to the same man, 
only a younger version. 






Tom, normally a very social animal, has 
finally turned into a domestic creature. He’s 
putting up pictures, hanging mirrors, and 
has even conquered the challenge of putting 
together an antique four-poster bed. Long 
ago it was slept in by an Ursuline nun in 
New Orleans. Maybe her spirit helped! 

The first night we stayed in the house, I 
found myseif walking from our bedroom 
through the long living room to the kitchen. 
In pitch black. And I didn’t bump into one 
chair, one packing box. I knew the way, I 
knew the path. I was at home. 

The day after we moved in, Pat Hall, 
upholsterer par excellence, came over to 
measure some chairs and a sofa for even 
more ‘‘Slipperwort Posy,’’ the English 
chintz from Fonthill, Ltd., that already cov- 
ered most of the other furniture. Then over 
lunch John Irons, an artisan in wood, and I 
decided to marbleize the 1820 mantelpiece 
in white and gray, to go with the long white 
‘‘sreat room.’’ And the next day Judy Hugo 
and her son Eric papered our bedroom into a 
warm summer garden. 

Tom Korner, the architectural designer 
and the first to see that our basic plan for a 
house could be a reality, has himself just put 
on the very last exterior touches, building 
the steps from the deck, and the steps to the 
kitchen. These are the steps that will take us 
through the next decade, and with grace. 
And we also give thanks to Charlie Proutt, 
our builder, and all the many others who 
helped on this house. 

William Morris, the English designer of 
fabrics, wallpaper, furniture and tiles in the 
late 19th century, once wrote, “‘Have noth- 
ing in your house that you do not knuw to be 
useful, or believe to be beautiful.’” Well, 
Mr. Morris, I think we’ve done it!

t was my friend Michele who first spot- 
ted the parrot. We were in one Ralph 
Lauren shop or another, oohing and 
aahing over the look we love but can’t 
quite afford, when Michele made one of her 
pronouncements: “Parrots,” she said. 

If someone else had said “parrots,” I 
might not have paid attention, but Michele 
has an eye. Her house looks as if Mario 
Buatta decorated it, and her parties would 
make Martha Stewart green with envy. The 
woman always knows the next trend, and 
how to find it, better than anyone else. 

“When you go to England, buy parrot 
prints,” she said, pointing to the 19th-centu- 
ry hand-colored engraving with a price tag 
that could make you swoon. “But don’t 
spend more than twenty-five dollars.” 

A quick twirl through Grays Antique Mar- 
ket in London made one thing very clear. 
Michele had hit it right on the beak: Parrots 
were hot. But London prices were high, and 
when I did find a perfect parrot print, it cost 
over $100—unframed. It was time to get out 
of town and into the countryside. 

Of course, there’s a lot of countryside 
around London, much of it known for an- 
tiques, but I decided on the Cotswolds. If it 
was good enough for Prince Charles, it was 
good enough for me. 

The Cotswolds are a small portion of roll- 
ing hills located mostly in Gloucestershire, 
although some of the villages are in Oxford- 
shire. Once sheep country, this is a land of 
green hills, golden limestone buildings and 
ditches called ha-has. In the villages, these 
limestone houses stand together in tight

rows, decorated with flowers in the summer 
and always smiling in the mist. The area is 
distinguished from other parts of country 
England by the stone walls made without 
mortar (known locally as dry stone walls). 

Located about an hour and a half from 
London, the Cotswolds boast Roman ruins 
(from its days as an outpost of the Empire), 
a few stately homes (like Blenheim Palace), 
several manor houses of note (the Wales’s - 
Highgrove), old market towns with fine 
14th- and 1Sth-century houses (Chipping 
Campden), villages with names like Upper * 
Slaughter and Lower Slaughter, and scads of * 
antiques shops where prices are about 20 to 
30 percent less than those in London. 


Fall Is the Season for Serious Hunting 
While summer crowds in the Cotswolds 
seem to be an equal mix of British and 
foreign tourists visiting the sights, the Octo- 
ber-through-Boxing-Day crowd tends to be 
serious antiques hunters and dealers all 
keenly looking for the last bargain in Brit- 
ain. Inns and manor-house hotels offer spe- 
cial weekend package prices, shopkeepers 
realize they are dealing with serious custom- 
ers, and weekend schedules are jammed 
with antiques fairs, flea markets, jumble 
sales and car-boot sales. Serious shoppers 
may not be interested in jumble sales 
(church bazaars where the wares are hand- 
made by the ladies of the parish) or car-boot 
sales (a British version of tag sales, with 
junk, castoffs and basement clutter sold 
from the trunks of cars lined up in parking 
lots), but they add to the usual pre—Christ- 
mas excitement. 

Knowing what to expect in each village is 
even more important than knowing what to 
expect at a jumble sale. For example, Bour- 
ton-on-the-Water is a commercial tourist 
trap that takes the motor-coach crowd. Up- 
per Slaughter is the single most visually 
delightful village (especially when taken in 
with Lower Slaughter). Tetbury, with only

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one shopping street, is one of the most 
charming in the area (and one of the best for 
antiques). Stow-on-the-Wold wins hands 
down for Cutest Village With Best Antiques 
Shops in the category of villages that have 
more than one major street. 

While almost all the villages have an an- 
tiques center, and antiques stores dot the 
whole area in such density that you could 
wear out the brakes on your rent-a-car, a 
handful of villages are sparklingly perfect 
and offer enough charm and shopping possi- 
bilities to make it worth staying for a day. 
Shopping hours are generally 9:30 A.M. to 
5:30 P.M., Saturdays are a full day. Sunday- 
shopping possibilities vary from village to 
village, but most shopping is at antiques 
fairs or centers rather than in shops. 


Undiscovered Tetbury 

1 didn’t find any parrot prints in Tetbury, 
and I didn’t see the Prince or Princess of 
Wales, but it didn’t matter. The village is 
storybook perfect, with one main. street 
crammed with shops, an open-sided medi- 
eval market building, and an air of superior- 
ity without snobbism. Since many people 
don’t know about Tetbury, the village is left 
for those clever enough to pounce. 

The main street, called Long Street, 
stretches only one long block from The Lon- 
don Road to the marketplace. There are over 
a dozen antiques shops here, most specializ- 
ing in fine 18th- and 19th-century country 
furniture in oak and mahogany. While there 
is a wide degree of difference in the quality 
of goods from dealer to dealer, Tetbury 
shops run the gamut of the retail pricing 
scale. There is one fascinating junk store 
and several stores set up like country 
houses, where you wander from room to 
room, looking at the goods. COUNTRY 
HOMES (Street #61) specializes in pine and 
has a selection of plank tables, armoires, 
benches and dressers that would go well in 
an American country house. GASTRELL 
HOUSE (#33) is one of the more formal 
shops, with rooms that look like sets in a 
decorative-arts museum. The tags on each 
piece list not only the price (averaging £500 
to £4,000) and measurements but also a 
short history of the piece. ALYSON AGER 
ANTIQUES (18 Market Place) specializes 
in old quilts (beginning at £200) and antique 
linens. All of the antiques shops in Tetbury 
are pricey, except for the OLD MILL MAR- 
KET SHOP (12 Church St.), which is filled 
with clutter and « big fat white cat who 
sleeps in the window. Prices begin at £5. 
Tetbury hosts an antiques market every 
Wednesday, 9 A.M. to ? P.M., upstairs in the 
market hall. 


Bustling Burford 

Burford, a bit bigger than Tetbury, has a 
very long main street with a string of stores. 
In traditional medieval fashion this is called 
High Street. The village has a lot more hus- 
tle and bustle to it than Tetbury, and you 
may even find it your favorite. Each store is 
cuter than the next, and while many are 
antiques shops, there are other things to look 
at, for example, the store of local designer 
Maggie White (#45), featuring hand-knit 
sweaters. 

Many antiques shops in the Cotswolds 
have a hands-off ambience. You feel com- 
fortable oohing and aahing but not touching. 
At THE ARK ANGEL (#48), however, the 


INSIDER TRAVEL TIPS 


The distances in the Cotswolds are not 
great, so don’t expect to drive more than 
20 miles a day—which makes staying at 
one hotel an easy alternative. The Lygon 
Arms (in Broadway, 0386—852255; or 
call Leading Hotels of the World, 800- 
223-6800) is one of the fanciest and 
most charming of England’s hotels. in 
this 600-year-old hostelry, a double room 
runs about $200 a night but will be the 
stuff dreams are made of. Tetbury’s The 
Snooty Fox Hotel, across from Market 
Place, is a small hotel with a restaurant 
and bar (0666—502436). Yolandis Con- 
fectionary serves tea and snacks. If you 
aren’t to the manor born but would like 
to try it, book at either The Manor (in 
Chaddlington, outside Chipping Norton; 
0608-76711) or the Lords of the Manor 
Hotel (in Upper Slaughter; 0451- 
20243). The Manor is a small house with 
a fancy kitchen, while Lords of the Man- 
or is more of a country lodge. If you 
want to stay in several different villages, 
try Trusthouse Forte Hotels, which 
owns many of the pastoral two-star hotels 
that dot the countryside. You can make 
all your reservations from the U.S. (800— 
225-5843). 








warmth of the merchandise invites you to 
handle it, and the owners’ sense of whimsy 
adds to the fun of the browse. Perhaps the 
best antiques store in the region for folk art 
and country classics, its enticements range 
from tole trays and hand-carved birdcages to 
trestle tables and tableware, with items that 
begin at £50 and go up to £5000. Don’t miss 
the hand-painted floor around the hearth in 
the second parlor that depicts Noah’s ark 
and all the animals. In a picturesque old 
building on High Street, ZENE WALKER at 
The Bull House has a fine collection of 
Oriental and English porcelain. On the edge 
of town (not quite within walking distance 
from the High Street) are two antiques cen- 


ters, across the street from each other. 
COTSWOLD GATEWAY ANTIQUES 
CENTRE, a new complex located next to 
the Cotswold Gateway Hotel, spreads out 
over 4,000 square feet of space inhabited by 
six ,to eight dealers who have a little of 
everything. The BURFORD ANTIQUES 
CENTRE (at the roundabout) looks like 
granny’s attic and sells large pieces of 18th- 
and 19th-century furniture. Small but worth- 
poking-around-in fairs will be held at the 
Methodist Hall on High Street, October 28, 
November 11 and December 2. 


Cirencester’s Shops Are Clustered Along 
Dollar Street 

More a town than a village, Cirencester 
(pronounced SIREN-cester) dates back to 
the second century, when the Romans called 
it Corinium. Much of the downtown is mod- 
ern, but not too modern to have an outdoor 
market in front of the cathedral. Although 
the market square is packed three days a 
week, Friday is the best time to go, because 
an antiques market is held in Corn Hall, 
right across from the cathedral. Cirences- 
ter’s antiques shops are clustered along Dol- 
lar Street at the edge of downtown—an easy 
walk. Here you’ll find a handful of tony 
shops, each selling museum-quality furni- 
ture in the high price range. I found no 
parrot prints, although A.J. PONSFORD 
ANTIQUES (#51-53) does have botanicals, 
maps, costume plates and more—all in mag- 
nificent frames. They start at about £55, and 
his handsome wood boxes range from £100 
to £400. RANKINE TAYLOR ANTIQUES 
(#34) is organized in a manner that makes 
you want to move in. They sell both formal 
and country styles in furniture, bedding and 
tabletop accessories. There are small 
items—pewter plates, tankards, paper- 
weights—as well as beds, carved break- 
fronts, highboys and lowboys. Prices range 
from £20 to £10,000. 


Famous Broadway 
You can give my regards to Broadway, but I 
won't be back. The town appears to be one 
of the perfect Cotswold villages, but after a 
few hours of roaming around (and looking 
for parrots), I realized that something wasn’t 
right. A few hours later the sad truth 
dawned: Broadway has no soul. The town 
has been taken over by the motor-coach 
crowd. Only a few of the shop owners are 
serious about antiques; the rest sell a mish- 
mash of junk—much of it from the Orient. 
The main street (yet another High Street) is 
dotted with a craftily cute little mall, a few 
pubs, B and Bs, the famous Lygon Arms 
(see box), several touristy shops, a few seri- 
ous art galleries, and MARGARET LEWIS, 
who makes flower arrangements from dried 
flowers (#12A). You might also check out

The village has antiques shops at 
both ends of town, as well as a small an- 
tiques center right in the middle. Sometimes 
there is an antiques fair in the market 
square—located in the median of the road 
(which now serves as parking space). In one 
of the most unusual stores in the area, SI- 
MON BRETT (Creswyke House on High 
St.) sells formal furniture (dated and cato- 
loged on the price tag), along with antique 
fishing gear and piscatoriana. This is the 
place to come to buy a present for your 
fisherman or to find the finishing touches for 
a man’s study. JON FOX is a lot of fun to 
visit, because he has a less formal selection 
of collectibles: cream jars, bottles and tools, 
from £20 to £500. At THE LITTLE WIN- 
DOW on High Street, James Bend sells ear- 
ly-Victorian furniture and Staffordshire pot- 
tery, in a house dating to 1590. THE 
ASTLEY HOUSE on London Road, in one 
of the town’s few brick buildings, hosts a 
collection of English and European 19th- 
and 20th-century paintings. The shop also 
provides framing services for clients. 


Stow-on-the-Wold—A Former Sheep- 
Market Town 

Stow-on-the-Wold is probably the most sat- 
isfying of the Cotswold villages. Bigger than 
most others, and livelier, it has several nice 
hotels and pubs, and more than one shop- 
ping street. There are enough quaint shops 
and antiques stores to fill any visitor’s soul 
with gratitude and joy. Stow simply makes 
you smile, inside and out. 

A market town since the Middle Ages, 
Stow is built on a crossroad and thus has two 
main streets: Sneep and High streets. The 
very large market square attests to the for- 
mer wealth of the sheep-market town. All 
around the square are limestone houses that 
have become shops, most with addresses 


that read simply “The Square.” 

There is THE COTSWOLD ANTIQUES 
CENTRE, a small and narrow building with 
all the wares in neat pine showcases; a back 
courtyard called Talbot Court, filled with 
shops; and then there are over a dozen an- 
tiques dealers, lined up on all the various 
streets, selling everything from barometers 
to pewter. It didn’t take long to make it to 
TALBOT COURT GALLERIES, a shop de- 
voted to antique prints, maps and fine 
books—and there, in the bin marked “Na- 
ture,” I found the answer to Michele’s pray- 
ers: a pair of parrots, priced almost exactly 
at $25 each. Both were hand-colored and 
came with a provenance stating they were 
drawn in 1845. 

Mission accomplished, I was free to wan- 
der Stow and enjoy HUNTINGTON AN- 
TIQUES LTD. (The Old Forge, Church 
Street). One of the best sources for country 
furniture in England, its entire town house is 
filled with complete sets of furnishings span- 
ning the ages from medieval to Queen Anne 
(prices, £500 to £5,000), and several tapes- 
tries here and there for wall decorations. At 
COUNTRY INTERIORS (3 Church St.), I 
found parrots—even more magnificent than 
the ones I had bought Michele, but sold in 
frames of gold and sponged lapis, and cost- 
ing far above the budget. AT STOW AN- 
TIQUES on The Square, I found formal 
furniture in several room sets, much of it 
from Wales and Ireland. PARK HOUSE 
ANTIQUES on Park Street sells old teddy 
bears and various collectibles and knick- 
nacks, as well as china and furniture.

In one 
of the most unusual stores in the area, SI- 
MON BRETT (Creswyke House on High 
St.) sells formal furniture (dated and cato- 
loged on the price tag), along with antique 
fishing gear and piscatoriana. This is the 
place to come to buy a present for your 
fisherman or to find the finishing touches for 
a man’s study. JON FOX is a lot of fun to 
visit, because he has a less formal selection 
of collectibles: cream jars, bottles and tools, 
from £20 to £500. At THE LITTLE WIN- 
DOW on High Street, James Bend sells ear- 
ly-Victorian furniture and Staffordshire pot- 
tery, in a house dating to 1590. THE 
ASTLEY HOUSE on London Road, in one 
of the town’s few brick buildings, hosts a 
collection of English and European 19th- 
and 20th-century paintings. The shop also 
provides framing services for clients. 


Stow-on-the-Wold—A Former Sheep- 
Market Town 

Stow-on-the-Wold is probably the most sat- 
isfying of the Cotswold villages. Bigger than 
most others, and livelier, it has several nice 
hotels and pubs, and more than one shop- 
ping street. There are enough quaint shops 
and antiques stores to fill any visitor’s soul 
with gratitude and joy. Stow simply makes 
you smile, inside and out. 

A market town since the Middle Ages, 
Stow is built on a crossroad and thus has two 
main streets: Sheep and High streets. The 
very large market square attests to the for- 
mer wealth of the sheep-market town. All 
around the square are limestone houses that 
have become shops, most with addresses 





that read simply “The Square.” 

There is THE COTSWOLD ANTIQUES 
CENTRE, a small and narrow building with 
all the wares in neat pine showcases; a back 
courtyard called Talbot Court, filled with 
shops; and then there are over a dozen an- 
tiques dealers, lined up on all the various 
streets, selling everything from barometers 
to pewter. It didn’t take long to make it to 
TALBOT COURT GALLERIES, a shop de- 
voted to antique prints, maps and fine 
books—and there, in the bin marked “Na- 
ture,” I found the answer to Michele’s pray- 
ers: a pair of parrots, priced almost exactly 
at $25 each. Both were hand-colored and 
came with a provenance stating they were 
drawn in 1845. 

Mission accomplished, I was free to wan- 
der Stow and enjoy HUNTINGTON AN- 
TIQUES LTD. (The Old Forge, Church 
Street). One of the best sources for country 
furniture in England, its entire town house is 
filled with complete sets of furnishings span- 
ning the ages from medieval to Queen Anne 
(prices, £500 to £5,000), and several tapes- 
tries here and there for wall decorations. At 
COUNTRY INTERIORS (3 Church St.), I 
found parrots—even more magnificent than 
the ones I had bought Michele, but sold in 
frames of gold and sponged lapis, and cost- 
ing far above the budget. AT STOW AN- 
TIQUES on The Square, I found formal 
furniture in several room sets, much of it 
from Wales and Ireland. PARK HOUSE 
ANTIQUES on Park Street sells old teddy 
bears and various collectibles and knick- 
nacks, as well as china and furniture. #

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BUILDING AN 
ADDITION CAN 
EXPAND THE BEAUTY 
AND INCREASE YOUR 
OWN PERSONAL 
ENJOYMENT OF THE 
HOME YOU LOVE

re you running out of space in your 
home? Is your house limiting the 
way you want to live? It shouldn’t 
be necessary to hunt for a roomier 
home. You can address your needs right 
where you are, by reworking your present 
floor plan or adding on space. But any new 
construction 1s a loaded proposition, one that 
requires some objective thought. 

First, keep in mind that adding to your 
house has built-in uncertainties. Even if ev- 
erything goes as planned and your house 
benefits from the expansion, as in the pool- 
house addition at right, living in a construc- 
tion zone is never much fun. Also, time and 
money needs are hard to budget—or esti- 
mate—when you're dealing with an existing 
structure. There are too many unknowns. 
Any house 25 years or older has compound- 
ed these unknowns, so you can be sure most 
technical systems and exterior surfaces need 
renewal or replacement. An architect experi- 
enced in renovation can quickly determine 
what needs work. You, too, can help—by 
pinpointing the problems you’ve probably 
learned to live with. 

Second, adding on can bring problems 
many architects and builders do not foresee. 
For example, according to some building 
codes, unless you are linked to local sewers, 
adding bedrooms (not bathrooms) may mean 
expanding your septic system-—or moving 
it. And if you do have to move it, be aware 
that digging septic fields and trenching for 
foundations may threaten nearby trees. 

Third, many good building ideas can be 
derailed by local zoning ordinances. Before

doing anything, find out exactly where your 
property lines are and how they might limit 
your expansion plans. Finally, keep in mind 
that added space may strain your house’s 
heating and electrical capabilities, creating a 
need to upgrade—possibly at great expense. 


What’s to Be Gained From Adding On? 
Building an addition may make your home 
the dream house you’ve always wanted. On 


the other hand, a more plausible way of 


deciding whether adding on makes sense is 
to determine how much your home will gain 
in value when you’re finished. A qualified 
appraiser (often listed with a real-estate 
agency) can listen to your ideas, walk 
through your house and suggest how much it 
might be worth when all the work is done. 
Any real-estate agent can tell you the proba- 
ble range of home prices in your neighbor- 
hood, so you can be sure not to price your-

self off the block. Then you can ask an 
experienced builder or architect to estimate 
the cost and complexity of the job. 

You know, of course, that very few home 
additions ever justify themselves solely on 
the basis of higher resale value. In truth, 
very little of the work you do will produce a 
comparable increase in your home’s market 
value. The one overriding reason for adding 
on is to accommodate family needs. But 
once you’ve focused on what these needs 
are, carefully consider the impact they will 
have on the rest of the house. Too often, 
people make the mistake of building an ad- 
dition in order to solve problems—and never 
think about what the result of that addition 
might be. Here’s why bumping out a space 
will not automatically end space problems: 
@ Adding outward pushes sunlight farther 
away from the core of your house. You'll

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want to compensate with skylights, glass 
walls or French doors. 

@ If your addition is situated so you and your 
family must pass through several rooms to 
reach it, you may have made the space prob- 
lem worse instead of better. 


Alternatives to Adding On 
If building an addition won’t work, consider 
reordering some of the current spaces. A 
scale drawing would be helpful, but even a 
simple sketch of your floor plan may reveal 
some of its untapped potential or point up 
the major drawbacks, and you may want to 
ask an experienced architect or builder to 
interpret the plan. 

To gain a better fit with your home, try 
answering these questions: 
@ Could removing one wall create usable 
space where two cramped rooms presently 
discourage use? 
@ Could a wall of windows create a feeling 
of openness that will make your house seem 
bigger? Of course, removing walls or carv- 
ing out larger openings in them has structur- 
al implications, so sound professional advice 
is needed before any work is done. 
® Could the traffic pattern be improved? If 
your halls tend to meander, or traffic criss- 
crosses through rooms, something is wrong. 
Often simply relocating doorways—so they

align properly—improves the way a family 
moves through a house. It’s best to locate 
these openings at one side of a room, leav- 
ing usable living space on the other side. 

Built-in furniture may ease the space 
crunch in a tight room better than freestand- 
ing pieces. Though sometimes costly—less 
so than building an addition, of course— 
custom-constructed, tailored-to-fit furnish- 
ings can free up space in a room or simply 
create a sense of openness. 

Another type of illusionary expansion in- 
volves making use of vertical space. If you 
live in a one-story house with a peaked roof, 
one or more of your rooms can be opened up 
vertically by adding a cathedral ceiling. If 
you remove the existing flat ceiling, you can 
expand vertical space all the way to the 
underside of your roof’s framing. 

This doesn’t mean you have more space

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to live in. It does mean, however, that this 
part of the house will feel more spacious. 
Obviously, reinsulation, resurfacing and 
new lighting will be needed. Though there 
are structural caveats to which a professional 
builder will be sensitive, generally the 
“bang for the buck” will be powerful here, 
and skylights can be installed to capture 
more sun—another visual space-stretcher. 


Home-Expansion Punchlist 

If you ultimately decide that adding on is the 
best way to improve your home, bear in 
mind that the best home addition is one that 
doesn’t draw attention to itself. It becomes a 
natural extension of your house. 

Additions that have nothing stylistic in 
common with the original house seldom en- 
hance it, so you would be wise to try and 
integrate your addition with your existing 
house by using similar roof shapes and an- 
gles, window types, siding and trim. 

Here are other thoughts to keep in mind 
when planning your addition: 
® Consider the direction your addition will 
face. You don’t want it to block the light or 
your view from another part of the house. 

@ Have a clear idea how your new space 
will be reached. Should you reinvent the 


core of your house at the same time you’re 
adding space? The transition from old to 
new wings should be barely noticeable, 
which could mean that some interior renova- 
tion is needed. 

@ Make sure there is access to the outdoors 
from your addition. Decks make effective 
transition spaces, indoors to outdoors, and 
also act as visual space-extenders. 

® Know which building elements are not 
easily moved. Stairs, plumbing, supporting 
walls—basically, any item that extends ver- 
tically between floors is going to be costly to 
displace or rework. Why? Because of the 
way most houses are being built: floor by 
floor. When you have to cut through floors 
to insert stairs or plumbing, you also need to 
relocate structural support. Similarly, build- 
ing through-floor elements in a new addition 
can be costly, because they take a great deal 
of effort to lay out as well as to construct. 
® Take time to work out all the kinks on 
paper. Once your builder goes to work, any 
delay or revision is going to cost money. 
Make sure you and your architect, in concert 
with your builder, have thought through all 
the problems and all the possible solutions. 
@ Be prepared for on-the-spot decision 
making. No renovation can be completely 
predictable, and those fabled disasters re- 
sulting from unforeseen rot are not all exag- 
gerations. Sometimes questions arise in mid- 


construction that need quick answers. Deci- 
sive action helps hold a lid on the costs such 
changes will incur. 

@ Try to phase the construction to mini- 
mize the inconvenience. Often you can tailor 
the building schedule to reduce day-to-day 
disruption—which may mean completing 
new areas before breaking through to exist- 
ing spaces. If kitchens and baths are includ- 
ed in the renovation, they should be kept 
intact as long as possible, and efforts should 
be made to shorten the transition period be- 
tween old and new. 

@ Eliminate costly delays, making sure 
your materials are ordered just as soon as the 
decisions are made. Remember, delivery of 
some items you order could take up to 10 
weeks. Any custom pieces (cabinets, vani- 
ties or special tiles, for example) should be 
carefully planned into your building sched- 
ule, and construction should not begin until 
you know for sure when these items will 
arrive. This may mean delaying the start, 
but the lessened disruption will ultimately be 
worth the wait. 

@ Spend money on the rooms you use 
most. It’s not news that the kitchen and 
baths are good expansion choices, for they 
fulfill the greatest number of human needs. - 
They are also among the spaces that poten- 
tial homeowners consider crucial when look-* 
ing to buy. A big investment, kitchen and

baths are up to three times more costly to 
build than other spaces in a house. No other 
rooms have so much plumbing and electrical 
work as part of their construction, have 
more items installed in them permanently or 
have so many different surfaces and custom 
components. 

All of these home-improvement recom- 
mendations are best carried out with a pro- 
fessional hand to guide you—to make sure 
you get the most from what you spend on 
your house. Unless you have an educated 
perspective, luck becomes the key ingredi- 
ent—and there’s too much investment for 
you to bank on crossed fingers. 


PROTECTING THE PROFILE 
When designing a home addition, con- 
sider your roof lines, and make sure the 
new structure is visually in syne with the 


old one. Often a new addition is topped 
with a flat roof or multiple pitched 
forms. No matter what it looks like, re- 
member that old truism of building lore: 
Flat roofs and roof valleys often leak.

RENOVATION REMINDER: 
CHECK YOUR COVERAGE 


By JOSEPH ANTHONY 
When setting up a remodeling budget, re- 
member to include homeowner’s insurance. 
Any improvement that raises the value of 
your home calls for an increase in coverage. 

“‘It may not be necessary to upgrade your 
insurance if you’re just installing new cabi- 
nets and doors,’’ says Patricia Lombard of 
the Western Insurance Information Service. 
“‘But do review your policy if you’re putting 
in lead-glass doors, marble tops, handmade 
cabinetry or other high-cost items.’’ Review 
is especially important if remodeling or a 
new addition will increase your home’s val- 
ue by 10 to 20 percent or more. The reason: 
Some insurance companies penalize policy- 
holders who insure their homes for less than 
80 percent of the replacement cost. 

For example, under normal circum- 
stances, a kitchen fire causing $50,000 in 
damage on a $200,000 house would be cov- 
ered in full under a homeowner’s policy, 
less any deductible. The homeowner would 
be reimbursed in full, even if the house was 
insured for only $160,000—80 percent of its 
replacement cost. However, if the house was 
insured for only $120,000—60 percent of 
the house’s value—the owner might not re- 
ceive the full value of the claim. ‘‘The insur- 


ance company could rule you’re underin- 
sured and only reimburse you for about sixty 
percent of your loss,’’ says Lombard. 
Remember, homeowner’s insurance cov- 
ers the cost of replacing your house itself— 
not the amount you can get for selling your 
property (house plus land). You don’t have 
to increase your coverage if home prices in 
your area are rising fast, however. The value 
of the land itself represents most of the in- 
crease in your home’s value. Other points to 
keep in mind: 
@ Bank on paying higher premiums for in- 
creased protection. Renovations that push 
the replacement cost of a house from 
$150,000 to $175,000 can add 15 to 20 
percent to your annual insurance premium. 
® Renovations could save you money, how- 
ever. State Farm gives discounts of up to 15 
percent for houses that have been fully reno- 
vated. Allstate knocks 10 percent off premi- 
ums for houses that have new roofing, elec- 
trical and plumbing systems. Several 
companies offer discounts of 5 to 10 percent 
for security and fire alarm systems. 
@ Since you’re reviewing your policy any- 
way, make sure valuable personal posses- 
sions—that new computer or fax machine, 
for instance—are adequately covered.

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ENJOY YOUR GARDEN’S BOUNTY— 
ALL WINTER LONG 


By KEN DRUSE ——— 
This month, as the har- 
vest season ends, we 
celebrate earth’s bounty. 
Everyone gives thanks 
for apples, squashes, 
sweet potatoes and 
pumpkins, but I’m 
grateful for other things 
as well: weeds, for ex- 
ample, and the last of 
summer flowers. Roses 
and hydrangeas have 
been nipped by frost, 
and the grasses, pods, 
goldenrod and fallen 
leaves have achieved a 
state of dryness that’s 
ideal for my purposes. I 
harvest them all for indoor arrangements. 

I've got a wreath on my wall that will 
soon celebrate its third Thanksgiving. Each 
year, throughout autumn, I add whatever 
dried flowers I have on hand to enliven its 
full-blown display. I began with an 18-inch 
Styrofoam ring from a crafts store. | made a 
soft covering of hydrangea blossoms that I 
studded with statice, grass, air-dried roses 
and feathers found in the garden. A hot-glue 
gun is great for securing stemless finds. Use 
the gun to attach dried berries and pinecones 
along with your flower clusters. 

Wire wreath forms are crafts-store buys. 
Or you can fashion your own by shaping 
chicken wire or grape vine cut from the 
wild, which makes a great frame to decorate 
or to wind in a circle and display on its own. 

When collecting wildflowers, seed pods 
and dried flower heads, avoid picking en- 
dangered species. When in doubt, use the I- 
in-10 rule: If there are 10 flowers, pick only 
1—so plenty are left. Shake gathered flow- 
ers upside down, so loose seeds fall to earth 
as they would naturally. It’s one way to 
ensure that there will be more next year. 

Arrange dried flowers in any container 
you would use for fresh ones. But since no 
water is needed, consider other types of con- 
tainers. Heirloom mugs, bowls, or vases too 
damaged to hold water could be pressed into 
service here. Or you could use unglazed 
ceramic or metal. 

A dried-flower topiary, like the one above 
from Growingthings in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
may look challenging, but it’s not hard to

make. Start with a Sty- 
rofoam ball, or use 
blocks of Oasis, which 
you can buy from a flo- 
rist. This is a soft green 
foam used by profes- | 
sional flower arrangers. | 
It’s often easier to work 
with and shape than Sty- | 
rofoam. Glue several 
blocks together to form ! 
a cube, then carve it 

into a sphere using a | 
serrated knife. 

For your topiary 
‘“*trunk,’’ scavenge a} 
tree branch. Cut off a 
section—its length de-+ 
pends on the height you | 
envision—and push one end into the foam, | 
the other into a container. A clay pot with its, 
drainage hole taped shut is one possibility. 
Anything more valuable should be lined first 
with plastic or aluminum foil. 

Lay a few sticks across the container rim) 
to hold your branch upright before you an- 
chor it with plaster. Buy a small amount of 
plaster of paris from a hardware or paint 
store and, following package directions, pre- 
pare a generous mix to pour into the contain-~ 
er. The plaster will set in minutes, so you 
can go to work on your topiary, but will take 
about a day to dry completely. 

Cover the foam ball with whatever you 
wish, though you may want to start with a_ 
layer of sheet moss or Spanish moss from a 
florist. (You can use some of either to con- 
ceal the plaster base when you’re finished.) 
Hairpins will secure the moss. You can push 
flower stems into the foam or glue them to 
the moss foundation. Your eye will tell you 
when your creation is finished. 

Clean your topiary or dried-flower ar- 
rangement carefully with a feather or an 
artist’s brush, or by blowing through a 
straw. When colors fade, freshen it with 
new dried flowers. You can also scent i 
with essential oils to make a potpourri topi- 
ary. These harvest-time projects provide sc 
much pleasure that you may want to make 
more than one—for holiday gift giving. ©

Creek, Colo., log home is a dream come true. “We've always 
liked log houses and had intended on building one for a long 
time,” says Cathy. Happily, the property they acquired—at the 
end of a cul-de-sac off the “Home Run” ski run at Beaver Creek 
Resort—lent itself to their idea of the perfect homestead. The 
site is secluded and sits at the foot of an aspen grove, with no 
other homes in the immediate vicinity whose style might clash 
with the Jones residence. 

Although the term “log house” may conjure Lincolnesque 
boyhoods and cookouts at the ponderosa, the Jones home is a far 
cry from the cabins introduced to America by Scandinavian 
settlers in the mid-1600s. It’s also Jight-years away from the 
dreary prefabricated log cabins that dot the nation’s rural by- 
ways. “Our house is very open, with lots of glass and light,” 
says Cathy. “That was important to us.” 

To turn their dream into reality, Cathy, who sells real estate, 
and Jerry, an entrepreneur who until recently was president of 
Beaver Creek Resort, turned to Alpine Log Homes, located in 
Victor, Mont. (406-642-3451). The 51-year-old firm special- 
izes in custom-designed prebuilt log houses, made of hand-hewn 
lodgepole-pine logs, prized for their uniform shape and sturdi- 
ness. The houses are designed by an architect you choose or by 
Alpine staff designers, assembled in Montana, and numbered. 
They are then disassembled and shipped to the site, where local 
contractors, under the supervision of an Alpine representative, 
reassemble the structure onto its waiting foundation. The logs 
are joined by handmade saddle notches and 10-inch spikes. Gaps 
between them are filled with chinking, a latex material. The 
crafting process takes about three months, not including design 
time, with on-site reassembly taking about three days. An Al- 
pine log house starts at about $200,000 and can go up to $1 
million or more.

e knew exactly 
what we want- 
ed,’’ recalls 
Cathy Jones, 
who designed 
the layout of the 
house, with in- 
put from husband Jerry. Since the couple 
often host large parties, they opted for an 
open living-dining area. Cathedral ceilings 
in the living room and foyer add to the 
spacious feeling, as do large and plentiful 
windows. Only the bedroom and bath win- 
dows sport curtains. The rest of the windows 
are left undressed to allow the natural beauty 
of the home’s surroundings to shine through. 
“You always feel like you are out-of- 
doors,” says Cathy. “The scenery is spec- 
tacular, and you see absolutely no one. It’s 
totally private.” Specially treated glass helps 
protect the furnishings from fading under the 
strong Colorado rays. 

Divided into three levels, the house has 
four bedrooms and five baths. To suit the 
active lifestyle of the Joneses and their fre- 
quent house guests, who can ski right up to 
the front docr in winter, there’s a mudroom, 
a whirlpool room and a steam shower. 





The home’s interior is old-time western in 
style—‘“‘what you would expect when you 
come to Colorado,” says Cathy—but hardly 
old-fashioned. The Joneses selected Denver 
interior designer Andrea Lawrence Wood to 
create unpretentious yet elegantly inviting 
rooms whose inspiration would come from 
the breathtaking landscape. “She has very 
good taste and had lots of inventive ideas to 
help us design the home we wanted,” says 
Cathy Jones of Wood. 

The designer’s greatest challenge was 
dealing with the large space and feeling of 
mass conveyed by the logs. “Even though 
we lightened the color of the logs with a 
gray stain, they absorb so much color and 
light that we had to intensify color and pat- 
tern, and increase the scale of the furnish- 
ings,” explains Wood. Linens and uphol- 
stery are boldly patterned and _ brilliantly 
hued in deep reds and greens, while the 
furniture, custom-made of hickory, bent wil- 
low, and aspen logs, appears larger than 
life. Given the fact that the house is nestled 
into the mighty Rockies, says Wood, “dain- 
ty things would not have worked as well.” 

As counterpoint to the imposing look of 
the log walls and stairway, many of the 
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interior walls were covered with stucco rath- 
er than crafted of logs. And in the bath, to 
soothe the senses, the walls were plaster- 
boarded and covered with wallpaper chosen 
for its drama and period feeling. To enliven 
the neutral exterior and interior walls, Wood 
and the Joneses decided to paint the window 
trim a smart shade of green. Not only does 
the color complement the style of each 
room, it reflects the trees surrounding the 
property, says Wood. Local nature was also 
the inspiration for the hand-stenciled fox- 
and-quail motif that lends a country air to 
the soffit of the Joneses’ contemporary 
kitchen. Plenty of potted geraniums and oth- 
er plants provide a colorful touch of spring- 
time year-round. 

“It’s a very comfortable house,” says 
Cathy Jones. “A lot of people are concerned 
that you grow tired of the logs after a while, 
but you don’t.” 

She admits, however, that a log house 
isn’t for everyone. “You have to like the old 
western theme,” she says. “Most people 
who like Colorado will like this.”

t is not surprising 
that McMillen 
should finally of- 
fer its own furni- 
ture collection.

everly Ensore (preceding page) changed her entertaining 
ways when she realized that elaborate menus left her no 
time with friends. “I love to cook,” says Ensore, who 
owns about 300 cookbooks, “and I used to plan things 
that even Escoffier would have found time-consuming. 
Now I plan only one adventurous dish, like cold poached salmon en 
gelée, per dinner.” Ensore’s method works just as well for 8 as for 
80—as she proved last spring when she had a festive luncheon for a big 
crowd at her Long Island, N.Y., house. To keep preparations simple, 
she ordered six hams (boned and cooked) from Virginia, but made the 
salads herself—experimenting with some new recipes.

ot since the late 1800s when William Morris wove 
grapes and pomegranates into his textiles have we 
seen such a proliferation of fruit motifs in the deco- 
rative arts.

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‘This house was a real American type,’ says 
architect Lee Mindel, “that conjured up 
memories of a Leave It to Beaver aesthetic” 


his suburban New 
Jersey house had 
much to recommend 
it to the young family that 
bought it 11 years ago: a 
quiet, established neigh- 
borhood; an acre of land 
affording privacy and 
pretty, leafy views; and a sweet 1930s 
Colonial-style house. But there were 
problems. The kitchen, designed at a 
time when middle-class families had ser- 
vants, did not welcome the daily com- 
ings, goings and gatherings of today’s 
family life. So after three years the cou- 
ple entered phase one of their remodel- 
ing, calling on the architectural firm of 
Sheiton, Mindel & Associates to enlarge 
and rebuild their warren of service 
rooms. Having camped in the basement 
during that project, the family decided to 
take a five-year breather and enjoy their 
marvelous new kitchen-family room. 

““When we were ready to begin 
again,” says the owner, “we wanted to 
solve our outdoor living problem with a 
pool and a porch, but with Peter Shelton 
and Lee Mindel, you always get more 
than you ask for.” One thought led to 
another, and the porch became a large 
garden room with a fireplace and two 
glass walls. Under this room, a 13-foot- 
high basement was built to house chang- 
ing rooms for the pool, playrooms for the 
two children, and a media room. 










The stair tower, seen here from the 
far end, is an essential design 
element (above). It is wood like the 

7 original upper story and gabled 
like the main roof. Playful windows 
offer views at various points in the 
garden. Stairs lead from the house 
or the pool terrace down to a huge 

multipurpose basement that gains day- 
light from high windows on one side. 
The upper flight leads to a parapeted 
deck off the master bedroom. The 
10-year-old in the family finds the 
big upper landing a wonderful place 
to play with her friends. 
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The need for a staircase to the new 
basement evolved into building a tower, 
which the architects saw as an essential 
part of the house. “We thought it was an 
extravagance,” says the owner, “but Pe- 
ter and Lee insisted. We had enough 
faith in them to say yes.” Peter Shelton 
explains, “Without the tower, the ex- 
tended house would have had no ending. 
The tower echoes the original building 
and gives a sense of completion.” In 
addition to the stairway down, another 
flight goes up to a deck over the garden 
room and allows the couple quick access 
to the pool from their bedroom, without 
going through the house. 

“Structure and furnishings are impor- 
tant,” Lee Mindel says, “but the land 
around a house is equally important. Ar- 
chitecture is concerned with a total envi- 
ronment for living.” This site required 
heroic efforts. With the help of landscape 
architect Nancy Haseley, the architects 
reshaped the steep slope, moving tons of 
earth. Project architect Michael Neu- 
mann recalls, “The driveway originally 
led to a garage, then guests had to climb 
a crooked eight-step flight to the front 
door. We regraded so you park in front 
of the house, taking a more level path to 
the door. It’s far more welcoming.”

or the bedroom, designer Stephen Mallory wanted the 
look of bed hangings without a closed-in feeling. From 
his sketch, Joseph Biunno, a New York City drapery 
hardware fabricator, made the curtain rods. He started 
with a stock 1-9/16-inch pole from a lumberyard, then 
cut two 12-inch returns. A pair of rosettes turned on a 
lathe are end caps that keep the 2-1/4-inch curtain rings 
from sliding off. Mallory wanted a color that would be at home in the 
mostly white setting, so Biunno applied silver leaf. To do this, he says, 
“first put on two coats of semigloss alkyd black paint plus a coat of oil 
size from a quality paint or art store. Let dry until barely tacky. Then, 
using a soft brush, apply silver leaf, one leaf at a time. A 25-leaf 
‘book’ should do the job.” The fabric you choose should measure three 
times the width of the bed, and the length from ceiling to floor. For 
body, the fabric should be lined with sateen. The number of curtain 
rings you use will determine the way it drapes.

The solution: a six- 

panel, 30-inch-high screen by 

Jimmy Congema of Henry B.

For stability, the hinges were first attached al- 
ternately—top one to the left panel, second one 
to the right, and so on. Before the two panels 
were joined, a 1/8-inch wood slat was set be- 
tween the panels to ensure hinges weren’t sewn 
on too tight. Then fabric was applied to each 
panel, starting with the wrong side, back- 
stitched to one long edge. The fabric was 
flipped over and the remaining edges secured.

long with tart apples, crimson leaves and soft, snuggly sweaters, a crackling 
fire is one of autumn’s most sensuous pleasures. Although the hearth is no 
longer essential for cooking, it creates instant atmosphere, evokes good 
cheer, and turns the simplest supper into a convivial event.

RED OR WHITE WITH 
TURKEY? IT’S WHAT'S 
INSIDE THAT COUNTS 





ood and beverage choices were somewhat limited 
when the Pilgrims celebrated their first year in the New World. 
Free from the tyranny of English cuisine, they drank stout and 
hard cider, and cooked anything that went “gobble” or grew in 
a bog. They didn't fret over which Beaujolais Nouveau to 
serve—they didn’t worry about wine at all. 

Until quite recently, we didn’t worry, either. If the traditional 
Thanksgiving meal had no tradition of wine drinking, we 
seemed to be none the worse for it. While we tend to remain 
respectful of our culinary heritage, we’ve grown more daring 
in the holiday kitchen. 

In America, Thanksgiving turkeys are, more or less, created 
equal. Before you think about wine you must first consider 
your stuffing and accompaniments. 

Because turkey is fairly bland in flavor, we've found the 
easiest way to approach the matching of bottles to birds is to 
start from the inside and work your way out. 


WHITE WINES 


Among today’s most popular stuffings are bread-based 
forcemeats flavored with onions and herbs like tarragon 
and sage. These mild, buttery stuffings flatter the turkey’s 
own mild flavors and reach out to wines that either softly 
echo or contrast with the herb being used. For stuffings 
seasoned with tarragon, lighter French Chardonnays, like 
the lemony 1987 Rully from Olivier Leflaive ($14) or the 
oak-kissed 1987 Caves de Buxy Montagny “Les Coeres” 
($10) fit perfectly. Sage-seasoned stuffings, however, 
demand richer, more assertive wines, like Hugel’s 1986 
Alsatian Pinot Blane “Cuvée les Amours” ($9) or Weins- 
Prum’s 1985 German Halbtrocken Graacher 
Himmelreich Riesling Spatlese ($12). 

If you add fruits—such as apples or prunes—to 
your breadcrumbs, wine choices can take sweeter, 
fruitier turns. Vouvrays from the Loire, like the 
reliable 1987 Chateau de Montfort ($8), are great with 
such preparations, as are Riesling-based wines from 
just about anywhere—as long as their sweetness is 
offset by enough acidity to keep them from tasting 
cloying or dull.

_] Made of mahogany, my small table measures 25 inches high 
and 24 inches wide. When was this style made? What was the 
table used for? Mrs. R.M.V., Danville, Ind. 


In the 18th and 19th cen- 
turies, tables had a multi- 
purpose use. Tables were 
used to hold a tea service, 
a candle, a hot-water ket- 
tle, or they served as a 
desk or dining table. They 
were moved into position 
for use, then placed back 
near the wall. Candle- 
stands often had a tripod 
leg similar to that on your 
table, but the candlestand 
was usually about 28 
inches high. The pineap- 
ple-shaped baluster was 
introduced on Federal fur- 
niture about 1810. A heavier, larger version became one of the most 
popular shapes used by the Empire designers after 1840. Your table’s 
curved tripod legs and shaped top, along with the overall dimensions, 
suggest a design that was used from 1815 to 1840. An American- 
made Federal table with the desirable details found on your table 
would be worth from $2,500 to $3,500.

_] This jar is made of green and yellow glazed pottery. According 
to my family, it is over 200 years old. Where was it made and 
how was it used? D.R., Carl Junction, Mo. 


Josiah Wedgwood of England discov- 
ered a green glaze in 1759 and by 1760 
had developed a yellow glaze. He soon 
began making a series of pieces glazed 
with the new colors. Teapots, sugar 
bowls, plates and other dishes were of- 
ten shaped like plants or leaves. The 
cauliflower and pineapple shapes are 
probably the best known. Yours is a 
pineapple-shaped tea caddy, made to 
hold dry tea leaves. The pineapple and 
cauliflower patterns were copied by the 
American company Griffen, Smith and 
Hill, who made majolica of similar designs in the late 19th century. 
We have seen a full tea service of 19th-century pineapple-pattern 
majolica but not a tea caddy, a form that seems to have been out of 
style in Victorian times. We believe your caddy is about 220 years 
old, worth $2,000 to $3,000. 











_] This strange picture is very colorful. The writing appears to be 
Japanese, but the figures do not look Oriental. What can you tell 
me about it? 


N.H.H., Akron, Ohio 


You have a Japanese wood- 
block print made after 1868. 
Japanese artists became inter- 
ested in European customs 
and culture, and traditional 
Japanese woodblock-print 
style pictured subjects from 
the West. Because the Euro- 
peans were seen in the port of 
Yokohama, the prints are 
called ‘“‘Yokohama,”’ or 
Namban, prints. “Namban- 
jin” is a l6th-century Japa- 
nese name for Westerners. 
These prints were of little in- 
terest or value until recently. 
One like yours, in good con- 
dition with bright colors, is 
now worth over $1,000. 


_] This teapot is decorated with grapes, peaches and leaves. It is 
tan and pale blue. The bottom is marked Moorcroft. Can you tell 
me anything about the age and value? B.L.P., Baton Rouge, La. 


Your teapot is part of a tea Sis 
service by William Moorcroft “A 
that was made at the James 
MacIntyre & Company in 
England. The Pansy and 
Pomegranate Design was first 
introduced in 1910. Although 
grapes are part of the pattern, 
they are not named in the 
company’s catalog descrip- 
tion of this piece. The early 
pieces were colored pale yel- 
low and green, while the later versions were deep purple and blue. 
All Moorcroft pottery is rapidly rising in value, as collectors have 
become more interested in the work and the designs. Your teapot is 
worth about $1,000. 








_] This dressing table has brass lionhead drawer pulls and carved 
legs. The mirror tilts. It is made of mahogany, with some painted 
decoration on the trim. When was this style first popular? 

J.G., Fairfield, Conn. 


A cabinetmaker in the Boston area 
might have made a “bureau with 
dressing glass” like yours from 1810 
to 1820. Today it would be called a 
Federal-style dressing table. The 
round legs with carved tops and a 
lyre-shaped mirror holder were popu- 
lar features. The dressing table and 
mirror combination first appeared 
during the late Sheraton period, in- 
spired by French designs. The style 
has been copied, and some examples 
date from the 1930s or even as late as 
the 1980s. An 1810 piece like yours 
should sell for over $20,000, while a 
20th-century copy would be worth 
about $4,000.

t happened almost by accident. In the early 70s, 

successful California designer Michael Taylor was 

trying out ideas in his new home/studio in Sea Cliff. 

He dusted off a stone garden urn and brought it 

inside. He added porch wicker, dramatic potted 

palms and slate flooring. The California look was 
born—and began making waves. 

Instantly appealing, the style could only have sprung from 
California, with its rugged coastline, clear light and tradition 
of indoor/outdoor living. The look telegraphed comfort and 
ease, and turned Taylor into a design superstar. “No longer 
was something delicate and fine necessarily better,” ex- 
plains Los Angeles designer Bill Holbrook. 

Taylor, movie-star handsome and six foot two, was used 
to bucking convention. Early on, he grabbed the spotlight by 
resurrecting Syrie Maugham’s 1920s all-white look. Irrever- 
ent and with an unerring eye, Taylor delighted in contrast- 
ing the rough and the refined—pairing millstones with 
Venetian mirrors, straight-from-the-barnyard feeding 
troughs with exotic coromandel screens. “He loved to put 
simple things in a swell house,” says furniture designer 
Mimi London, “to relax its shoulders a bit.” 

An instinctive impresario, Taylor gathered around him 
talented designers whose inventive furnishings he patron- 
ized—and who, in turn, got a career boost. Under his 
tutelage, Mimi London started crafting tree-trunk tables, and 
Ivy Rosequist began designing natural wicker. 

Like so many other innovators, Michael 
Taylor moved on to new experiments in 
design. Although he died in 1986, his 
influential California look 
lives on and on.

Here, the master of mix 
tells us how to get our 
own little corner of Eden. 


have always felt that the most civilized 

way to have breakfast would be in a 

garden. That’s not so easy to do if you 

happen to live on the 38th floor of a 
building or if it’s the dead of winter. So how 
does one bring the garden indoors? 

What I like to do is evoke the spirit of a 
garden in a room. I try to make subtle sug- 
gestions that allow you to use your imagina- 
tion to envision the room as a garden. It’s 
not difficult. For example, if you bring in a 
wonderful garden umm or a large potted plant 
that’s scaled for the house, and you put it in 
a corner of your breakfast room, you’re al- 
ready beginning to create the feeling of a 
garden or a loggia. 

Color can also be used to make cross- 
references between nature and the inside of 
the house. For instance, if you live in the 
North and have some yews near the house, 
you might bring that same dark green in- 
doors on a tablecloth or on seat cushions. 

This is how you achieve what we design- 
ers call “‘dissolving the wall’’ to bring in the 
outdoors. Another way to accomplish it is to 
use outdoor materials in your room, such as 
stone on the floor. Or you could cover the 
walls with what I call scratch-coat plaster, 
unbleached plaster that’s used as an under- 
coat. You could even get a trompe I’oeil 
artist to come and paint clouds on the ceil- 
ing. If you were fortunate enough to have a 
fountain in the room, that would be the 
ultimate allusion to the garden. 


FCICH VITAL 


DECORATING & 
DESIGN 
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In the entry of John Saladino’s Connecticut house, four paneled murals of 


garden scenes, each representing a season, bring the outdoors in. 


The difficulty is knowing when to stop— 
knowing what you can honestly bring in 
from the garden without it looking silly. I 
certainly wouldn’t put a park bench in my 
breakfast room, but I might use some old 
wicker chairs, or an old birdcage filled with 
pots of herbs. 

Still, a garden room should never look too 
fresh and new. What I want is a Tennessee 
Williams garden. I want an air of decay and 
a feeling of abundance in the room. If you’re 
going to bring one or two overscaled pots 
into your nine-by-nine breakfast room, then 
they must really make a statement. They 
should look aged and perhaps even corrod- 
ed. And maybe they should have something 
really fresh and fragrant growing in them, 
like rosemary, that would bloom and give 
you hope in the dreariest of winter months. 

Don’t put a glass-topped table in the 
room, because that’s what everyone will do. 
But if you find an old stone table, it would 
bring a wonderful feel to the room. With 
such an interesting table, the chairs could be 
whatever you wanted. You could even 


choose to slipcover simple folding chairs. 
As for floors, | would never use linoleum, 
but I would like a stone or quarry tile floor, 
or one of handmade Mexican tile. If your 
budget is limited, I would probably pull up 
the linoleum and paint the wood under- 
neath—no matter how humble it may be—to 
look sort of like a gray-and-white checker- 
board. After it’s painted I might go over it 
with a hand sander so that it would look like 
a worn stone floor. 
It’s a look that takes a little effort, though. 
It takes a subtle touch—you have to hold 
back and use your imagination. And it’s not 
one that can be purchased in one fell swoop. 
Rather than going to the decorator’s walk to 
buy everything, explore places you would 
not normally go, like a junkyard, a thrift 
store, a tag sale. Sometimes you can find an 
old wicker chair that someone is throwing 
out because there is a hole in the seat. Just 
put a plywood seat and a pillow over it and 
you’re all set. In other words, things don’t 
always have to be perfect. That’s what

makes them so much more evocative. Per- 
fection is too slick. 

Of course, there has to be a balance be- 
tween the fresh and new and the old and 
worn. I wouldn’t want to have breakfast in a 
dank grotto where everything is corroded. I 
wouldn’t want to have breakfast in a room 
where everything looked as if you could 
hose it off. There has to be a play back and 
forth. I certainly would want the immediate 
objects I touch to be very crisp and clean— 
the napkins, the glasses, the lighting. All of 
these should look very fresh. But that 
doesn’t mean that an old wood bench has to 
be painted to look new. It will be more 
suggestive, more evocative, if it looks natu- 
rally weathered.

VISITING TURN-OF-THE- 
CENTURY VIENNA 
UNVEILS THE 
BIRTHPLACE OF 
MODERN DESIGN—THE 
WIENER WERKSTATTE

ravelers who go to Paris in April 
for romance and to Rome in August 
for the fountains should, in Decem- 
ber, head for Vienna, when the 
whole city, already one of the most decorat- 
ed towns in Europe, lights up like a Christ- 
mas tree. You may see clusters of carolers 
with mufflers tossed around their necks, 
singing “Silent Night, Holy Night” in front 
of the State Opera House, St. Stephen's 
Cathedral and the old Habsburg Palace. All 
the Christmasy spots pulse with worshipers, 
shoppers and revelers. Which, if you’re a 
true tourist, is part of the pleasure. 

But a litthe Christmas sentiment may go a 
long way, and if other tourists remind you, 
as they do me, that you’re an outsider, I 
suggest getting acquainted with turn-of-the- 
century Vienna. This is the era that’s recent- 
ly captured the heart of the international 
design world because of its audacious depar- 
tures, particularly the spectacular designs of 
architect Josef Hotfmann for the Wiener 
Werkstatte (Viennese Workshops). 

If you think the Wiener Werkstatte’s radi- 
cal elegance seems to fight with the lush, 
more traditional elegance of Old Vienna, 
you're right. Here’s how it came to pass:

good examples are the State Opera House 
and the huge Kunsthistorisches Museum, the 
museum of fine arts.) 

In 1897, the best of those artists and de- 
signers—led by painter Gustav Klimt— 
balked at the pomposity of old-world art, 
from the establishment, turned 
down all imperial commissions and, with

private money, built the now-famous Seces- 
sion exhibit hall. Designed by Josef Maria 
Olbrich, the Secession still looks movingly 
out of place in Vienna—like a tiny ancient 
Greek temple in a neighborhood of palaces. 

To take in the legacy of the Secessionists

and their indelible mark on Vienna and de- 
sign history, try a short walking tour. Stand 
at St. Stephen’s Cathedral, the center of the 
old city, and walk up the Karntnerstrasse to 
the State Opera House. There’s a passage- 
way under the Ringstrasse that will take 
you, if you follow signs marked “Seces- 
sion,” to this gold-and-white masterpiece of 
Viennese Art Nouveau, or Jugenstil, still a 
meeting place for avant-garde artists. Its 
roof is an ornate gilded ball of laurel that 

locals refer to as the “golden cabbage.” 
Inside, you'll find Klimt’s Beethoven 
(Continued on page 36)

Frieze, too lavishly emotional for some, but 
a gorgeous and splendid.example of the Se- 
cessionists’ values. Over 100 feet long, it 
was inspired by Beethoven’s Ninth Sympho- 
ny, his renowned celebration of the human 
struggle to transcend animal nature. 

Across the plaza from the Secession is 
architect Otto Wagner’s Karlsplatz metro 
station, another gutsy Secessionist design, 
as balanced and carefully conceived as an 
Oriental temple and as delicately beautiful as 
a dance pavillion. 

A short walk takes you to the Nasch- 
markt, an outdoor market that faces two 
more of Otto Wagner’s buildings—colorful, 
elaborately adorned examples of Jugenstil 
architecture at 38 and 40 (the Majolica 
House) Linke Wienzeile. 


Rebels With a Cause 

In 1903, Wagner’s student Josef Hoffmann, 
along with designer Koloman Moser—both 
members of the Secession—formed the Wie- 
ner Werkstatte, backed by the industrialist 
Fritz Waerndorfer, to design and produce 
objects both utilitarian and artistically excel- 
lent. Critic Emil Utitz later called the work- 
shops the “main event” of their time, “the 
conquest of applied art by architecture.” (A 


wonderful source on the subject is Jane Kal- 
lir’s Viennese Design and the Wiener Werk- 
statte, published in New York by Galerie St. 
Etienne/George Braziller.) 

The workshops adopted a high moral 
tone, convinced that if everyday objects 
were designed as things of beauty then peo- 
ple would lead less suffocating, more health- 
ful lives. The world would, day by day, 
improve. Such missionary zeal and unprece- 
dented collected talent created one of those 
heightened periods in design history, co- 
alescing the floating revolutionary ideas of 
the early 20th century and presaging the 
total rebellion of the modern movement to 
come. Architect Josef Hoffmann, perhaps 
the Wiener Werkstatte’s most famous mem- 
ber, forged a style of interior design, furni- 
ture and ordinary domestic objects that was 
breathtakingly pared down and elegant, un- 
like anything ever seen before, including the 
shimmering curves of the then-trendy Art 
Nouveau movement in Paris. Characterized 
by gridwork and rectilinear lines, Hoff- 
mann’s work, and indeed the designs of the 
workshops in general, broke with the Seces- 
sion’s imitative style of curvilinear Jugenstil 
themes—the German version of Art Nou- 
veau. Instead, the Viennese Workshop re- 
tained the Secessionists’ decorative ideals 
but took their work beyond curves into the 
realm of bold geometry. One of the most 


famous and, perhaps, most exciting objects 
produced by the workshop is the Josef Hoff- 
mann Sitzmachine (machine for sitting), a 
combination of straight and bent wood, 
curves and lines, which, in spite of its func- 
tional name, is simply a pleasure to look at. 


Shopping for Wiener Werkstatte Designs 
Today, you'd find classic examples of Wie- 
ner Werkstatte carpets, upholstery, wallpa- 
per, furniture and accessories at the Austrian 
Museum of Applied Arts (Osterreichisches 
Museum fiir angewandte Kunst, Stubenring 
5—a short trolly ride along the Ringstrasse). 
You'll see how Hoffmann became inspired 
with fabric and chairs, and how the Wiener 
Werkstatte’s brave, new fevered excitement 
embraced silverware, shoes, furniture, 
books, clothing and more. 

Back on the Karntnerstrasse, which inter- 
sects the Ringstrasse at the State Opera 
House and leads back to St. Stephen’s, you 
can shop for some of the original Wiener 
Werkstatte designs still being produced—at 
the exact shops where they were first sold. 
You'll shop the same street the emperor 
would have patronizea—the same _ fabric 
store, the same jeweler, the same glassworks 
and, nearby, the very furniture makers. 

Backhausen & Co. (Karntnerstrasse 33), a 
grand and historic fabric house, still pro- 
duces fabrics and carpets of major Wiener 
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Werkstatte (WW) designers. In fact, you'll 
see reproductions of Hoffmann’s intricate 
upholstery fabric for sale and find a staff 
who welcomes shoppers and browsers. 
Backhausen also contains a wonderful bou- 
tique selling objects as diverse as napkin 
rings, purses and scarves. 

After shopping upstairs for reproductions 
of WW fabrics, go downstairs to see the 
originals they were taken from. The base- 
ment of Backhausen was the site of the 
famous WW hangout, the Cabaret Fleder- 
maus, which opened in 1907. Now an exten- 
sion of the Backhausen showroom, it has 
walls of posters, photographs of the original 
room, and some of the furniture with its 
original fabric. 

And, if it’s Wiener Werkstatte furniture 
you want, visit Thonet (Kohlmarkt), which 
sells the world-famous bentwood chairs, or 
Wittmann (Karl Lueger Ring 10), which car- 
ries Hoffmann’s chairs. 

Vienna’s great auction house, the Doro- 
theum (Dorotheergasse 17), is well worth a 
visit. Wiener Werkstatte pieces come up ev- 
ery so often at their very frequent auctions. 
Go there just for the exhibits—you can leave 
an absentee bid or, later, attend the auction. 
You may pay much less at auction than the 
Austrians, who must tack on a steep sales 
tax, but be sure to check carefully for possi- 
ble duty and fees on all art objects. Experts 


in America often claim you should do the 
browsing in Vienna and the actual purchas- 
ing back home, from dealers like the Galerie 
Metropol and the Barry Friedman _ gal- 





HOW TO GO, 
WHERE TO STAY 
Austrian Airlines has recently instituted 
nonstop flights from New York to Vien- 
na in new airbuses. Royal Jordanian and 
Tarom Romanian Air also offer nonstop 
service. Pan American flies to Vienna, 
with one stop during the winter season— 
no plane change necessary. 

Try the Hotel im Palais Schwarzen- 
berg (3 Schwarzenbergplatz) for a top- 
dollar experience of imperial snobbery 
and grandeur, or the Hotel de France 
(Schottenring 3), more modern but con- 
veniently perched on the Ringstrasse.

At Christmastime, Trachten Tostmann 
(on the corner of Schottengasse and MOl- 
kersteig). a large, non-touristy shop of

The Old World Coffee Break 
When you’re ready to rest, the Café Central 
(14 Herrengasse) is the best-looking coffee- 
house in Vienna, furnished with the distinc- 
tive WW-style furniture. Newspapers hang 
on long handles, waiting to be read and then 
returned. Newly restored to its original elab 
orate design, the Café Central shares an ar- 
cade with some of Vienna’s most exclusive 
shops. Part of Viennese tradition is to spend 
a pleasant hour or two dawdling over coffee 
and a pastry. It’s easy to imagine Secession- 
ists sitting for hours on end in similar 
places—Otto Wagner listening to Klimt; or 
Klimt consulting Gustav Mahler about Bee- 
thoven, to get the details of his frieze just 
right; Mahler offering to create a special 
arrangement of the Ninth Symphony to ac- 
company the Beethoven exhibit, and so on. 
Another choice for a coffeehouse, less 
distinguished looking but still historic, 1s 
Café Sperl (11 Gumpendorfer Strasse), 
where Hoffmann and Koloman Moser are 
said to have schemed as students, little 
knowing that their rebellious designs would 
turn into icons for the next generation.

NEW AND STYLISH ROOFING MATERIALS 


NOW ON THE MARKET MAY COST A BIT MORE, 
BUT THEY LAST LONGER AND LEND 
A PERSONAL LOOK. HERE ARE THE BEST

he aesthetics of roof:ng play a lead- 
ing role in a buyer’s choice of ma- 
terials today,” says architectural 
designer Sam Butz of McLean, Va. 
“In fact, the roof has become one of the 
most dominant design elements of a house 
exterior. No longer is roofing utilitarian. 
People demand texture, strong shadow lines, 
the look of permanence—even elegance— 
on their roofs. Roofing is an amenity today, 
a buying decision stimulated as much by 
want as need.” 

The new attitude toward roofing is consis- 
tent with alterations people want for their 
homes, according to Butz. Owners are add- 
ing exercise rooms and sunrooms, and are 
turning kitchens, baths and master bedrooms 
into works of art. “They want a roof as 
attractive as their new interiors,” he says. 

If you haven’t seen it happening in your 
neighborhood, you will. From coast to 
coast, ordinary shingles on plain roofs are 
giving way to roof materials and complex 
roof forms that are eye-stopping, as you can 
see in the examples at right. On the two-and- 
a-half-mile coastal country road where I live 
in Connecticut, most of the houses were 
once topped with black or gray asphalt shin- 
gles. The roofs contributed virtually nothing 
to the overall design of these houses. 

Today, among the 80 or so houses on the 
road, barely half still retain their original 
asphalt shingles. A house three doors away 
has been expanded to twice its original size 
and is protected overhead with a handsome 
gray-green slate roof. A plain ranch was 
transformed to a two-level contemporary , 
crowned with heavyweight fiberglass shin- 
gles that present an impressive textured ap- 


earance. Another neighbor covered a drab 
exterior of old siding and asphalt roof shin- 
gles with cedar clapboard siding and rich- 


brown cedar shingles treated with a fire

retardant. The difference between “before” 
and “after” is startling. 


New Roof Additions 
During the past decade, the emerging em- 
phasis on roofing has gathered strength each 
year. Determined not to be outdone when 
replacing our old roof, my wife and I chose 
textured fiberglass shingles. Since the roof 
was going to be worked on, we chose to 
have the crew put in two skylights—ones 
we'd wanted for some time—to bring wel- 
come eastern daylight into a daytime-dark 
kitchen and reading room. 

Our decision was consistent with a nation- 
al mood to change the conformation of 
roofs, using dormers, skylights and addi-

tions on 90-degree angles from the original 
ridge line (and some at lesser angles). For 
example, the slate-roofed house on our street 
once had a single roof ridge on a north-south 
line. Now its roof extends to all four points 
of the compass. The two-story contempo- 
rary’s huge hip roof has an octagonal 15-by- 
15-foot skylight over an inner atrium. 

Some unusual roof changes are also tak- 
ing place. On a trip along the Maine coast, 
architect Robert Martin Engelbrecht of 
Princeton, N.J., noted a number of Victori- 
an mansions topped with new white, brown 
or beige metal roofing, with tight batten 
seams from ridge to eave every foot or so. 
“Since the prevailing roof style there had

been asphalt, shingle or slate, this roofing 
reflects a new direction—and a most attrac- 
tive one,” he observed. 

Nor is it out of the ordinary anymore to 
see a roof raised to a pitch as steep as a ski 
jump. Owners in this case are particularly 
eager to reroof with material that makes a 
design statement, since the mass of a highly 
pitched roof often equals or surpasses the 
sidewall mass. 

“Some owners are also seeking a settled, 
almost old-world look about the roof,” says 
Butz. “I?ve even noticed people in my area 
spraying water on recently applied cedar 
shakes to encourage the growth of moss.” 


Color and Texture Character Builders 

Reroofing has become a natural sequel to 
adding on to a house. “When we design an 
addition, we try to convince our clients to 
redo the entire roof,” says architect Tom 
Lennon of Fullerton, Calif. “A new roof, 
especially one with noticeable texture, helps 
blend an addition into the existing house, as 
it the addition had always been there—an 
impression that owners find quite desirable. 

“We also use roofing materials that make 
a strong visual impression—Spanish tile, for 
example, or metal replicas of that tile. Tile 
or heavy-butt shingles add character to our 
low-sloped roofs.” Weighty roofs also tend 
to raise house value in California. 

Although earth tones in roofing materials 
continue to top the popularity lists, brighter 
colors are beginning to appear. In the natu- 
ral-hue arena, brick-red clay tile is favored 
in southwestern and western states; slate in a 
variety of natural colors is appearing more 
often on houses in the South and East. 

For one of his projects, architect Cary 
McMinn of Denver, Colo., recently chose a 
clay tile cast from metal and shaded with a 
gray flashed in blue. “The roof color is 
compatible with our Colorado sky,” he says, 
“and the blue flash delivers a tonality to the 
tile shapes.” Clay, metal and cement tile are 
available with bright enameled colors. Most 
is purchased by commercial property own- 
ers, but a growing portion is selected by 
homeowners seeking a roof whose look is 
clearly individualistic. 

Makers of clay tile, slate roofing, wood 
shingles and shakes, terne metal and copper 
are hard put to keep buyers supplied. A fresh 
spirit in the market is kindled as well by 
some interesting new products: fiber-cement 
shingles, concrete tile, heavyweight fiber- 
glass shingles, and metal roofing of alumi- 
num or galvanized steel in sheet, tile or 
shingle form. 

As you can see by the pricing chart (see 
page 45), these products are more costly

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than ordinary asphalt or fiberglass shingles. 
The main reason owners invest in better 
materials is appearance, but there are practi- 
cal reasons, too. Most of these products last 
a long time. There are 100-year-old slate 
roofs still in decent condition. Clay, cement- 
tile and fiber-cement shingles provide 50 to 
75 years of protection; metal, from 35 to 50 
years if well maintained. Several brands of 
heavyweight fiberglass shingles carry guar- 
antees for more than 30 years.

I didn’t get any poinsettias for Christmas last 
year, and I was relieved. This year, I'll be 
delighted to have them. Two spectacular 
varieties will be available. One, “Eckespoint 
Jingle Bells HI,’ has ruby-red bracts (the 
colorful part of the plant) spattered with 
pink. The other, ‘Annette Hegg Marble,’ is 
creamy white with peachy-pink zones of col- 
or. ‘Annette Hegg Marble’ not only holds its 
colorful bracts well into June but makes a 
good, sturdy houseplant. To make poinsettias 
rebloom, cut them back in June to about six 
inches. From September 15 to November 1, 
subject them to 12 hours a day of uninter- 
rupted darkness. I pop mine into a closet 
every night and back to a window the next 
morning. If you have to be away a day or 
two, keep them in the dark. (By the way, 
when I give an unusual plant as a present, I 
include tips for care right on the gift card.) 
Here are use-and-care tips for plants you 
may receive for Christmas. 

Pots of evergreens will be popular this 
year. Decorated with ribbon, wooden beads 
that look like berries, and fabric pot covers, 
they'll be quite festive. Hollies are often 
given in pairs—a male and a female, which 
are necessary for a fruit set. Dwarf boxwood 
is clipped into a topiary Christmas tree, and 
an assortment of dwarf conifers is similarly 
decked out. These are hardy outdoor plants. 
Keeping them too close to the fireplace will 
mean certain death. 

After enjoying these plants awhile, re- 
move the trimmings and place them in a 
bright, cool environment. Keep the plants 
just moist until spring, when they can be 
planted in the ground outdoors. They will 
live on to contribute next Christmas. 

Evergreen azaleas are also popular flow- 
ering gifts. Enjoy the hardy ones until the 
small blossoms fade, then cut them back a

bit and place them with the other evergreens 
until spring planting. The tender ones can be 
grown year-round in a sunny, cool window. 
Keep both kinds evenly moist. The azaleas 
bloom on last year’s wood—prune just after 
flowering so they’ll have time to grow buds. 

Christmas cacti and kalanchoe are succu- 
lents that bloom row. Allow the soil to dry 
out between waterings, and pinch off faded 
flowers. These “short-day” plants, like 
poinsettias, are triggered into blooming by 
fall’s shortening daylight hours. But their 
need for darkness is not as crucial. 

Cyclamen are beautiful winter-blooming 
plants. They have deep-green heart-shaped 
leaves crowned by many orchidlike flowers 
in pink, white or red. If kept cool, they will 
bloom a long time, but inevitably, the corms 
will go dormant—starting with yellowing 
leaves. These plants can be brought back in 
fall after resting, though rarely without the 
help of an alpine greenhouse. 

Amaryllis (above) makes one of the best 
do-it-yourself Christmas gifts—just add wa- 
ter. Wrap a bulb, pot and medium for a 
welcome gift. If you receive one and decide 
to bring it into bloom again, water and feed 
the plant (with a high-phosphorous fertiliz- 
er), and summer it outdoors in a protected 
spot after frost danger passes. In early Sep- 
tember, bring the bulb indoors and lay it on 
its side, with no water, until the leaves yel- 
low. Cut off the foliage and place the bulb— 
pot and all—in an out-of-the-way place, per- 
haps under the kitchen sink, until six to eight 
weeks before you want it to bloom again. 
Water and place the pot in good sun. 

Since we’re thinking about gift plants 
now, you might want to plan ahead for next 
year. Consider taking cuttings of your favor- 
ite houseplants in late spring. By Christmas, 
theyll have become beautiful, personal ex-

ichard and Suzy Grote and their two children live 
in an old St. Louis suburb where the lots are large 
and the house styles vary. Theirs is a 55-year-old 
: gray clapboard house with a gambrel roof. When 
house hunting six years ago, they persisted until they found a countri- 
fied frame house, unusual in an area of formal brick facades. 

The rooms are also atypical because of their Englishness. Furnish- 
ings combining this sort of sophistication, playfulness and comfort 
are more likely to be found within an hour’s drive of London than in 
the middle of America.

and when Richard worked for an 
airline, they traveled widely and 
bought them everywhere: Hong 
Kong, Munich, Florence and 
Thailand.

In Palm Beach, 
Mimi Kemble revives 
an 1895 church, 
with family souvenirs 
and irreverent grace 


n 1895, when this Shingle-style church was 

built on Palm Beach’s Lake Worth, it was 

the only church within 50 miles. A sleepy 

backwater, Palm Beach had yet to grow into 

the fashionable resort we now know. In 

fact, until roads were laid to the church, 
Sunday worshipers had to make their pilgrimages 
by boat. By 1925, the congregation had erected 
larger quarters right in the burgeoning town. And 
1S years later, the Maddock family, who lived 
steps away from the old church, annexed it and has 
kept it for generations. 

Ironically, the current resident, decorator Mimi 
Maddock Kemble, was once “terrified” of the old 
church. Growing up next door, she always kept the 
shades drawn in her bedroom, which faced the 
church. “It always looked so gloomy,” she says. 
But since 1974, Kemble has been turning the holy 
terror of her childhood into home. 

Gloomy no more, the church is flung open to the 
sun, with dogs and cats skittering in and out, and 
Kemble’s daughters, Phoebe and Celerie, chasing 
around on roller skates. From the outside, the 
church looks much as it did when turn-of-the- 
century parishioners packed its pews. Inside, how- 
ever, Kemble has fashioned the most personal of 
homes, with family souvenirs, decorated doors and 
a story behind every detail. 


The church and its tower (opposite) 
are situated on a bicycle trail that runs 
along Lake Worth, bringing a stream 
of friends to Mimi Kemble’s vine-shaded 
front door. The tower, whose Seth Thomas 
clock is not in operation, now 
houses the master bedroom. Right: Kemble, 
who swears she never sits down, is 
caught in the act with daughter Phoebe.

n 1974, after working as a 

designer in Boston and New 

York, Mimi Maddock Kem- 

ble returned to her native 
Palm Beach for a month’s visit. She 
never left. Twelve years later she 
launched her own decorating firm, 
Kemble Interiors, Inc. 

Having taken up residence in the 
former church (one of six buildings 
that make up the Maddock family 
“compound”), Kemble began turn- 
ing it into a home—a process that 
continues to this day. For now, 
she’s left the huge nave intact, but 
has enclosed all the sun porches 
around it. This has yielded light- 
filled living spaces—and a few ar- 
chitectural quirks: Bedrooms and 
baths tend to be miles apart, and the 
closets, tailored for the frugal minis- 
ter’s frock coats, are, Kemble in- 
sists, “the world’s tiniest.” 

Proud of the church but never 
worshipful, Kemble has made her 
unusual home warm and livable. 
The proof is in the details: In the 
dark lake-porch living room (previ- 
ous pages), an original stained-glass 
window was insouciantly framed 
with new “shutters,” cut from ply- 
wood and decorated with painted 
hyacinths and morning glories. The 
pink porch’s stained-glass panels 
seemed to darken and weigh down 
that room, however, so they were 
preserved but covered up. In the 
small kitchen, installed some 50 
years ago when the church was con- 
verted to residential use, the cabi- 
nets were given a new lease on life 
with trompe |’oeil decoration. 

Kemble brought the same irrever- 
ence to the furnishings. For in- 
stance, she confidently whitewashed 
her bedroom’s antique chairs, inher- 
ited from her great-grandmother. 
“They were nice old pieces, but 
dark and dreary,” she says. “At 
some point, you have to make up 
your mind to use things as is—or to 
make them work for you.” &

hink of Florida’s hot cli- 

mate, its love of indoor- 

outdoor living, and its 

resort roots, and it’s 
easy to see how Mimi Kemble’s 
summery style evolved. Palm 
Beach, of course, developed in the 
late 19th century as a playground for 
northerners who migrated south for 
a short “season,” one or perhaps 
two months each winter. Beginning 
in the 1920s, and increasingly after 
World War II, hotels were joined by 
private homes. And with seasonal 
visitors putting down roots, the dec- 
orating turned sophisticated. “The 
tropical palette has broadened,” ex- 
plains Kemble. “People now want 
everything they had up North—even 
the dark, cozy study. But they want 
it all lightened up.” 

In this pink porch of a room, 
which is adjacent to the kitchen and 
used for daytime meals, Kemble 
masterminded her brand of the 
“lightened-up” look, with the help 
of partners Brooke Huttig and Sun- 
ny Bippus. First, she pulled up rugs 
and laid cool green-and-white tile. 
Walls were painted the palest 
pink—the porous shingles soaked 
up seven coats! Beautiful but dark 
stained-glass panels were concealed 
with a wall of light-reflecting mir- 
ror. Plants and a riot of floral: pat- 
terns bring in the outdoors. “It’s a 
lighter version of English style,” 
says Kemble. “Chintz and goose 
down, comfortable and cheerful.”

production: his own 1840s brick rowhouse in 
Boston’s South End. In a room where weath- 
ered antique columns bump against newly 
painted high-gloss surfaces, the bold, simple 
pieces of Crate & Barrel Furniture take their 
place among the other eye-catching contrasts of 
shape, pattern and muted colors. These all 
make for welcome juxtapositions, indeed. 


Wheeler enlivened the wall of the first-floor 
entrance (below) with a dozen 19th-century 
prints of eggs, grouped for impact.

or this [9th-century town 
house, designer Peter 
Wheeler’s main goal was to 
“capture grandeur in a small 
space.” The first-floor area, shown 
here, is only 500 square feet, yet, un- 
daunted, Wheeler dreamed of “a grand 
front hall, a library and a big open 
living room.” He managed to achieve 
them all by gutting the space and resur- 
recting it as a series of open areas that 
flow into each other. Echoing his de- 
sign for retail stores, Wheeler used sub- 
tle architectural devices in compressed, 
open quarters to give the impression of 
grand scale and separate rooms. The 
checkerboard pattern on the floor, 
painted by Spectrum Painting of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., designates the front 
hall. To give the open living room the 
illusion of a doorway, Wheeler planted 
two antique columns, found at a flea 
market, at each side of the far end of 
the front hall. Bookcases at one end of 
the living room indicated the “library” 
(below left). Nor did he overlook a din- 
ing room. Table and chairs sit comfort- 
ably next to the windows (opposite). 
Choosing clear shapes against the white 
walls—distressed black-painted Queen 
Anne-style dining chairs (opposite), 
black lacquer chairs in the library (be- 
low left) and living room (above left)— 
Wheeler let the clean outlines of Crate 
& Barrel furniture telegraph the indi- 
vidual character—and boundaries—of 
each “room” within the open plan.

heeler was enthusiastic about 
the pure shapes of the Crate & 
Barrel furniture. “I like basic 
things, and I think anything 
fairly permanent in a room should be sim- 
ple,” he says. Like the essential geometry of 
the checkered floor and the grids of built-in 
shelves (left), the clean forms of the furni- 
ture lend serenity to the space. It’s the acces- 
sories that quicken the room’s tempo. Not 
that “accessories” is exactly the word most 
people would use to describe the discarded 
oddities Wheeler constantly rescues from 
junk piles and flea markets. “Most of it is 
found stuff. Ten dollars max is all ve ever 
paid,” says Wheeler. Plumb bobs (the doo- 
dads used to weight a plumb line), rusty 
gadgets and stones—all have potential use in 
the interior landscapes Wheeler devises on 
shelves and tables. “I’m like an eight-year- 
old kid who comes home and empties his 
pockets. When you get these things home, 
they become treasures.”

t has been said that you can have too much 
champagne, but you can never have enough. People 
respond to champagne and sparkling wines as to no 
other wines, and in the holiday season, nothing suggests 
festivity as much as the pop of a cork 
Some of the most fashionable and prestigious bottles sell for 
$100 or more, but there are many fine sparklers to be found at 
$10 to $20, and a number of good bottles for only $5 to $8 


FRENCH BASICS 


Any discussion of sparkling wines must begin with champagne 
from France, produced from vineyards about 90 miles 
northeast of Paris. The combination of soil and climate, the use 
of just three authorized grape varieties (Pinot Noir, Pinot 
Meunier and Chardonnay), and the classic méthode 
champenoise—creating the bubbles by fermenting the wine a 
second time in individual bottles—result in a distinctive 
product known for its elegance, finesse and complexity. The 
basic bottling of champagne is the dry nonvintage Brut, which 
is widely available for $15 to $22 a bottle. 

Although French champagne cannot be duplicated, the 
méthode champenoise, a more costly technique that results in 
finer, more complex wines, has been adopted throughout the 
world to produce excellent sparkling wines. Dry, crisp 
sparklers are produced in France’s Loire Valley, primarily from 
the Chenin Blanc grape. Dependable labels of these attractive 
wines—which cost $9 to $11—include Bouvet Brut, Marc 
Bredif, Gratien and Langlois-Chateau. And the Cremant d’Alsace 
appellation, based on that region’s Pinot Blanc grape, is 
dependable; look for Willm ($12). Delicately flavored fish will 
complement these wines.

The greatest success story among imported sparklers is that of 





cava, the term for méthode champenoise wines from Spain. 
Almost all come from the Penedeés region near Barcelona; the 
best-sellers are Freixenet and Codorniu, and other labels 
include Lembey, Paul Cheneau and Segura Viudas. These dry 
Spanish sparklers can often be found for only $5 or $6, so why 
not begin the evening with a sparkling Spanish aperitif and 
offer dry-cured ham or thinly sliced sausages 

Although the sweet, aromatic Asti Spumante made from 
Muscat grapes is the best-known Italian sparkler, many dry, 
elegant sparkling wines are made by the méthode champenoise 
from Chardonnay, Pinot Blanc and Pinot Noir grapes by such 
producers as Berlucchi ($15) and Ca’del Bosco ($30). Try them 
with Parmesan breadsticks 
THE CALIFORNIA CHOICE 
California accounts for 60 percent of the sparkling wines sold 
in this country (selling for about $12 to $18), but a fraction are 
made using the classic Chardonnay and Pinot Noir grapes with 
the méthode champenoise, as in the Champagne region. 
Schramsberg Vineyards was the first to focus on such wines. 
Domaine Chandon followed in the early 1970s, as did the 
venerable F. Korbel and Brothers. Now joining that trio are 





such firms as Piper-Sonoma, Domaine Mumm, Maison Deutz, 
Roederer Estate, Gloria Ferrer, Iron Horse Vineyards, 
Scharffenberger Cellars and Wente Brothers. Serve the wines 
with oysters, sashimi or almonds to kick off a holiday feast. 

Although sparkling wines are considered a luxury, many are 
no more expensive than California Chardonnays or French 
white Burgundies. Especially at this time of year, why not 
indulge more often?

(_] How can I learn more about the maker of my woven coverlet 


and the value? It is blue and white and just covers a double bed. 
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—W.T., Ada, Mich. 


Identifying coverlets is not al- 
ways easy. We look first in A 
Checklist of American Coverlet 
Weavers, published by Abbey 
Aldrich Rockefeller Folk Art 
Center. Although there are no 
weaver’s initials on your cov- 
erlet, there are other clues. The 
eagle and running fox border, 
and the dove and church border 
both appear on coverlets by 
David D. Haring, a weaver in 
Bergen County, N.J., about 
1830 to 1842. Many of his cov- 
erlets were marked with his full 
name or the initials D.D.H. In 
a 1974 catalog from the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin art center, we found the twin to your coverlet. 
The only difference was that the corner was marked “MVH Dec 21 
1830.” An early coverlet like yours by a known maker sells for about 


$1,000 to $2,500. 


_] I like country furniture. This seems to be a good cupboard, 
but how do I decide what is considered “fair” in quality and what 


is considered “great”? 


—D.M. Padgett, San Diego, Calif. 


A “great” cupboard of this 
type should have carved side 
pillars, elaborate knobs, a 
shaped base, top moldings, and 
trim on the drawers. Your cup- 
board appears to be made of 
pine, yet a harder, more attrac- 
tive wood would be better. 
Make sure the cupboard is one 
piece and not a marriage of a 
chest and a shelf unit. Are the 
drawers and knobs original? 
Do the parts fit well? Are the 
dovetails or tenons evenly cut? 
Most importantly, is the cup- 
board well proportioned? To 
learn to judge furniture, look at 
examples at museums and in 
books. We think you have a 
good but not great piece, worth 
about $1,500 if all original. 





] My mother bought this mahogany table about 10 years ago at 
an auction at Sotheby’s. It is 31 inches high and 35 inches wide. 
What period does it represent? Has this type of furniture gone up 
—P.D., Largo, FI. 


in value? 


The table is in what is called the 
American Empire, or restora- 
tion, style and was popular about 
1830. The lyre pedestal, bulky 
feet and heavy appearance of the 
table are all typical of pieces be- 
longing to this period. Flame- 
grained mahogany veneer was 
often used. Collectors and deco- 
rators have long cherished Chip- 
pendale, Sheraton, Hepplewhite 
and the other Federal styles. Be- 
cause Empire pieces of this type have not become an important style, 
prices have remained a bargain. Your table, if in good condition with 
unmarred veneer, is worth about $600. 














Can you tell who made my daisy-decorated majolica pitcher? 
We were wondering how old it is and where it was made. 
—P.N., Atlanta, Ga. 





The flowers on your majolica pitcher are not 
daisies, but wild roses. The pitcher was made 
in the United States in several sizes, in styles 
ranging from a small cream pitcher to an 
eight-inch milk pitcher. The pattern was made 
by the most famous American majolica manu- 
facturer, Griffen, Smith and Hill of Phoenix- 
ville, Penn. Most of their pieces were marked 
“Etruscan Majolica” in a circular mark. An- 
other firm made a very similar pitcher with a 
butterfly spout, but the flowers had fewer petals. An eight-inch 
Etruscan pitcher is worth $150. 





|} When was this mirror in style? About 30 inches high, it is 
made of dark stained wood, with lighter wood for the pillars, and 
a reverse glass painting at the top. —E.K.M., Oxford, Md. 


Called a “Sheraton architectural mirror” or 
a “tabernacle mirror,” your piece is in a 
style popular from 1800 to 1820. The mir- 
rors were made and used in New England 
and the South. The reverse glass painting 
at the top of the mirror is typical. Land- 
scapes and naval battles were often depict- 
ed. Most of the mirrors were made with 
pine frames or, like yours, inlaid mahoga- 
ny. Very elaborate examples were some- 
times covered with paint, or gilded. This 
style has been copied, and reproductions 
are still being made. It is difficult to tell 
the new from the old. If made before 1820, 
your mirror is worth from $500 to $700. If 
it is new, it might be worth $150.
